SOUTH END — In 1973, a 
leftist coup overthrew the last 
Afghani monarchy. In 1979, 
Russian tanks rumbled across 
the border in the beginning of 
what many now call the Soviet 
“Vietnam.” 

For many in America 
though, Afghanistan is just a 
far away place — a 30-second 
blurb on the evening news 
about a land more famous for 
her shawls than for her people. 

For Newton native Mimi 
Hirsh, however, Afghanistan 
is a 10-year obsession that 
culminated in ‘Kabul’, a 
novel about an ancient society 
forced into the ‘‘reality’’ of the 
20th Century. 

While she was growing up on 
Homer Street, her mother took 
in nursing students from coun- 
tries like Egypt, China, 
Thailand and Brazil, and 
Hirsh gained first-hand 
knowledge about what was go- 
ing on beyond the headlines 
and newscasts. 

“These students were not 
just 19-year-old girls,’’ she 
says. ‘‘Many of them were a 
great deal older and came to 
this country to earn an ad- 
vanced degree. I got to know 
them and it means something 
to you if you’ve known an

Egyptian woman and have 
picked up on some of her ex- 
periences and conflicts.” 

Relating to news stories of 
far-away lands has often been 
difficult for many in Fortress 
America, surrounded on two 
sides by thousands of miles of 
ocean. For Mimi Hirsh, there 
always seemed to be real peo- 
ple behind the talking heads. 

“We had one woman named 
Graziella stay with us,” she 
says. ‘She was from Brazil. 
After she left to go back home, 
if there was trouble right 
around where she lives and 
she hadn’t written in a while, 
you started caring a lot more 
about what was going on in the 
world,”’

Aquino coup toasted

CHESTNUT HILL — Four weeks ago, 
area Filipinos gathered in St. Ignatius 
Church to pray that violence and bloodshed 
would not mar their country’s long battle for 
justice. 

Last week, more than 250 returned to the 
church on the edge of the Boston College 
campus to thank God for answering their 
prayer in a way few thought possible and to 
ask for divine guidance as their countrymen 
rebuild democracy in the Philippines. 

During his sermon, Fr. Edmundo Mar- 
tinez, vice president of Jesuit University in 
the Philippines, told those gathered to put 
aside any feelings of vengeance toward exil- 
ed former president Ferdinand E. Marcos. 


“Judgment is mine, says the Lord ... Let 
us now look to the present, not to the evil of 
the past, except as a healthy reminder for 
the future,” he said. 

Martinez said Filipinos should consider

Marcos’ overthrow ‘‘a badge of shining and 
outstanding honor,” describing the peaceful 
coup as “merely a dramatic climax” of a 
courageous effort on the part.of hundreds of 


“We thank God he has given us such 
heroes and heroines as countrymen,” he 
said. “Let us live up to the obligation that his 
goodness has imposed on us.’” 


The same national unity that helped 
catapult new President Cory Aquino to 
power should now be used to “‘build a just 
and enviable nation,’’ he added. 


Near the end of the mass, Aquino’s niece, 
Zsa Zsa Lichauco, read a message she 
received during a phone conversation with 
relatives in the tiny island country. 

They asked Lichauco to thank the people of 
Boston, Cardinal Bernard Law and the en- 
tire Boston Archdiocese for the support and 
“deep friendship” they had shown during the

Police, fire negotiations resume 


Mediator joins police talks

NEWTON — City officials and representatives of the Newton 
Police Association will sit down later this week with mediator Tim 
Bornstein in an effort to end the 20-month old labor dispute. 

“Reason should prevail,’”” Mayor Theodore Mann said last week. 
“Bornstein is a recognized authority in negotiations and both the city 
and police have agreed to go to him.”” 

Negotiations between the parties broke off in December when the 
NPA rank and file rejected a proposed wage offer calling for raises of 
5, 5.5, 6 and 5 percent over four years. Since then, union members 
have held a number of demonstrations to inform the public about 
what they said is unfair bargaining on the city's behalf. The officers, 
according to NPA President Lynda Glenn, say they are frustrated at 
the city’s unwillingness to bargain. 

The officers, pointing to the Dec. ratification by the teachers of a 
contract offering raises of 7,7 and 6 percent, say they want similar 
raises, Mann, however, says the city cannont afford to offer more 
than what is on the table. He says because the extra money for the

Firefighters are skeptical

NEWTON — Firefighters and the city will attempt once again to 
settle their contract dispute in a March 12 bargaining session. This 
time they will be joined by a mediator, attorney Theodore O'Brien. 

O'Brien, a member of the state’s Joint Labor Management Com- 
mission (JLMC), will attempt to resolve contractural difference 
which have lingered for 20 months and that led to three informational 
pickets in the last two weeks. 

Firefighters attempted to bring their message to the public, saying 
they felt the salary offers have not been large enough and both have 
charged the city with not bargaining in good faith, 

Last week, Richard Kelliher, the city’s chief administrative of- 
ficer, disputed those charges with figures showing what firefighters 
would make if they accepted the same four-year, 23.4 percent raise 
offered to police. 

The city would have to spend about $40,000 annually in salary and 
benefits for a firefighter with more than two years experience, 
Kelliher said

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BC bowing to social change

CHESTNUT HILL — Students 
at Haley House say Boston Col- 
lege’s decision to discontinue 
their home, orginally established 
as a center for social justice, is a 
sign of the times - one that has 
left them angry and sad. 

BC administration last week 
told the 10 Haley House residents 
to remove their belongings by 
May 21, when seniors also must 
vacate dormitories. 

A housing shortage led to the 
decision to relocate another cam- 
pus facility at the Hammond 
Street communal center, ac- 
cording to BC. 

But while they agree the shor- 
tage exists, Haley House students 
say there may be more to the 
decision, Their participation in 
protests of the university's South 
African investments and one 
resident's struggle for recogni- 
tion of a gay-lesbian student 
group may also have played a 
part, they said. 

“Tf it were simply a question of 
space constraints, we could have 
been offered a couple of suites 
together in a dorm,” said John 
Hoffmeyer, the house's only 
graduate student. 

Some felt the gay-lesbian issue 
had the most impact on BC’s 
decision. The Lesbian Gay Com- 
munity at Boston College 
(LGCBC) was denied official of- 
ficial club recognition by the 
university shortly before 
Christmas break. 

The group continues to meet at 
Haley House. ‘In some ways, 
getting rid of of the place they 
meet, it’ll be hard for them to 
function,”’ said junior Susan Red- 


“The demise of the social justice 
communal center mirrors chang- 
ing attitudes at colleges across 
the nation, they said. Racial 
equality, peace, poverty and 
women’s rights were major cam- 
pus issues 15 years ago, but the 
driving force at universities to- 
day is money, they said. 


“People think, ‘I won't get a 
job in social justice. There's no 
money in it,’’ said Lilibeth 
Denham. 

“The activism isn’t with the 
student population now,” said 
senior Maria Qualtere. 


BC Sociology Professor 
Michael Malec said to a ‘‘certain 
extent’’ there is less social ac- 
tivism now than in the late 1960s 
and early 1970s. 

Watergate, the Vietnam War 
and racial unrest all stirred the 
conscience of America, he said. 
“Today we live in a much more

comfortable, much less concern- 
ed, much less involved world," 
said Malec. 

rHe sees the closing of Haley 
House both as a symbolic and a 
tangible loss to BC. 

The home serves as both a 
“measure” of the university’s 
commitment to social justice and 
is a concrete ‘catalyst’ for 
students to develop their in- 
terests, he said. 

Haley House has a 10-year 
tradition of social justice and 
communal living. 


The home was named after BC 
graduate Leo P. Haley who died 
in 1966 of a heart attack. Haley, 
24, was executive director of the 
Catholic Interracial Council and 
acivil rights advocate. 

The night before he died three 
men robbed him at knifepoint, 
then forced him into the back 
seat while they drove his car 
around Boston. 

Haley, who had a weak heart, 
died the next day on the way to 
Mass. 

BC spokesman Benjamin Birn- 
baum said the decision to close 
the home does not mean the 
university is turning its back on 
the tradition Haley and BC’s 
Jesuit background symbolize. 

“The university is very com- 
mitted to social justice,’ Birn- 
baum said. ‘It has been an in-

tegral part of the university since 
its inception. It’s been a Jesuit 
tradition.”’ 

The University Chaplaincy has 
established ‘‘permanent ties’’ 
between Haley House and its 
Faith, Peace and Justice Pro- 
gram, Birnbaum said. 

That program offers courses in 
theology, philosophy and_ per- 
sonal values and its students per- 
form field work at institutions 
such as Rosie’s Place, which 
gives shelter to homeless women 
in Boston’s South End, Birnbaum 
said. 

BC also will form a committee 
of Faith, Peace and Justice facul- 
ty and Haley House residents to 
recommend means of restoring 
community living for social 
justice students, he said. 

Birnbaum outlined the housing 
crunch now facing BC. 

The university has 5,425 
students living in dormitories out 
of an undergraduate population 
of 8,000, he said. Currently, there 
are 900 students on the dormitory 
waiting list. 

Provided it receives the 
necessary Newton permits, the 
university will raze two office 
buildings on Commonwealth 
Avenue to create dormitories for 
380 students. 

Alumni Hall, one of the Com- 
monwealth Avenue buildings, 
will be moved to Putnam House 


on the university’s Newton Cam- 
pus. BC plans to relocate Putnam 
House — whose facilities include 


| meeting areas for functions and 


seminars 
Birnbaum. 

“T would agree with the univer- 
sity that a more intensive use of 
this property is needed,” said 
Jerry Koch-Gonzalez, Haley 
House Coordinator and a BC 
employee. 

But programs such as Faith, 
Peace and Justice cannot ade- 
quately replace Haley House, he 
said. ‘‘There is a difference bet- 
ween understanding issues and 
advocating issues,’’ he said. 

Students at Haley House are an 
independent voice that 
challenges the university on 
social issues, Koch-Gonzalez 
said. He questions whether the 
same will occur under Faith, 
Peace and Justice. 

“Tt’s really hard for an institu- 
tion to create a component that is 
self critical,’ he said. 

He said he did not know if the 
South Africa and gay-lesbian 
issues had any part in BC’s deci- 
sion. 

But the gay-lesbian issue has 
stirred much controversy and 
has led to the stereotyping of 
Haley House as primarily a gay 
rights center. 

“This is not a gay and lesbian 
house. There are some gays and 
lesbians who live here,’’ Koch- 
Gonzalez said. ‘‘The gay-lesbian 
issue is only one of a number of 
issues we look at.”” 

A quick look at a bulletin board 
and walls of the Haley House kit- 
chen proves his point. Pam- 
phlets, flyers and newsarticles 
show concerns about battered 


- at Haley House, said 


women, the U.S. policy in 
Nicaragua, pesticides, and 
scores of other issues. 


Residents insist there is no 
pressure to share the same view- 
point on issues. There are strong 
disagreements on abortion, for 
example, sophomore Jeff Korgen 
said. 

Decisions on everything from 
social justice activities to 
dishwashing duties are reached 
at weekly meetings by consen- 
sus, they said. Social justice 
begins with a feeling of communi- 
ty, they said. 

Haley House is ‘‘a microcosm 
of how people should be con- 
nected,’’ Qualtere said. ‘‘I think 
it’s really sad there’s not going to 
be a place for this to happen.” 

“T don’t believe the university 
is doing this,’ said Reddy. “It 
makes me very sad not just for us 
who are living here now, but for 
the students who won't get this 
chance.‘ 


Shannon campaign machine has local origins

NEWTONVILLE — Martina 
Jackson, chairperson of the Ward 
2 Democratic Committee, is 
reviving James Shannon’s 
political apparatus in prepara- 
tion for the former con- 
gressman’s campaign for at- 
torney general. 

Jackson, who helped coor- 
dinate Shannon’s failed bid for 
the U.S. Senate in 1984, said she 
has been acting as “sort of a 
maintenance man” by keeping 
the Lawrence native's field 
organization together during the 
political off-season. 

She believes Shannon is “the 
clear front-runner” to succeed 
Attorney General Francis X. 
Bellotti by virtue of poll results 
released last week by Secretary 
of State Michael J. Connolly. 

More than 20 percent of the 496 
registered Democrats polled by 
Advanced Marketing 
Technologies, of Concord, said 
they would pull the lever for 
Shannon if the election were held 
today, according to Connolly. 

Connolly cited the poll results, 
along with family considerations, 
as the main reasons for his deci- 
sion not to run for attorney 
general, 

Middlesex County District At- 
torney Scott Harshbarger, who 
has strong support in this area, 
registered 13.7 percent in the 
“name recognition” survey and 
Connolly polled 12.4 percent, but 
more than one-third of those 
surveyed were undecided 

Tronically, Harshbarger en- 
dorsed Shannon during the hotly- 
contested 1984 primary race 
against John Kerry, the eventual 
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winner. Shannon won big in 
Newton in the primary, while los- 
ing statewide. 

Jackson said she expects Shan- 
non to formally his candidacy 
“fairly soon”’ and left little doubt 
about her involvement in the 
campaign. 


“I'd certainly like to work in 
field,’ she said, adding that a 
“surprising number of people’’ 
have volunteered to help the 33- 
year-old senior partner in the 
Hale & Dorr law firm, 


Since October, Jackson has 
been working re-activate Shan- 
non’s supporters ‘‘both from the 
grassroots up and the top down.” 


The task includes recruiting an 
array of precinct captains, ward 
coordinators, city coordinators 
and regional coordinators, as 
well as arranging mass mailings, 
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fundraisers and poll coverage. 

She said Shannon’s experience 
in issues involving consumer pro- 
tection, energy regulations, en: 
vironmental law and civil rights 
gives him ‘‘the breadth of ex- 
perience”’ needed to be a credible 
candidate to suceed Bellotti. 

To get on the ballot, Shannon 
will need to capture at least 15 
percent of the approximately 


3,200 delegates expected to at- 
tend the Democratic State Con- 
vention in June. 


Jackson, who also coordinated 
the 1984 Mondale-Ferraro 
presidential campaign in 
Newton, said the Garden City’s 
delegates appear “‘evenly split’’ 
between Harshbarger and Shan- 
non at the present. 
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Request for dismissal # | 
of Ossinger suit nixed |

EAST CAMBRIDGE — Mid- 
dlesex Superior Court Judge J. 
Harold Flannery has rejected 
a motion to dismiss the breach 
of contract lawsuit filed 
against Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann by his former secretary, 
Diane F’. Ossinger 

Flannery struck down At- 
torney Edward J. Barshak’s 
request for dismissal after fin- 
ding a difference between the 
charges contained in Oss- 
inger’s latest civil suit and one 
that he dismissed last August. 

But, in his written decision, 
Flannery specifically avoided 
commenting on the validity of 
Ossinger’s latest complaint, 
apparently leaving open the 
possibility that Barshak could 
end the six-year-old court bat- 
tle by requesting a summary 
judgment. 

He said Ossinger ‘‘may be 
unable to establish either of 
her breach of contract 
theories, but the present mo- 
tion to strike her amended 
complaint is the functional 
equivalent of a motion to 
dismiss for failure to’ state a 
claim upon which relief may 
be granted.”’ 

Complaints involving such 
motions are ‘‘construed 
liberally,’’ added Flannery. 

However, in a footnote to his 
ruling, the judge seemed to in- 
vite Barshak to ask for a sum- 
mary judgment against Oss- 
inger. A summary judgment 
motion would allow Flannery 
to rule on the case as it cur- 
rently stands and without a 
full-blown trial. 

“IT express no view about 
whether (Mann) may yet be 
able to show that there is no 
genuine issues of material fact 
and that he is entitled to judg- 
ment as a matter of law on the 


plaintiff's present claims,” 
Flannery noted.

Almost eight months later, 
Ossinger was found innocent 1 
of the charges. Soon after, she ‘}* 
sued Mann for allegedly firing

A spokesman from the Mid- 
dlesex County District Attorney’s 
office, Tom Samoluk, said in- 
vestigators are operating on the 


theory that DeCosta showed up ;some”’ 


whether or not the death ap- 
peared to be accidental, 

Several Central Cleaners 
employees, who came to work 
Wednesday morning after 
DeCosta usually arrived, said 
they did not see him all day. They 
also said the machine in which 
the body was found was not used 
all day Wednesday or Thursday 
because it was DeCosta’s job to 
operate it. 

After performing an autopsy, 
Medical Examiner Dr. Nathaniel 
Brackett said there were no signs 
of foul play on the body. He said 
he could not pinpoint the time of 
death, but that DeCosta probably 
died Wednesday morning. 

DeCosta had worked at Central 
Cleaners for about a year. Other 
employees said he was ‘“‘hand- 
and ‘‘happy-go-lucky,””

Suit filed against Green housing project 


CAMBRIDGE — In a lawsuit 
filed in Middlesex Superior 
Court, 19 Brighton and Newton 
residents are challenging a 
special permit granted by the 
Newton Board of Aldermen for 
construction of condominiums 
and townhouses on the former St. 
Sebastian’s School property. 

The complaint, naming the 
aldermen and the Green Com- 
pany Inc., of Newton as defen- 
dants, asks that a judge annul a 
special permit granted last Feb. 
6 for the project, located off of 
Hood Street, Huntington Road 
and Kenrick Street. The proposed 
development, straddling the 
Newton/Boston line, includes 104 
units of housing for the elderly on 
the Newton side with more units 
located in Boston. 

The special permit granted ex- 
cepts the proposed multi-family 
project from present zoning re- 
quirements as the site is a single- 
family residence E district. 

The suit claims the density of 
the proposed project is too high, 
making it inconsistent with the 
intent of the city’s zoning or- 
dinances. 

According to the suit, the 
Green Company plans to con- 
struct 251 units in total. The 
aldermen’s decision ‘‘ignores the 


inordinate density’’ of the propos- 
ed project and its potential im- 
pact on surrounding 
neighborhoods, the complaint 
claims. 

The suit was filed by attorneys 
Sheldon M. Dreucker and 
Marilyn D. Stempler, on behalf of 
the residents who either abut or 
live close to the development. 

According to court documents, 
the regular condominium units 
will have an age restriction star- 
ting at 55 years while there will 
be no age restriction on the 
townhouses, of which nine are 
planned on the Newton side. 

The residents claim that the 
aldermen approved the special 
permit despite a negative recom- 
mendation from the Land Use 
Committee, which voted 3-4 
against the proposed develop- 
ment, stating that more 
members might approve it if the 
density was lowered. 

According to a copy of the 
aldermen’s decision, state Rep. 
David Cohen has filed legislation 
that would allow the undersized 
parcel to be limited to sales to 
persons 55 years or older. At pre- 
sent, there is no legislation that 
would allow a parcel of only 16.3 
acres to be so limited, the deci- 
sion states. 


Known fugitive charged in Newton rape 


CAMBRIDGE — A Middlesex 
County grand jury last week in- 
dicted one of the state’s most 
wanted fugitives on charges 
related to an armed robbery in 
Newton, a Newton/Waltham inci- 
dent involving the rape, kidnapp- 
ing, assault and battery and arm- 
ed robbery of a Waltham woman, 
a Weston break and entry into a 
building, an assault on a 
Waltham student who was walk- 
ing to school and an unarmed 
robbery in Bedford. 


Charged by the grand jury was 
James M. LeBlanc, 24, arrested 
at a Quincy bar last Jan. 23, 
LeBlanc is being held at the 
Massachusetts Correctional In- 
stitution at Concord on a parole 
violation, 


Assistant Middlesex District 
Attorney Peter Bella said that 
LeBlanc, last Jan. 14, kidnapped 
a.woman after she got into her 
car at the Woodland MBTA sta- 
tion in Newton. Bella said 
LeBlanc forced his way into the 
car while threatening her with a 
screwdriver and made her go to 
an industrial park in Waltham 
where he allegedly raped her in 
the car ina parking lot. 

LeBlanc later drove her to the 
Cleveland Circle area where he 
told her to keep her head down

for at least 10 minutes and he 
then fled, according to Bella. He 
said she later identified him as 
her assailant by selecting his pic- 
ture from a police photographic 
array. 


Bella said LeBlanc was on 
parole from a breaking and 
entering conviction at the time of 
the offensive. 

On Sept. 28, 1985, in Newton, a 
young woman was waiting for a 
ride at the Chestnut Hill MBTA 
station when LeBlanc allegedly 
approached her with a knife and 
grabbed her handbag. Bella said 
the station was dark because 
there had been a power outage. 
LeBlanc was charged with arm- 
ed robbery in that incident. 


On Jan. 22, 1986, according to 
Bella, LeBlanc allegedly came 
out of some woods near the long 
driveway leading to the Waltham 
High School and, holding a 
screwdriver, asked a young girl 
for some money, She said she had 
none, said Bella, who added that 
LeBlanc fled when some people 
approached, 

He was indicted in connection 
with that incident on a charge of 
armed assault with intent to rob. 
The girl also identified LeBlanc 
from police photographs, said 
Bella.

$3 million suit filed against Marriott 


CAMBRIDGE — A Watertown 
woman who nearly died, ac- 
cording to her lawyer, after sipp- 
ing a glass of ‘‘ammonia or other 
chemicals’ at a bar in the 
Newton Marriott Hotel is suing 
for $3 million. 

The suit, filed in Middlesex 
County Superior Court by Laurie 
M. Conrad, 26, charges the Mar- 
riott Hotel Corp. with negligence. 
It also charges that “willful, wan- 
ton, and reckless”’ conduct on the 
part of hotel employees may 
have been involved in the Feb. 9, 
1986 incident. 

The suit alleges that Conrad 
was served a glass of soda water 
containing ammonia or other 
caustic chemicals in one of the 
hotel’s cocktail lounges, Conrad’s 
attorney, Thomas E. Connolly, 
based in Boston, said Monday the 
woman, who works at a high-tech 
company and who is a graduate 
of Wesleyan College in Connec- 
ticut, suffered severe injuries 
and was hospitalized for six days. 

Connolly said a male friend 
who was with Conrad had the 
“presence of mind”’ to bring her 
immediately to the kitchen where 


he forced milk into her stomach 
until she vomited. 

Connolly said the woman was 
given “great treatment’ by 
Newton/Wellesley Hospital 
medical staff. ‘If they didn’t get 
that stuff out of her internal 
organs as fast as they did, she 
would have died,” said Connolly. 
Connolly said the woman is still 
under the care of a physician. 

A spokesman for the Marriott 
Hotel said the management 
would have no comment on the 
suit. 

Connolly said the hotel believes 
the bottle of ammonia, used at 
the hotel for cleaning purposes, 
inadvertently was placed ‘‘where 
the drinks were.”’ Connolly said 
she drank only a mouthful before 
having a severe reaction. Newton 
police investigated, according to 
Connolly. 

Conrad also is claiming that 
the hotel breached its warranty 
to her as a customer because the 
drink it served was not fit to be 
consumed. 

The corporation has 20 days to 
answer the complaint, once of- 
ficially notified of its filing. 


Local GOP elects convention delegates 


NEWTON — About 40 people 
gathered at the American Legion 
Post 440 last weekend to elect 10 
delegates to the April 12 
Republican Party state conven- 
tion. 

Jody Dow, Republican commit- 
tee woman for second Middlesex- 
/Norfolk senatorial district, said 
13 residents from Newton and 
Brookline vied for the 10 seats. 

The caucus was one of 40 held 
statewide at which about 480 
delegates were chosen for the 
convention. This marked the first 
time the Massachusetts 
Republican Party held caucuses 
to select delegates. 


The 480 delegates will join 
around 2,000 chosen by the usual 
method, town and ward commit- 
tee meetings. 


The April 12 convention will be 
held at the Worcester Centrum. 
Candidates for the statewide 
Republican primary will be 
chosen then. 


The convention will be manag- 
ed by former Gov. John Volpe. 
The featured speaker will be Vice 
President George Bush. The 
night before, a reception at the 
Worcester Sheraton will honor 


former United Nations Am- 
bassador Jeanne Kilpatrick. 

For a candidate’s name to ap- 
pear on the ballot, he must 
receive 10 percent of the total 
delegate vote. 

By allowing any Republican to 
attend the caucus and run for a 
delegate spot, the party is hoping 
broaden its base of support and 
“get people interested in party 
work,’’ Dow said. 

The caucuses were designed to 
capitalize on the large numbers 
of people who worked for Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan's reelection, 
she said. 

“A lot of people were active for 
the Reagan-Bush campaign,” 
she said. ‘This is one way to keep 
them going.” 

Of the turnout at the American 
Legion, Dow said, ‘‘I think it was 
a good attendance, considering 
you're in a liberal, Democratic 
district.””

Cops fight AIDS threat

NEWTON As fear about AIDS spreads to all segments of the 
pop on, some area police departments are taking precautions 
against the disease by using specially designed equipment for ad- 
ministering emergency medical service 

The Newton Police Department recently issued surgical masks, 
surgical gloves and plastic airways, called S-tubes, to be used for 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation 

Lt. James O'Donnell said the move was made in response to “the 
growing concern over the AIDS problem in our society. Police of- 
ficers many times are the first responders at the sc ene of an accident. 
This gives them a means of protecting themsel 

The Watertown Police now use nylon gloves and flexible nylon 
handcuffs if they are dealing with a prisoner known to have AIDS, 


Police Spokesr Officer John York said S-tubes have been in the 
patrol cruisers since before the disease began receiving so much at- 
tention. 

Weston Police have been using a portable device to administer car- 
diopulmonary resuscitation instead of using the mouth-to-mouth 
method. The device consists of a mask, which fits over the patient’s 
nose and face, and a bag that is squeezed to pump air into the pa- 
tient’s mouth. 

A department spokesman said the devices were being used for a 
while, then were taken out of the cruisers. They were brought back 
several months ago in response to fears about AIDS. 

The Waltham Police Department has not issued any special anti- 
AIDS equipment to its officers, according to Capt. John McDonald. 
He said the department would consider purchasing the equipment if 
the city came up with the money to pay for it. 
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Oil price could affect public safety 


News of an “‘oil glut” and a radical 
drop in prices brings with it some in- 
teresting questions.

Your neighborhood gas_ station 
owner is not really the one to ask 
about all this. His margins are 
dangerously slim. The oil companies 
make sure of that. It would be more 
appropriate to ask the large oil 
dealers why their prices stayed as 
high as they did as long as they did 
while huge tankers wallowed in 
Boston harbor, waiting and waiting to 
unload their cargo at bargain base- 
ment prices. 


Duke's path to D.C. is 


Jimmy Carter did it. So did Ronald 
Reagan. Why not a quantum leap 
from the governorship to the 
presidency for Michael Dukakis? Why 
not, indeed; nearly every assessment 
of the 1988 Democratic scramble for 
position places him with the top four 
or five possibles. 

A second question: Can anyone 
other than someone from the Kennedy 
royal family achieve such stature in 
his homeland? Ted’s shelving of am- 
bitions, at least for the present, makes 
this answer relatively easy. 
Emergence of a new generation Ken- 
nedy with enough clout to carry the 
torch has to be at least a decade away, 
even more. 

Thus, here and now, Governor Mike 
is the acknowledged superstar in 
stage center. His evident lock on the 
Statehouse job and chance for a big 
re-election win in November will pro- 
vide impetus for national projection. 
Most governors get caught up by 
Potomac fever. Our head of state has 
reason to be afflicted. Every list of 
Democrats on the guess parade con- 
tains his name. Business Week was 
the latest to put him in contention. 

The Massachusetts party leader has 
certainly piled up a lot of credits. 
While it can be claimed he is riding 
the crest of an economic wave not of 
his making, he unquestionably has 
subordinated liberal views as a 
moderate more in tune with the con- 
servative trend. He carries on a runn- 
ing battle with the Reagan ad- 
ministration while at the same time 
borrowing much that has been pushed 
by Republicans. He has drawn praise 
from the president on job incentives 


drawing people from welfare roles, in 
fact. 


Another question: What was the lag 
time between Boston Edison’s realiz- 
ing that fuel price drops were 
resulting in profits unacceptable to 
the state Department of Public 
Utilities and its announcing to 
customers that power bills would in- 
deed be going down? 

Next question: Where was the DPU 
when it looked, long ago, like fuel oil 
prices would be tumbling? 

Another question: Where will the 
large amounts of city money, 
allocated to buy fuel oil before prices 
dropped so drastically and before we 
knew we would have such a mild 
winter, end up after they have been 
handed back to the city by various 
departments? 

Final question: Is it possible the 
fuel oil dividends granted the city by 
unforseen circumstances could 
possibly be used to bring disgruntled 
police and firefighters back into the 
fold? 

It would behoove the city’s ad- 
ministration to make the most of for- 
tuitous circumstances.

But Dukakis is fighting Mr. Reagan 
strenuously on this same subject as a 
strong voice in the National Gover- 
nors Association. He is resisting any 
withdrawal of federal funding he 
believes to be part of the 1987 budget 
proposals. Reagan people say there 
will be no elimination, only a transfer. 
No matter; the issue was that it com- 
manded attention. 


Our governor is on the shuttle to 
Washington more frequently than 
ever. His journeys throughout the na- 
tion to take advantage of any invita- 
tion extended are strongly reminis- 
cent of the previous rematch cam- 
paign against Ed King when he 
whistlestopped the state so much. 
That, plus network TV exposure like 
the Today Show, is the way to go. Like 
Jimmy Carter, he is making the swing 
early. 


It’s a long, long road for the Bay 
Stater. In establishing himself as a 
serious contender, he also has to 
become a recognizable personality 
from coast to coast. More than Jim- 
my, however, he has a charismatic 
problem. The Duke is low key, more 
reflective than ebullient, a thinker 
who isn’t much of a smiler. Making 
him into a hail fellow, well met, is go- 
ing to be a pretty formidable task. 


Don’t count him out. The Dukakis 
of today is a pragmatic veteran with 
high adjustment capability. Much will 
depend on whether he can dramatize 
a truly vital new departure in national 
government. By 1988, the big score 
may be there. At the very least, lack- 
ing an actual presidential shot, his 
availability in the vice presidency 
field could develop. 














Bellotti helped us avoid 
rerun, ho-hum’ election 


What might have been little 
more than a ho-hum 1986 election 
campaign in Massachusetts now 
seems likely to be anything but 
that. 

The sudden “‘I do not choose to 
run for reelection’ declaration 
by Attorney General Francis X. 
Bellotti has all but guaranteed a 
free-for-all for that $65,000-a-year 
post. 

Although the cast of contenders 
seeking to become the state’s top 
law officer is considerably 
smaller than that running for the 
congressional seat being vacated 
by US House Speaker Thomas P. 
O'Neill Jr., it seems sure to com- 
mand attention throughout 
Massachusetts. 

Why Mr. Bellotti waited so long 
to announce his noncandidacy 
may never be known. But it cer- 
tainly left would-be successors 
with little time to decide whether 
to run, to organize their forces, 
and to raise campaign funds. 
Aspirants have until May 6 to col- 
lect and file for certification at 
least 10,000 voter signatures. 

That’s only half the challenge, 
however. To compete for the 
nomination in the September 
primary, a Democratic can- 
didate needs the support of at 
least 15 percent of the delegates 
to the party’s preprimary con- 
vention in May. A Republican, on 
the other hand, must win 10 per- 
cent of the delegate vote at that 
party’s April gathering to pursue 
the GOP nomination. 

Because of the late start, col- 
lecting the required backing 
could pose a problem, especially 
for Democratic hopefuls who 
may not be well known statewide. 
Had the Bellotti move come 
earlier, it might have been con- 
siderably easier for fellow 
Democrats interested in his post, 
since they could have competed 
for delegate slates at local 
Democratic caucuses Feb. 8. 

While Bellotti has made it clear 
that he intends to remain neutral, 
as a loyal Democrat he will 
presumably throw his weight 
behind his party’s nominee. Were 
he to take sides before the 


primary, however, he would 
almost surely offend some of 
those with whom he has worked 
in the past, possibly including one 
or two former aides. 

Among potential Democratic 
candidates are District Attorney 
Scott Harshbarger of Middlesex 
County, State Consumer Affairs 
Secretary Paula Gold, and

former US Rep. James M. Shan- 
non. Both Secretary Gold and 
District Attorney Harshbarger 
are former Bellotti aides and 
were on his original team when 
he took office in January 1975. 

Perhaps best known statewide, 
however, is Mr. Shannon who 
narrowly missed defeating then- 
Lt. Gov. John F. Kerry for the 
Democratic nomination for US 
senator in 1984. 

Despite state voter registration 
totals heavily weighted toward 
the Democrats, Republican 
attorney-general prospects ap- 
pear their brightest in the past 
two decades. 

A lot could hinge on whether 
the GOP is able to avoid a poten- 
tially divisive battle for the 
nomination. Edward F. Harr- 
ington, a bitter Bellotti critic who 
quit the Democratic Party last 
year presumably to get a crack 
at toppling the attorney general, 
appears to be very much a can- 
didate for the GOP nomination. 

But to reach the November 
ballot he may have no free ride. 
Both US Attorney William F. 
Weld and Wayne Budd, chairman 
of the state Civil Service Com- 
mission, have been weighing a 
try for the GOP nomination. 

Both Mr. Harrington and Mr. 
Weld have statewide campaign 
experience. But it is uncertain 
how much of an asset that might 
be, since neither won. Weld, then 
a virtual unknown even in 
Republican ranks, was his par- 
ty’s nominee against Attorney 
General Bellotti in 1978. Four 






years earlier, Harrington “was 
among a half-dozen contenders 
for the Democratic nomination 
for attorney general. Bellotti top- 
ped the field and went on narrow- 
ly to down Republican challenger 
Josiah A. Spaulding for the then- 
open seat. 

Weld as US attorney has gained 
considerable exposure through 
the prosecution of a broad range 
of widely publicized cases, in- 
cluding some involving political 
corruption . o 

Harrington, too, over the years 
has gained visibility, first as 
head of the US Justice Depart- 
ment’s organized-crime strike 
force in New England, later as 
US attorney, and most recently 
as a Bellotti foe and a 
Democratic dropout. 1. 

Had Bellotti decided to go for a 
fourth term, he almost surely 
would have faced no Democratic 
challenger, and, except for Harr- 
ington, it is questionable whether 
any Republican would have tried 
to topple him, an effort generally 
viewed as a lost cause. 

Regardless of who runs,’ the 
thrust of the campaign will be 
issue-oriented rather than being 
aimed at any shortcomings of the 
incumbent. The 12 Bellotti years 
were marked by his pursuits in 
behalf of the consumer, » en- 
vironmental protection .and 
human rights. 

The Quincy Democrat, who 
gave up a lucrative private law 
practice to devote his full time to 
his elected responsibilities as at- 
torney general, is widely credited 
with having done a great deal to 
professionalize the office. This in- 
cluldes the use of an impartial 
selection team to screen pp- 
plicants for his staff and the re- 
quirement that all assistant \at- 
torneys general work full time 
and give up any outside law prac- 
tice, . 

It may be years, however, 
before an accurate assessment of 
the overall effectiveness of the 
Bellotti regime will be possible.

Iraqis think, seem to like him. 

Although engaged in a 
murderous war against his own 
Afghan people, Babrak Karmal 
was disqualified for relying on an 
excess of Russians to discourage 
the local citizenry from tearing 
his body to shreds 

The leaders of Vietnam and 
Cambodia, dead certain picks in 
years past, still have Top Ten 
potential but the old fire isn't 
there. In Cambodia, the in 
defatigably homicidal Pol Pot 
seems to have retired, and Viet- 
nam exhibits signs of 


halfheartedness in the way it 
shoves unwanted members of the 
population out to sea in leaky 
boats 

Some dictators, while they got 
high marks for color, either were 
inept or lacked fire-in-the-belly 
malevolence. Cuba’s Fidel 
Castro, Nicaragua’s Daniel 
Ortega, Ghana’s Flight Lt. Jerry 
Rawlings and Paraguay's 
Alfredo Stroessner fell into this 
category.

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Former union president explains police demonstrations 


My name is Robert L. Magni. I 
have been a Newton Police of: 
icer for 17 years, I was previous- 
ly the union president for four 
Years. This letter is to try and ex- 
plain the union’s stand in their 
negotiations with the city. 


In 1981 and 1982 a group was 
formed known as “solidarity.” 
During this time, this group met 
x the mayor, Jim Hickey and 

rt. Wilkenson. The three times 
we met, the city showed us charts 
With their projections for the 
future. The wage ofers were 5 
percent and 5 percent. The unions 
Were looking for 7 percent and 7 
percent. Mr. Hickey and Mr. 
Wilkenson showed us a graph 
that projected in the year 1985 the 


city would be in the red. That is, 
broke! 

But we all know the city had an 
$8 million surplus. In 1982 every 
union accepted the city’s offer, 
except the police union because 
of unacceptable offers from the 
city. The union went through all 
the steps, but could not reach an 
agreement. Instead of 
negotiating, the city decided to 
arbitrarily give the police a raise 
of 5 percent and 5 percent over 
two years. The city drew up a 
contract which the union refused 
to sign. So, now the city is going 
by a contract that is dated 1982 to 
1984, But, the union is going by 
their 1982 contract, Five years 
have passed and the police still 
do not have a contract. 


I know of no one else going that 
long. I read in your papers, dated 
February 20th, 1986, that Mayor 
Mann is again going over his 
figures, due to cut backs that are 
coming and the relatively low 
amount of state aid. He just can’t 
find any monies for the work 
force. 


In 1984, due to proposition 2% 
the city went broke to the tune of 
$8 million in surplus! I hope the 
mayor makes another mistake in 
1986 with all the cutbacks and the 
low amount of state aid. Again 
this year, and next, the city work 
force will be asked to accept 
whatever the city will be offer- 
ng, just to keep the city out of the 
red. 


The members of the Newton 
Police Union are very, very 
angry and frustrated, as we feel 
five years is too long to be 
without a contract. The 
demonstrations are the only way 
we can bring our plight out in the 
open. 


I am sorry if we inconvenience 
the public, but we must make our 
plight public knowledge. We can- 
not strike, and there is no longer 
compulsory arbitration, so the ci- 
ty can just delay and not honestly 
bargain with us. 

I would welcome any sugges- 
tions on how to solve this problem 
of our helplessness!

Educational deficits increased by shortened school days 


Open letter to Superintendent 
Strand: 


Unfortunately prior profes- 
sional commitments did not 
allow for my presence at the 
earlier public hearing nor the one 
scheduled for next week concern- 
ing the length of the elementary 
school day. 

As by way of an introduction, I 
would like to share my 
background with you. Aside from 
being a parent of two children in 
the Newton Public Schools (Day 
and Franklin) and being commit- 
ted to public school education, I 
served as the Franklin PTO 
President two years ago, (1983- 
1984) and in that capacity served 
on the all-city PTO Council. In 
addition, I have a Mass. 
teachers’ certification in elemen- 
tary education. I am a Ph.D. can- 
didate in Educational 
Psychology at Boston College 
and I have worked for many 
years as a social work clinician 
and administrator in special 
needs schools, a hospital serving 
handicapped children and other 
experiences in the area of child 
development; cognitive as well 
as emotional and psychological. 
When you first were appointed to 
our system, I was the parent who 
raised the concern over the Tues- 


day and Thursday schedule when 
you visited the Franklin School. 

As a parent who has always 
needed the assistance of child 
care programs, I am aware of 
how difficult it is for working 
parents to have a_ shortened 
school day. However, as difficult 
as it is, it is not impossible to find 
and make arrangements. I feel it 
is an insult and a smoke screen to 
offer the argument, as some 
have, that parents who require 
child care are the ones who are 
demanding an extended day. 
While this certainly may be a 
consideration, there are many of 
us who are primarily concerned 
with the implications of two half- 
days on our childrens’ educa- 
tional and cognitive develop- 
ment. 

Certainly it is important for 
teachers to attend workshops and 
in-services; just as it is in any 
profession. Professionals have an 
obligation to keep their skills up- 
to-date and current. Other com- 
munities have found a way to en- 
sure this continuing education 
without sacrificing valuable time 
for direct work with the children 
on such a consistent and frequent 
basis as is currently occurring in 
the Newton system.

reputation of the school system 
during my growing years, I am 
appalled at the lack of strength 
that exists in my child’s basic 
skill areas; the youngest is now 
in 5th grade. A number of 
neighbors have shared my con- 
cerns that our children have 
deficits in the areas of math, 
spelling, grammar, etc.; and 
have been left to reach the con- 
clusion that the system is over- 
rated and riding on past laurels. 
It is my belief that children 
need consistent and daily rein- 
forcement, particularly on the 
elementary level, in the founda- 
tions that form good educational 
and cognitive skills. New techni- 
ques cannot be applied by 
teachers if they are not with the 
children for an adequate amount 
of time during the school week. 
Time that is now being used to of- 
fer extra help to children who are 
having difficulty might not be 
needed on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays if at least one of those 


days were extended to a full 
school day. The other day could 
be used as teacher in-service and 
workshop time. I believe this 
model exists in other com- 
munities. 

At a time when educational 
deficits are attracting national 
attention, when other countries 
already have longer school days 
than the average American child, 
for our community to have less 
time during the day than any 
other Massachusetts community 
is of great concern. The issue is 
not the total amount of school 
days (180) but the way in which 
the time is allocated and utilized. 

While I realize extending the 
school day has many implica- 
tions, I would urge you and the 
elementary administration and 
the School Committee to serious- 
ly consider extending at least one 
of the two days to a full day 
schedule.

The Massachusetts 
Republican Party is, as has 
been usual in recent years, in 
dire straits. No major 
Republican has announced for 
Governor or Lieutenant 
Governor; the party has not 
won a single statewide contest 
since 1970; only one member 
of the GOP represents 
Massachusetts in the National 
Congress and, most 
humiliating of all, the party of 
Lincoln has actually taken to 
advertising in newspapers for 
local legislative candidates. 

Why’? In view of the fact that 
President Reagan has carried 
Massachusetts in two con- 
secutive elections, why is the 
local Republican Party in such 
bad shape? 

There are many reasons for 
the moribund state of the 
|GOP. One could probably 
write a book on the subject. 
But, since our space is limited, 
let us deal with only two of the 
factors that have led to the 
current lowly position of 
Massachusetts Republicans. 

First, the credentials of the 
writer. I have been an elected 
member of a Republican Ward 
Committee. In 1968 I was 
elected to the Republican 
State Committee. I was re- 
elected in 1972. Twice I was a 
delegate to State Conventions. 

In 1974 I was the Chairman of 
the convention's platform 
committee. On two separate 
occasions I was appointed 
Vice Chairman of the Party. 

Finally, in 1978 I was endorsed 

by the Republican convention 

to be the party's candidate for 
governor. 

To say that I learned a few 

things about my party would

discovered, for example, that 
various ethnic groups had 
been systematically frozen out 
of leadership, Irish, French, 
Jewish, and Italian 
Republicans were allowed to 
lick stamps and address 
envelopes but, with the excep- 
tion of John Volpe, they were 
expected to “know their 
place.” 

Recent history is rich with 
the names of ethnic 
Republicans who could have 
expanded the party's base had 
they been nominated. Un- 
fortunately, they were all 
defeated. Those with long 
memories will recognize the 
names John McCarthy, John 
Quinlan, Carroll Sheehan, Ed- 
ward F. King, Peter 
McDowell, John Lakian, and 
Avi Nelson. Ethnics all. And 
losers all. 

Republican nominees were 
usually named Sargent, 
Dwight, Herter, Sears, Lodge, 
Saltonstall, and Hatch. 

In addition to missing the 
ethnic boat, Massachusetts 
Republicans blew it 
philosophically. While the 
country, and the state, were 
trending to the right, the State 
GOP kept nominating liberals. 
And they kept losing. 

When the state screamed for 
a strong conservative can- 
didate in 1978, it was the 
Domocrats who nominated a 
hard-line, anti-abortion, pro- 
capital punishment aspirant 
for governor. And, of course, 
he won. On what should have 
been a Republican platform. 

Someday, someone will 
write the history of death 
wishes. When they do, 
Massachusetts Republicans 
will dominate the book.

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ment, Hirsh says she began 
thinking of other things 

“I wasn’t really interested 
in writing in high school,’ she 
recalls. ‘I became interested 
in college and a good deal of 
what I was doing professional- 
ly involved writing. But, 
because I was writing all day, 
I was too tired to write on my 
own at night. After three years 
in the Welfare Department, I 
began to think about writing 
on my own.”’ 

Inspired by the thought of 
becoming a successful author, 
Hirsh quit her job in April, 
1976. She was toying with a 
mystery novel whose main 
character was based on a 
statehouse reporter she knew. 
It wasn’t long, however, 
before both the character and 
her idealism about writing hit 
the skids. When offers from 
publishers were not forthcom- 
ing, Hirsh decided to scrap the 
mystery novel in favor of pur- 
suing stories told by her 
Afghani friends a couple of 
years before. 

““Kabul’ became my assign- 
ment from God,” she says of 
her decision to go for broke 
with a story about Afganistan. 
“For years, I wasn’t going to 
write about it, but my Afghani 
friends pushed me. I really 
became involved with people 
who were victims of history. It 
was a pivotal point for their 
country and I tried to see it 
through their eyes."’ 

Despite the fact that her 
change in lifestyle included a 
move from a “nice little 
duplex to a rooming house 
with alcoholics,”’ Hirsh stayed 
with her idea for six often 
bizarre years. While she will 
not discuss any of the Afghanis 
who helped her out of fear for 
their lives, she says the story 
behind the story is even more 
interesting. 

“Truth is definitely stranger 
than fiction in this case,’’ she 
says. 

One of the reasons it took her 
so long, she adds, is that until 
the Soviet invasion, ‘‘there 
were no sources.”’ In addition, 
because Afghanistan’s 
borders have since been clos- 
ed, information is a rare com- 
modity — one reason why she 
says people in this country 
have so little interest in what 

is happening there. 

“There is poison gas and 
bombing going on over there,” 
she says. ‘‘One reason we hear 
so little about it in the news is 
that the country is closed to 
the press. If we cannot get 
cameras in, there are no 
visuals. If there are no visuals, 
there are no stories on the 
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evening news. People don’t 
really read articles in the 
press, so no one knows what is 
going on.”” 


Hirsh quotes Russian author 
Joseph Brodsky to explain the 
apparent apathy in America 
toward the plight of the 
Afghanis. 

“Brodsky says that racism 
is not just a question of color,”’ 
she says, ‘“‘but a refusal to 
identify with people who are 
different than ourselves.” 

There is another, darker 
issue Hirsh brings up as her 
Afghani birds begin chirping 
in the background. 

“There is another question,”’ 
she says. ‘‘There are theories 
about a tacit agreement bet- 
ween this country and the 
Soviet Union that we would 
stay out of Afghanistan 
because they consider it a Rus- 
sian border state. It goes back 
certainly to Eisenhower and 
perhaps even to the Yalta con- 
ference.” 

The apathy in this country 
toward Afghanistan, Hirsh 
says, is an example of how the 
pendulum has swung back 
toward the Eisenhower years. 

“We don’t have things hit- 
ting the pavement over here in 
America,’’ she says, ‘‘which 
makes it easy for people here 
not to think about it. The whole 
rest of the world is aware of 
what is happening, but nobody 
here thinks about it. Nobody 
cares because everything has 
become devalued. On televi- 
sion you hear, ‘War in 
Afghanistan, buy a Chevy, 
whatever.’ That’s why people 
don’t know more about 
Afghanistan. There is so much 
more global sophistication in 
an illiterate Egyptian on the 
streets of Cairo than there is 
here.” 

While the Ward and June 
Cleavers of the 80s play it safe 
with nice homes and fancy 
cars, Mimi Hirsh looks out the 
window of her two-room gar- 
rett in the South End she 
shares with husband and poet 
Ravid Montenegro and 
wonders what will happen in 
the future if today’s children 
fail to take risks. 

“Violence on television to- 
day is like crackerjacks,’’ she 
says. ‘‘We are seeing the 
banality of evil every night. 
The other thing I am concern- 
ed about is that kids today are 
being discouraged from taking 
risks and are told to play it 
safe and go into computers. I 
have a niece who is a great 
writer, but she says she will 
only write after she pursues 
another career. The people 
who should be doing what I am 
doing don’t dare to do it 
anymore. They are getting 
stifled at an early age.”” 
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parking only to those who live on 
the street. After a review by the 
Public Works and Traffic Com- 
missioners, the board would 
make a decision.

Boston College was the target 
of much of the rhetoric in the 
debate.

teachers comes 
from state education grants, the 
city is in effect only paying the 
teachers what the police are be- 
ing offered. In addition, he says 
that to increase the percentage of 
raises would prove disaterous to 
the city’s financial health. 


With both sides bogged down in 
rhetoric and unwilling to budge, 
Bornstein, a professor of 
management at UMASS- 
Amherst, will attempt to bridge 
the growing gap. According to 
Glenn, that may be unlikely 
because nothing Bornstein, who 
could not be reached for com- 
ment, recommends will be bin- 
ding. Since the beginning of the 
contract dispute, Glenn has call- 
ed for binding arbitration as a 
way to expedite the negotiating 
process. Mann, however, opposes 
it. 

“Proposition 2% eliminated 
binding arbitration,’’ the mayor 
says. “If an arbitrator made a 
settlement beyond a city’s ability 
to pay, obviously it could do 
tremendous damage to the 
delivery of services." 

Glenn, however, says the lack 
of a final ruling is creating a 
morale problem among officers 
who are frustrated at not being 
able to reach an agreement. 

Glenn has support in the 
Statehouse. Rep. Joseph DeNucci 
(D-Newton) says he is ‘‘very, 
very sympathetic’’ to police and 
firefighers. 

“I am a strong supporter of 
binding arbitration for police and 
fire,’ he says. ‘Nothing il- 
lustrates the need for it more 
than what is going on in Newton. 
“T think it provides for a sane 
legal mechanism to deal with a 
labor dispute when an impasse 
occurs.”” 

DeNucci says current state law 
puts the police and fire unions in 
a weakened bargaining position. 


“By state law,” he says, 
“police and firefighters are not 
allowed to strike. I support that 
for reasons of public safety. But 
because they cannot withhold 
their services, they have one less 
bargaining chip.” 

DeNucci says municipalities 
are using the concept of binding 
arbitration as a ‘‘red herring.” 

“You have to look at what bin- 
ding arbitration really does,” he 
says. “I believe the general 
public and city and town officials 
have used it as a red herring 
when they argue that it will hurt 
the city’s financial condition.” 


DeNucci says he supports a bill 
in the Statehouse that would pro- 
vide management and labor to 
come up with a last, best offer 
and have those offers decided 
upon by an independent state- 
appointed arbitrator. 

“This bill would, in my opi- 
nion,’’ he says, “allow for both 
sides to come up with a 
reasonable, realistic offer and I 
think it only approriate to get to 
that point by setting a devinitive 
deadline after all the fact finding 
and other problems have been 
addressed. I do not think this 
system will weigh too heavily on 
either labor or 

Rep. Susan Schur (D-Newton), 
says she has mixed feelings. 

“T have yet to see the bill,’’ she 
says, ‘‘but I have very mixed 
feelings about the concept of bin- 
ding arbitration. I don’t like the 
impasse we have, but, with fiscal 
constraints that cities operate 
under, I am not eager to see 
something that would tie a city’s 
hands that this can do.” 

While she understands the 
frustration union members are 
going through, Schur says bin- 
ding arbitration is not a catch-all 
solution. 

“There is no black and white,” 
she says. “It is very hard to deal 
with these problems in absolutes. 
You can’t just say that if binding 
arbitration comes back, 
everything will be fine.” 
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A firefighter, who now receives 
an annual salary of $21,993, would 
be paid $27,140 a year, he said. A 
lieutenant would receive $32,032, 
a captain $36,831 and an assistant 
fire chief $42,357, Kelliher said. 


The city has to pay 22 percent 
of a firefighter’s salary for retire- 
ment benefits, Kelliher said. 
Health insurance, life insurance 
and sick time are among the 
other benefits included to reach 
the $40,000 figure, he said. 


The $40,000 figure is ‘‘un- 
doubtedly among the highest 
costs in any community in the 
state’’ for a firefighter, Kelliher 
said. 


“I don’t know where he comes 
up with enough to equal $40,000,” 
said Richard Ciccone, head of the 
firefighters’ negotiating team, in 
response, ‘‘It’s a numbers game, 
but it bothers me.” 


“We'll put some figures 
together and we'll have the right 
person do it,” he added. 

Ciccone took exception to 
statements and reports saying 
firefighters have taken a hard 
line because of the last teachers’ 
contract. 

Their most recent contract 
gave teachers raises of 7 percent 
in 1986 and 1987 and 6 percent in 
1988. 

That raise was fueled in part by 
state money from the education 
reform bill, to be paid over a two- 
year period. Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann has said the same state 
funds are not available for other 
unions, 

Ciccone said the School Com-

mittee bargained in good faith 
and came to a reasonable settle- 
ment with teachers. Firefighters 
do not begrudge the teachers 
their settlement, he said. 


“Education is very impor- 
tant,” Ciccone said. ‘Is the 
mayor trying to imply the School 
Committee is incompetent?” 


Ciccone said he believes 
firefighters are entitled to the 
same wage hike. But current of- 
fers from the city are not even 
close, he said. 


“The school side apparently 
has a bargaining process they go 
through,” he said. ‘‘The problem 
is this side of the city doesn’t 
bargain; it dictates.” 


He also took exception to 
Mann's statement that the 2 per- 
cent of the teachers’ raises fund- 
ed by state money would cost the 
city around $20 million over nine 
years if it was offered to all 
municipal employee

Despite the state money, the ci- 
ty will eventually have to pay for 
the additional 2 percent granted 
to teachers, he said.

Schools’ early dismissal under dispute

NEWTON — The pendulum has 
swung back and forth between 
teachers and parents who, for the 
most part, disagree on the issue 
of elementary school early- 
dismissal times on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays. 

The School Committee must 
decide whether those school days 
should be extended or if the 
schedule should remain as it is. 

According to parent Amy 
Witkim, the issue is ‘‘pinning 
teachers against parents.” 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
John Strand recommends the 
School Committee maintain the 
present schedule for grades 1 
through 6, but recommends the 
kindergarten school day be ex- 
tended by at least one hour. 

Accord to Strand, teachers 
need the Tuesday and Thursday 
early dismissals for professional 
development, class preparation 
and curriculum enrichment. 

“My personal judgment is that 
for the small amount of time we 
would gain by extending the 
school days, we would lose much 
more on_ staff development, 
which guarantees the quality of 
education we are so proud of in 
Newton,”’ Strand said.

Many of those gathered at the 
church walked there through the 
bitter cold from Aquino’s former 
home at 175 Commonwealth 
Ave., which has been made a 
memorial to the slain opposition 
leader. 

The first floor of the house 
nearly burst at the seams both 
before and after the mass, as 
hundreds of friends of the Aquino 
family celebrated their bloodless 
overthrow of Marcos with cham- 
pagne and dozens of reporters 
jostled for space. 


“T have never worked 
somewhere where there is such 
an incredible professional 
climate,’’ Sweedland said. 

“We should not, and cannot, 
give up such an integral part of 
what makes our school system so 
special,’’ said Stephen Silver- 
man, a teacher at Bowen School.

to increase the quality of educa- 
tion, and early dismissal days 
help them do just that, Angier 
School teacher Barbara Butter- 
worth said. 


“Teachers in this school 
system are not content teaching 
kids some lessons that they 
taught five, 10 or maybe 15 years 
ago,”’ Butterworth said. 


Parent Sima Kirsztajn said she 
doesn’t ‘“‘buy’’ the teachers’ 
arguments. Kirsztajn is a 
teacher in a school system that 
borders Newton. 


“T think this school system has 
a very elitist point of view, and if 
I weren't a teacher I would be im- 
pressed with their arguments 
and say, ‘Wow! This is a wonder- 
ful school and we should support 
the needs of our teachers,’” 


Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
toured the home with Dr. Steven 
G. Agular, president of the 
Aquino Memorial Foundation. 

Mann, who fought in the Philip- 
pines during World War II, ex- 
pressed hope that Cory Aquino 
can smooth over any remaining 
rifts and ‘move the nation 
toward peace.” 

Sally Lichauco, 72, whose hus- 
band was a partner in Benigno 

Aquino’s law practice, described 
the popular revolution as a pro- 
duct of fate. 


“I’ve always been very op- 
timistic. After all, right is right,” 
said Lichauco, who has faith in 
Cory Aquino’s ability to lead the 
nation. 

“T think she’s going to do very 
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parents to pay for day care until 
their children are in the sixth 
grade. 

“Don't say you're superior 
because of the time teachers 
utilize on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays, because it’s just not 
the case,’’ Kirsztajn said.

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Fire, police picketers 
block rush hour traffic

WEST NEWTON Approximately 125 police officers, 
firefighters and supporters of the two groups picketed last Thurs- 
day afternoon, blocking rush hour traffic in West Newton Square. 
The picketers were demonstrating against what they believe is the 
city’s reluctance to bargain with them in good faith. 

More than 30 officers from the day shift, which ends at 3:30 p.m., 
were held over by Chief William F’. Quinn to direct traffic through 
the square. 

Most of the officers who were held over would have joined the 
fellow officers in the picket, according to Gerard Mahoney, a 
member of the police association bargaining committee. “They're 
with us in spirit though," said one picketing officer. 

Alderman Richard J. McGrath, who was present to observe the 
demonstration, estimated that the city would spend almost $3,000 
in overtime costs for the officers being held over to direct traffic. 

Police association President Lynda Glenn said the city has 
agreed to allow a mediator to be brought in on March 6 in an at- 
tempt to facilitate an agreement, but she said the city will not 
agree to allow the mediator’s decision to be binding on both par- 
ties. 

“We're not optimistic,” she said. 

Thursday’s demonstration was the third in two weeks, the other 
two oceurring during rush hour in Newtonville Square and Newton 
Centre Square. 

Mahoney said, ‘We're not happy we have to inconvenience these 
people, but we have no options.” 

Glenn said that the fact that 18 months of negotiations have not 
produced an agreement between the city and the two unions is pro- 
of that public safety is not the chief priority of Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann, 

The city has offered the unions yearly salary increases of 5 per- 
cent over a three-year period. The unions have turned down that 
proposal, citing the latest contract for the teachers which provides 
for salary increases of 7,7, and 6 percent over a three-year period. 

Employees of the Department of Public Works earlier this year 
accepted the city’s across the board offer of 5 percent increases. 

While acknowledging that the state provided money for 2 per- 
cent of teachers’ salary increases over the first two years of their 
contract, Mahoney said the 6 percent increase in the third year will 
be footed entirely by the city and will be based on the salaries 
which were increased by 7 percent in each of the two previous 
years. 

Mahoney also said the city unfairly claims that police officers 
are already well-paid by factoring in their health benefits and 
money received for working paid details, for which the city 
receives 10 percent of the officers’ hourly rate.

Lending comfort to their peers

NEWTON — Seniors are 
helping seniors, providing emo- 
tional support and companion- 
ship for each other, and perhaps 
a listening ear or friendly smile. 

The Friendly Visitor Project 
arranges visitors for elderly peo- 
ple who are housebound, han- 
dicapped or simply in need of a 
kind friend to visit them weekly, 
according to Coordinator Lovicy 
Kevorkian. 

“Everyone needs companion- 
ship, especially older people who 
have physical limitations and 
who aren’t able to meet their own 
needs,’’ Kevorkian said. 

The fulfillment of the seniors in 
the program is a two-way street, 
Kevorkian said. Both the visitors 
and the people they befriend 
develop a warm relationship. 

Kevorkian, 79, and her senior 
volunteers are determined to

help fellow elderly citizens who 
are less fortunate than they are. 
Kevorkian is legally blind and 
has difficulty walking after suf- 
fering a stroke two years ago, but 
her physical limitations have not 
stopped her from serving others. 

Seniors who want visitors to 
come to their home are assessed 
by Kevorkian, to provide a com- 
patible companion for them. 

“We assess the person's situa- 
tion, background, history and in- 
terests so we can make an in- 
telligent choice and provide them 
with the best visitor to answer 
their needs,’ Kevorkian said.

ed to hire Larus, even though he 
was willing to take a $4,000 cut in 


pay. 

“They told me the next day ‘We 
don’t know you well enough. We 
need more time," Larus said. 

Luck finally came around when 
a university offered Larus a 
visiting professorship to teach a 
new course. In addition, Larus 
started his own business. 

“It’s not on the New York Stock 
exchange, but the challenge is 
there. It’s the challenge — the 
novelty — that I find most ex- 
citing,’’ he said. 

Offering the employers ‘‘side of 
the coin” was Digital Equipment 
Corporation’s Elizabeth Fitter, 
regional personnel manager. She 
said Digital maintains the belief 
that “the best defense against 
discrimination is an enlightened 
offense.” The company, she said, 
creatively manages its aging 
workforce by listening to their 
needs, and maintaining the belief 
that every employer wants to be 
productive, 

As Regional Director with the 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission, Charles Looney 
represented the federal arm to 
which people could turn if they 
experienced discrimination. 

He explained that older 
workers may be the first to go in 
a non-unionized company, par- 
ticularly when a young manage- 
ment team takes over. ‘‘They’ll 
say ‘We've got to get some young 
blood around here,” according 
to Larus. 

One indication of imminent 
layoff, he said, is a sudden drop 
in the performance level of older 
workers on their review sheets. 

After a while management will 
say, ‘‘‘Your performance 
deteriorated to the point where 
we can no longer use you,””’ said 
Looney. 

Older workers are also laid off 
because they make higher pay 
than the younger ones, said Bar- 
bara Rosenthal, executive direc- 
tor of Jewish Vocational Ser- 
vices. 

And, on the job, older people 
are passed over for advance- 
ment, she said, as companies 
favor the youthful, energetic 
types. 

Off the job, older individuals 
looking for work are ‘‘caught ina 
bind,” said Rosenthal. ‘Even 
when the market is good, the peo- 
ple having a hard time are older 
individuals because the available 
jobs are at the lower end of the 
pay scale, In mid-life, you need 
more than an entry-level posi- 
tion,” 

Another explanation for their 
difficulty in finding employment 
is that employers do not want to 
pay pensions for older people, 
said Rosenthal. In addition, 
employers worry that older 


employees will raise health in- 
surance rates and will be ill more 
Also, 


often. companies hire 
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younger workers over the older 
ones, who command higher 
salaries. 

Further, she said, middle-level 
positions — the ones sought by 
older people — are being cut 
back. This places older job 
hunters in a ‘‘no-win situation,” 
Rosenthal continued, because 
even if they settle for less pay, 
“the employer will say they’re 
over qualified.” 

Adding further hindrance to 
their job search is age 
discrimination, ‘‘which is very 
subtle,” Rosenthal said. “Older 
people see it where it isn’t. If the 
perception is there, they behave 
as if there will be discrimina- 
tion.” 

One man at the seminar, who 
declined to identify himself, said 
he decided to attend the discus- 
sion to learn more about his 
“rights.”’ The man had been forc- 
ed into an early retirement when 
the company eliminated his 
department and said he didn’t 
qualify for any other position 
within the firm. 

Another seminar participant, 
Bernard Tack, 61, was discharg- 
ed from his position in corporate 
accounting in November when 
the company went out of 
business. Although his subse- 
quent job search has been dif- 
ficult, he said, “I can’t say I’ve 
been eliminated because of 
discrimination.”” However, he 
noted, he does receive ‘‘letters 
that say I’m over qualified.” 

Tack, who was distributing his 
resume following the discussion, 
said he mostly attended the 
seminar because he was curious 
about job discrimination and to 
establish contacts. 

In fact, Tack, perhaps, could 
benefit from the ‘three canes,”’ 
or rules, for job searchers that 
Larus outlined during his talk. 

First, he said, be adventurous 
and a risk taker. “We're no 
longer green youth (age 20 to 25) 
with nothing behind us,”’ he said. 
Older workers have much more 
experience than those fresh out of 
college. 

Second, ‘‘don’t worry about 
failure,” he continued. “If you do 
fail, decide what you’ve learned 
from it. Deal with rejection open- 
ly. Talk about it to the correct 
person,” 

Wives, mistresses, and 
boyfriends are not necessarily 
good people with whom to discuss 
these feelings, he said. ‘‘You 
need someone who can be aemo- 
tional, who can give good ad- 
vice.” 

Larus’ last recommendation 
was for older job searchers was 
to have a sense of perspective. 
When rejected, one should realize 
that the person hired may have 
been more qualified, he said. 

“Even if you're quick to anger 
and you see age discrimination 
around you, it may not be so,” 
said Larus. 

Indeed, said Larus, ‘‘No wise 
man ever wished to be younger 
and ) rdoI,” 





“Every case is different because 
everyone’s needs are different.”’ 

Often relatives of an elderly 
person want a visitor for their 
loved one, but the senior is not 
willing to accept the service, she 
added. 

“We only visit those who want 
us to come. We respect the 
wishes of the individual, even 
though we recognize their 
relatives are only trying to help,”’ 
Kevorkian said. ‘If the in- 
dividual does not want the visits, 
they won’t get anything 
beneficial from it.” 

Sister Anna Weigl, 83, a 
volunteer visitor, said visiting 
elderly people is her ministry in 
life. 

“T get a lot out of the visits 
because I love old people. I love 
to listen to them talk and I let 
them tell me their story,” Sister 
Anna said. ‘‘A close relationship 
develops and we become fami- 
ly.” 

One of Sister Anna’s friends 
lives on the same street as she 
does, so she is able to walk to her 
house for visits, but must take a 
taxi to see her other companion. 
Sister Anna has been visiting her 
companions for about 10 years, 
she said. 


“Since one of them lives so 
close, I am able to see her two or 
three times a week, but in this 
weather I can only see my other

friend every other week,”’ she 
said. ‘I’m hoping in the spring to 
be more active.” 

Volunteer visitor Ellie Burtin, 
70, said she’s not sure who 
benefits the most from the visits. 

“T visit a man every week at 
University Hospital who had a 
back operation, and he isn’t doing 
very well, but he’s such a bright 
man,” Burtin said. “I’m sure I 
get more from him than he gets 
from me. It’s wonderful because 
we develop a feeling of doing 
things for each other, which is 
beneficial both ways. 

Burtin said she expects fulfill- 
ment from her visits because it’s 
what keeps her going. 

“TI really enjoy the people I 
visit and they are mutually 
beneficial relationships. If it’s on- 
ly a one way friendship it 
becomes a drain and a drag,” 
Burtin said. 

Kevorkian said the program is 
always in need of visitors to 
enable her to guarantee compa- 
nions to elders in need. 

“We feel awfully guilty when 
we have someone who needs our 
services and we aren't able to 
supply them with a_ friendly 
visitor,’’ Kevorkian said. 

Requests for visitors comes 
from health, social and welfare 
agencies, from family members, ,- 
or from older persons 
themselves. Elders interested in

NEWTON No matter 
what job Ralph S. Cohen 
tackles, it is with the zeal of 
improving the life of people, 
and “what better accomplish- 
ment can there be in life than 

thelping children?’’ Ralph 
asks, in more of a rhetorical 
declaration of his lifetime aim. 

A month ago Cohen was 
elected to the lofty position of 
“Illustrious Potenate’’ (presi- 
dent) of Aleppo Temple, the 
13,000-member Shriners who, 
along with 900,000 Shriners 
around the world, operate 22 
hospitals for children in North 
America, 19 of which help crip- 
pled children and three Shrine 
Burns Hospitals for the treat- 
ment of children with serious 
burns. 

Under his leadership, Alep- 
po Temple has just launched a 
reach-out campaign to 
discover an additional 2,500 
children who could be receiv- 
ing treatment at the two 
Shrine hospitals in 
Massachusetts. 


To receive help from the 
Shriners, no one has to ask, 
“How much will it cost?” 
because all treatment is free, 
and there are no gimmicks. 

For 63 years Shriners 
Hospitals have been dedicated 
to helping children lead hap- 
pier, more productive lives, 
according to the new poten- 
tate. Since 1922, approximate- 
ly 300,000 crippled and burned 
children have been cured or 
substantially helped by the 
free medical care they have 
received through one or more 
of the Shrine Hospitals. 

During the 63 years the 
hospital system has been in ex- 
istence, the Shrine of North 
America has spent approx- 
imately $988 million operating 
the hospitals and nearly $214 
million on construction costs. 

Since their first hospital 
opened there have been ap-

proximately 383,208 operations 
performed, 7,089,669 physical 
therapy treatments given, 
372,095 braces and posthesis 
applied, 4,522,525 X-rays and 


photographs taken and 
3,009,230 out-patient clinic 
visits. 


In 1985, 17,691 new patient 
applications were approved by 
the 22 hospitals. Since their 


establishment, more than 
17,722,105 patient days have 
been recorded at the or- 


thopaedic hospitals and 499,398 
in the three burns institutes, 
which originally opened in the 
1960s. The average length of 
stay for orthopaedic patients 
in 1985 was 19 days and 23 days 
for acute burn patients. 

Cohen was born in Trenton, 
N.J., Dec. 3, 1919, and attend- 
ed public schools there. He 
served with the U.S. Army Air 
Corps 1943-1946, during World 
War II. 

He is treasurer of Dexter 
Beef Company in New Market 
Square, Boston, and was in- 
strumental in the move of 
many of the meat companies 
which once operated in 
Faneuil Hall, when that 
historic site was reconditioned 
to become part of the Faneuil 
Hall Marketplace. He was an 
officer of the new wholesale 
meat complex at New Market. 

His sensitivity to young peo- 
ple’s needs is ongoing. This is 
exemplified through his 
assistance to Hebrew College, 
Brookline, where he is an 
honorary life trustee with a 
scholarship established in his 
name. In addition, he has serv- 
ed as youth director and chair- 
man of New England United 
Synagogue Youth Committee. 

Before he moved to Newton, 
he was active in Milton affairs 
for more than 30 years where 
he was president of Temple 
Shalom, as well as chief ex- 
ecutive of Temple Israel in 
Hull and a 20-year member of 
the Auxiliary Police doing 
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traffic duty at school cross- 
ings. He has been a member of 
the Elks for 45 years and is a 
past commander of the Jewish 
War Veterans 


Illustrious Potentate Ralph 
S. Cohen, with the support of 
the 13,000 members of Aleppo 
Temple, is increasing the 
Shriners’ commitment to the 
community with new pro- 
grams of family-related ac- 
tivities ranging from circuses 
to football games and rodeos, 
all to help Shriners raise funds 
to support their hospitals for 
children. 


“We're even planning for 
drum and bugle competitions, 
marathons and road races and 
big band (swing) dance jam- 
borees,’’ Ralph commented.

“The World's Greatest Philan- 
thropy,’’ (the Shriners) has 
amassed over a billion dollars 
in endowments, and 93 percent 
of the interest from the endow- 
ment is used to operate their 
hospitals. It takes another $167 
million annually to keep the 
hospitals in shape. About 7 
percent of the total cost of 
operation and maintenance is 
raised annually by Shriners 
through a variety of activities, 
such as the Shrine Football 
Classic scheduled this year for 
June 21, the circus May 5-11 
and the rodeo next fall. 


Cohen concluded by stress- 
ing the Shriners’ ongoing com- 
mitment to ‘‘spread the 
message that we exist to help 
children, that we care for and 
cure crippled and burned 
children, that we have com- 
mitted $11 million a year to 
medical research in the or- 
thopaedic and burns fields and 
that all of our services are ab- 
solutely free.”’

At Newton North High School, 
computers are giving deaf 
students the key to learning.

What makes this program so 
important, its creators say, is 
the difficulty hearing impaired 
students traditionally have with 
the English language. 

According to Nancy Feldman, 
the school’s teacher for the deaf 
and the hearing impaired, sign 
language symbols do not dif- 
ferentiate between tenses, ad- 
ding to the confusion for deaf 
students. 

Before implementation of 
“Tigerwriter,’’ Feldman ac- 
companied Pasackarnis and her 
other students to mainstream 
English classes, where she would 
interpret for her students by 
flashing sign language. 

By taking the students out of 
English classes to work on the 
“Tigerwriter’’ program, they 
can get more direct attention 
from teachers, who, in turn, can 
focus on the individual needs of 
students. 

“‘We know the system can be 
improved, and we’re still trying 
to get all the bugs out,”’ said 
John Fernandes, English teacher 
and one of the program 
designers. ‘‘Most importantly, 
this program caught the interest 
and curiosity of our special 
needs students. It’s a change of 
pace from the traditional 
classroom setting, and we’ve 
found that these kids are much 
more motivated in this kind of 
setting.” 

Feldman is more direct. 
“Tigerwriter’’ lets students pro- 
gress at their own pace, she said. 
It also allows her the luxury of 
quickly identifying the predomi- 
nant needs of each student.

paired student though not com- 
pletely deaf, said he prefers 
writing on the computer as op- 
posed to writing on paper. 

“There is less pressure 
because I don’t have raise my 
hand to ask a teacher for help,” 
Bransfield said. ‘‘The computer 
gives me the answers.”’ 

Feldman, via computer, can 
print out the scores of how many 
problems each student answered 
correctly and incorrectly. But 
she stressed ‘‘Tigerwriter’’ is be- 
ing used as an educational tool, 
not a grading medium. 

“Mostly, this is just to help me 
to identify the needs of each stu- 
dent,’’ she explained. ‘‘We’re not 
interested in grading them on 
this basis.”’ 

Along with Fernandes and 
Feldman, Paul Shapiro, a math 
teacher at Newton North and the 
school system’s computer ser- 
vice coordinator for secondary 
education and computer systems 
analyst Dr. Christina Zar- 
cadoolas researched and 
developed ‘‘Tigerwriter”’ in eight 
months. 

“Most people we talked to 
didn’t think we’de be able to pull 
this off,’’ Fernandes said. ‘‘We 
worked around the clock for 


eight months, and we've created 
a totally innovative, fast and effi- 
cient program.” 

Two Newton North students, 
Darryl Brown and Anthony Sci- 
pione, helped program the com- 
puter with various fun, and 
sometimes funny, lessons. 

“‘These two boys are so bright 
and they were a great help in 
giving us creative lessons,” 
Feldman said. ‘‘They knew how 
to keep making the lessons fun 
for students without allowing 
them to take shortcuts.”” 

Fernandes said they made 
sure ‘“‘Tigerwriter’’ did not 
“eliminate the teacher from the 
instructional equation.” Feldman 
said it is much easier to teach 
her students with the computer 
because the teacher and student 
ratio is much smaller. 


“It’s much easier to see how 
students progress with the com- 
puter,’’ Feldman said. ‘‘The 
computer allows me to see where 
my students need help, and I can 
also identify and help them build 
their strengths.” 


Before designing this system, 
Fernandes said they looked 
around for a computer program 
to address the needs they were

interested in, but nothing was 
available in the market. 

The ‘‘Tigerwriter’’ team sent a 
proposal to the state in hopes of 
getting a grant to design the 
computer software program. The 
state awarded Newton North a 
$10,000 grant. 

“We found no one who was do- 
ing anything of this sort,’’ Fer- 
nandes said. ‘‘We’ve come up 
with a new tutorial approach for 
special needs kids.” 

Members of the ‘“‘Tigerwriter’”’ 
team traveled to Rochester, 
N.Y., where their is a reknown 
school for the deaf, to research 
their project. 

“There were a lot of ex- 
perimental programs at the col-

lege level. We found there was 
activity, but not productivity in 
this area,’’ Fernandes said. 

During the field testing of 
“Tigerwriter”’ in October, Fer- 
nandes said almost all of the 
students found the program 
stimulating and fun. Compared 
to their previous performance in 
class, students worked on their 
computers and assignments for 
longer periods of time. 

Field testing also proved that 
students increased the amount of 
spontaneous writing they did, 
and furthermore, they were 
more likely to express personal 
feelings on the computer as op- 
posed to writing with pencil and 
paper.

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A friend to consumers Appraisal required to give property to charity

N TON —- Allis not lost for 
consumers who feel they’ve been 
taken for a ride by their 
landlords, car mechanics, 
salesmen or other assorted 
businesses, according to coor- 
dinators of the Newton-Brookline 
Consumer Affairs Office 

The staff and volunteers in the 
Newton City Hall office serve as 
mediators to settle consumer 
complaints against businesses, 
Consumer Affairs Office coor- 
dinator Mim Cole said. 

The office boasts a 70 percent 
success rate, saving consumers 
approximately $80,000 a year, 
Cole said 





“We're not lawyers or judges, 
as we're not authorized to give 
legal advice,’ Cole explained. 
“Our job is to assist consumers 
who have reached a stumbling 
block with the businesses they 
are dealing with.” 


vehicles is far greater, Zohn said 

According to Zohn, it is impor- 
tant to have a car inspected 
within seven days of the purchase 
if the Lemonade Law is to apply. 

“People don’t know enough 
about their rights when they buy 
used cars,”’ Zohn said. ‘If people 
follow the initial steps their 
rights are set into motion under 
the Lemonade Law.” 

According to Cole, the law 
works if people have the patience 
to follow it. 

Tenant and landlord problems 

such as nonpayment of rent, 
deductions from security 
deposits for alleged damages and 
the return of security deposits 
also can be resolved through the 
consumer office 

“Sometimes landlord-tenant 
misunderstandings can be settled 
through our mediators rather 
than seeking court action as the 
first alternative,’’ Cole said. 

The consumer office considers 
itself a ‘conduit of information,”

Office of 
Consumer Affairs recently 
received a $17,000 consumer aid 
grant from the state, to be used to 
continue offering free mediation 
services for consumer com- 
plaints involving Newton or 
Brookline residents or 
businesses. 

“We sift through complaints 
and try to determine all the perti- 
nent facts and then we try to br- 
ing both sides together to reach 
an agreement,’’ coordinator 
Judy Zohn said. 

According to Zohn and Cole, 
auto repair complaints are the 
most difficult to settle because of 
the technical nature of the pro- 
blems. 

“In these situations we have to 
seek the advice of professionals 
because we're not equipped to 
determine whether or not a car’s 
problem has been misdiagnosed 
or fixed incorrectly,’’ Zohn said. 

On several occasions, the office 
has been able to get refunds on 
new and used cars consumers 
purchased from dealerships. 

If buyers follow the proper 
steps under the Lemon Law for 
new cars and the Lemonade Law 
for used cars, the chances of get- 
ting refunds for defective

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Screening service will find reliable tradespeople

A few years ago, two women 
ran into similar problems fixing 


up their separate homes in 
California’s Westlake Village: 
good, reliable plumbers, 
carpenters and roofers were hard 
to find. 

Out of their mutual frustra- 


tions, the two friends created a 
company they called the HOMES 
Guild, Inc., a free community 
referral service that provides 
consumers with the names and 
phone numbers of well-screened, 
local tradespeople. 

Before the company was form- 


ed, ‘‘we were never quite sure if 
we were hiring the most 
trustworthy and reliable workers 
available,’’ says Christine 
Graves, a former Florida 
schoolteacher who founded the 
guild with Linda Hamm, one- 
time assistant vice president of 
marketing at Santa Anita Race 
Track 

“We thought if we were having 
trouble, then other consumers 
were, too.”’ 

In the five years since the com- 
pany was organized, 75 percent of 
the calls received have been from 
women. It claims to have given 


out some 40,000 referrals and now 
has more than 200 members in 30 
Major service categories. 

HOMES, an acronym from 
“Helping Others Meet Excellent 
Service People,’’ has a rigorous 
screening process for tradespeo- 
ple and contractors in the Los 
Angeles area who apply for 
listing.

Millions find ways to own homes

Rupert and Gillian Ingram 
owned a rambling, 90-year-old 
farmhouse near the 
Massachusetts coast and loved 
its spaciousness, its white pine 
floors and its pervasive smell of 
woodsmoke and apples. 

But their fuel bills were enor- 
mous, and upkeep was a 
headache. When their two girls 
grew up and moved out, the In- 
grams, then in their 50s, decided 
they needed a house that better 
suited their needs 

They built their new home at 
the edge of a salt marsh, and they 
built it underground. Nestled into 
a hillside, it has 16 inches of sod 
on the roof. 

But this is no rabbit hole. The 
rooms, though small, are open 
and airy, and the south wall is 
faced in glass. The waving marsh 
grass stretches for miles, and the 
majestic view gives the feeling of 
space the Ingrams craved. 

The underground home has 
another benefit. In their far- 
mhouse, their annual gas bill 
could reach $1,700. In their earth- 
sheltered, sun-warmed house 
near Newbury, Mass., the bill is 
zero, 

What the Ingrams did, moving 
from the old homestead to a 
smaller, more easily managed 
home — is a housing trend of the 
1980s as costs increase and the 
population ages. 

But other shifts in American 
society are changing the 
American home as well. Only 4 
percent of U.S. families now 
match the traditional nuclear 
pattern of working father, non- 
working mother and two kids. 
Single adults are pooling their 
resources to buy houses together 
rather than be confined forever 
to apartments. 

More families have two wage 
earners, and some of them work 
at home. Growing numbers of 
baby boomers, already settled in- 
to comfortable surroundings, are 
now starting families and looking 
for ways to stretch their space. 
And with divorces commonplace, 
single parents are looking for 
good housing, too. 

The 1970s was a good decade 
for buying a home, but the first 
half of the 1980s was bad. Sharply 
rising prices and mortgage rates 
kept many out of the market, 
especially young, first-time 
buyers. 

Nevertheless, 64 percent of 
Americans own their own homes, 
and that includes millions of 
young families. In fact, 66 per- 
cent of 35- to 39-year-olds and 54 
percent of 30- to 34-year-olds are 
homeowners. How do they do it? 

Second incomes are an increas- 
ingly important facto in finane- 
ing home ownership. Smaller 
homes, unconventional designs, 
inventive financing and do-it- 
yourself renovations on older 
houses are among the ways 
Americans are making home 
ownership affordable. 

“At least half of those people 
who are going to be turning age 
30 are going to have to find in- 
novative ways to buy houses,” 
said Kenneth Rosen, a real estate 
analyst and business professor at 
the University of California at 
Berkeley, 

“They're going to have to have 
a parent help them, they’re going 
to have to share with someone 
else, buy a smaller house than 
they would have otherwise, live 
in a location they don't want to 
live in,” he said. 

An old-fashioned word like 





prudence also helps in these 
modern times. 
Prudence, as in getting the 


most for your money. Don Metz, 
an architect in Lyme, N.H., 
makes today’s compact houses 
seem larger by eliminating walls 
between rooms, devoting as little 
space as possible to hallways and 
using big windows to bring the 
outdoors inside. 

Prudence, as in demanding 
energy efficiency. The Ingrams, 
for example, rely on sunlight and 
a wood stove to heat their house 


They have yet to use their fur- 
nace, ‘‘Even_ unsophisticatd 
buyers are going to ask, ‘How 
much insulation is in the roof?’ 
and they’I] want double-pane win- 
dows,”’ said Metz. 

For many people, making 
homes affordable means aban- 
doning such middle-class stan- 
dards as big backyards and for- 
mal living and dining rooms, 
those remnants of the Victorian 
parlor that are too good for daily 
family use. 

When housing was less expen- 
sive, families insisted on living 
rooms, even though most of their 
daily activities occurred in fami- 
ly rooms or dens. They wanted 
dining rooms, but they ate in the 
kitchen. Such duplication is unaf- 
fordable today, and rooms are 
generally given multiple uses. 

High construction costs have 
also sparked a boom in the home 
improvement market, because 
more people are buying old 
houses and renovating, or they’re 
building additions to homes they 
own. The home improvement 
market topped $69 billion in 1984, 
and more than $38 billion belong- 
ed to the do-it-yourself segment. 

That segment is growing 
because of people like Linda 
Helfet and Bill Hilliker, whose 
seven-room, 102-year-old house 
seemed to get smaller as their 
two children grew. The family 
joined the carpenters in building 
an addition. ‘‘The boys and I 
learned so much,” said Ms. 
Helfet. ‘‘There were things we 
would have never begun because 


we didn’t think we could finish it. 
We learned you can do anything 
if you just begin.” 

They bought the house for 
$38,000 a decade ago. The addi- 
tion cost $41,000 and gave them a 
garage, a second bathroom, 
family room and office work 
space. 

Financial arrangements are 
also changing. One of the newest 
ways to finance a house is 
through a joint ownership agree- 
ment, recently made available in 
all states, where parents buy part 
of their childrens’ house and rent 
it back to them. The children 
have smaller monthly payments; 
the parents get a depreciation tax 
deduction. 

About one-third of first-time 
home buyers get help from their 
parents anyway, so the new mor- 
tgage has a ready-made market, 
said Rosen, who developed the 
program. 

Of course, other factors besides 
money are changing in the 
American home. The growth of 
non-traditional families has also 
spurred new ideas. 

When the Minneapolis College 
of Art and Design announced ‘‘A 
New American House” design 
competition last year, 346 ar- 
chitects submitted drawings. 

“Three ideas defined the com- 
petition,’ said its director, 
Harvey Sherman. ‘‘The dramatic 
change in households not made 
up of nuclear families, the high 
cost of housing, and the growing 
trend of people working at 
home.”’

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Clocks of all kinds help to synchronize our lives

With merry ticks, melodious 
chimes, insistent alarms, and 
mute electronic vigilance, clocks 
rule the day. 

Workers punch them, 
sleepyheads rely on them, trains 
and planes honor them, and no 
home is without at least one of 
them. Whether the style be hum- 
ble or grand, clocks of all kinds 
synchronize our lives. 

According to Better Homes an 
Gardens Decorating magazine, 
it’s been that way for quite some 
time. Prehistoric man studied 
the shadows on a tree. Ancients 
measured time by dripping 
water, by sifting sand, and by fire 
burning from knot to knot on a 
rope. 

About 3500 B.C., the sundial 
was developed in the Near East 
and filled the timely needs of 
Romans and Greeks. But it 
wasn’t until about 1300 that the 
clock as we know it, with wheels, 
dial, and hour hand, was invented 
by Henry DeVick. Weights were 
added in the 14th century, springs 
in the 16th century, and, in 1656, 
Dutchman Christian Huygens 
proudly devised the first ac- 
curate pendulum clock. 

Stumped to improve on clock 
mechanics, French, German, 
and Dutch designers focused on 
style, encasing clocks in replicas 
of buildings and animals and 
brushing them with seascapes. 
Consequently, clocks were once 
coveted possessions of the rich. 

In America, a technological 
revolution led by Boston 
clockmakers Simon and Aaron 
Willard made clocks smaller, 
suitable for walls and shelves. In 
1802, Simon Willard patented the 
classic banjo clock. By the mid- 
19th century, American craft- 
smen had claimed clock making 
as a homegrown art. In 1880, Seth 
Thomas introduced a perpetual 
clock calendar with the monthly 
minder on a separate weight- 
driven mechanism. 

The Industrial Revolution 
made clocks de rigueur in every 
school, depot, office, and home. 
Twentieth-century electricity 
and quartz technology fine-tuned 
the clock’s accuracy and 
diminished its size.

READING — Frank Fernino is 
in his backyard, dressed in heavy 
coat and hat, and he’s struggling 
to lift a heavy floorboard onto a 
half-completed second-story 
deck, As he works, a voice booms 
from a speaker like Big Brother 
gone amok. 

“Frank, you don’t look like 
you're suffering enough to me.

Morash, the producer of ‘This 
Old House,” the Emmy Award- 
winning home remodeling series 
that is one of the most popular 
shows on public television. 

Morash is sitting in Fernino’s 
basement, watching a television 
monitor and giving directions 
through a loudspeaker nailed toa 
tree. Outside, in frigid weather, 
Fernino is helping master 
carpenter Norm Abram build the 
deck while Bob Vila, the show’s 
host, and a television crew make 
him the latest point man in the 
home renovation revolution. 

Fernino, a balding man of 39, is 
the software manager of a com- 
puter company in Boston's subur- 
ban high-tech corridor, His wife, 
Mary Jane, is a_ substitute 
English teacher at the local high 
school. They have a 7%-year-old 
daughter named Betsy and are 
active inthe PTA 

The Ferninos have an im- 
pressive woodworking shop in 
their home, They've used it to 
build an office, finish the base- 
ment, split a formal dining room 
off their kitchen and add a wood 
stove and insulation to their 
porch. Contractors helped put the 
pool in the backyard. 

Now the one-story ranch house 
they bought in 1974 for $36,000 is 
too small. A two-story colonial 
nearby would suit them, but it 
costs $250,000, So the Ferninos 
decided to add a second floor to 
their home, a job that involved 
taking off the roof and adding 
three bedrooms, two bathrooms 
and a deck upstairs. 


The renovation will cost about 
$50,000.

Mrs. Fernino said. ‘We have a 
half acre and an inground pool 
We like our neighborhood, and we

Awed by the perfect function- 
ing of the clock, modern 
designers, once again, turned to 
the exterior.

No matter what style you 
fancy, be sure to study any 
clock’s anatomy before buying. 
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First, consider the power source: 
electric, winding, pendulum, or 
quartz. You can’t sit and forget a 
key-wound clock; it requires dai- 
ly or weekly attention. 

If it’s a vintage clock, make 
sure it is working or repairable 
before you buy it. Don’t hesitate 
to have a clock expert look it over 
before purchase.

Newton Catholic advances

NEWTON Neither the 
Newton Catholic Lancers nor the 
Georgetown Royals knew what to 
expect in Saturday night’s Divi- 
sion 3 North Sectional basketball 
quarterfinal. As Georgetown 
head coach Al Haddad put it, the 
two teams entered the contest as 
“unknown entities’ to each 
other. ; 

Nevertheless, Newton, coming 
in as the fifth seed with a 16-2 
record, didn’t seem to be in- 
timidated by the Royals (13th 
seed, 9-9) and their star guard, 
Steve Kavanaugh, who averages 
22 points a game. 

In fact, the Lancers held 
Kavanaugh to only 11 points, as 
Newton out-shot Georgetown, 61- 
51, in a game that had more 
traveling violations than 
policemen have tickets for. 

The win puts the Lancers into 
the semifinal game against 
Matignon Thursday night at 
Reading High School (7 p.m.). 

Leading the way for the 
Lancers were forward Jeff Sher- 
man and guard Frank Battista, 
who poured in 22 and 17 points 
respectively. That, along with a 
solid defense, was enough to 
dispose of the high-flying Royals, 
who had upset fourth-seeded 
Lynn Technical. 

“Our interior people did a nice 
job defensively,’’ Newton coach 
Don Dabenigno said, referring to 
Sherman (nine rebounds), Mark 
Pulsifer and Kurt Kiessling. 
“They rebounded well, sticking 
the body.” 

To their credit, the Royals 
stayed relatively close to a highly 
explosive Lancer team. Newton 
led at all the stops, but a seven- 
point halftime margin (30-23) 

was dwindled to four (44-40) by 
the end of the third quarter. 

“I was very proud of the way 
my kids played,’’ Haddad said. 
“My big kid (Kavanaugh) just 
didn’t have a big night. He busted 
his tail out there, but the ball just 
wouldn't goin.”’ 

Kavanaugh, who was the co- 
player of the year in the Cape 
Ann League (Division 2), shot on- 
ly four-for-19 from the field, and 
was called for traveling twice 
late in the fourth quarter, thanks 
to a stingy Newton defense that 
had him well-covered throughout 
the game. 

Offensively, the Lancers look- 
ed sharp. With less than a minute 
left in the first quarter, they pro- 
mptly expanded a_ three-point 
lead into a seven-point bulge. 
Sherman rebounded a 
Georgetown shot, tossed the ball 
out to Battista, who returned it 
back to Sherman in stride for the 
layup. 

Then, like a flash of lightning, 
Kevin Walsh came out of

nowhere to steal a Georgetown 
pass and lay it up for two more. 

But the second quarter blues 
hit the home team right away, as 
the Royals went on a six-point 
run that cut the deficit to one (20- 
19). Center Art Pierce (15 points) 
finished off the stint, netting two 
from the charity stripe. 

Then, after the two clubs trad- 
ed baskets, Georgetown took the 
lead for the first time since it led, 
8-2. Pierce was perfect from the 
line again, and the Royals were 
on top, 23-22. 

That was the last lead the 
Royals would have, as Newton 
went on an eight-point run with 
Battista, Sherman and Walsh do- 
ing the honors. 

First, Battista hit a 15-foot pull- 
up pop that gave the Lancers the 
lead (24-23) it would never sur- 
render. Then, in between a cou- 
ple of Georgetown misses, each 
one of the threesome hit a pair of 
free throws to set the score at 30- 
23 at intermission. 

The Lancers jumped out to 
their biggest lead early in the 
third period (34-26) when Walsh 
took it himself on a nice drive 
that left the Royal ‘‘D”’ a bit con- 
fused. 

Timeout Georgetown. 

After the pause, the Royals got 
their act together, spinning off 
the next six points, but Battista 
came back with a jumper from 
the top of the key to make it 36-32. 

Then, with 2:50 showing, Bat-

tista hit again, this time from the 
paint, and the Lancers had a six- 
point lead (40-34). They led, 44-40, 
after three. 

And they put it away in the 
fourth. 

With Newton leading, 51-4, 
Kiessling stole the ball from 
Kavanaugh, but was called for 
traveling. 

No matter. Kavanaugh return- 
ed the favor, taking steps before 
going up to the basket. 

The Royals finally ran out of 
gas after cutting the lead to three 
(51-48) with just over two 
minutes left. Sherman countered 
with a reverse layup to make it a 
five-point margin. 

That lead would increase to 
seven (58-51) before Sherman 
tallied with a crowd-pleasing 
layup at the buzzer. He was foul- 
ed on the play, and made the shot 
for good measure. 

In the tournament opener, 
first-game jitters were really 
first game jitters for Newton 
Catholic. 

The Lancers opened tourna- 
ment play with a totally green 
playoff team, this being the first 
time in 16 years Newton Catholic 
has qualified for the state 
tourney, and that inexperiece 
showed early. 

Luckily for Dabenigno, the but- 
terflies left early, and Newton 
Catholic was on the way to a 66-55 
first-round victory over Greater 
Lowell at Pope John High School 


Sherman rescued the Lancers 
in the second quarter, pumping 
home 12 of his 27 points in that 
frame, to boost his team to a 28-17 
halftime edge. 

The Lancers had led by just 
three, 10-7, after a poor first 
quarter in which Sherman miss- 
ed on his first seven shots from 
the floor and Newton Catholic as 
a team missed several op- 
portunities to open it up. 

“The shots were there in the 
first quarter, they just weren’t 
falling,'’ Dabenigno said. ‘In the 
second quarter we started to play 
with more confidence.” 

A man-to-man defense by 
Greater Lowell came as some 
surprise to Dabenigno, who had 
suspected that Sherman might 
draw special attention. 

“They (Greater Lowell) played 
us man-to-man and they thought 
they could keep up with him us,” 
the coach said. “We really ex- 
pected a box or a tight zone with 
special attention, but they went 
to a lot of pressure.” 

With the 11 point edge at the 
half, Dabenigno was not 
satisfied. His defense was shaky, 
and the coach said he felt that 
“with a couple of breaks here and 
there, Greater Lowell could have 
made it a seast-squirmer.”” 

The Lancers bolstered their 
lead to 15 in the third quarter but, 
as the coach feared, Greater 
Lowell cut it to nine. 

“Every time we pumped the 
score up they got it right back 
down,” Dabenigno said. ‘‘We 
were not paying attention and we 
had lots of turnovers.” 

It wasn’t until Sherman, Bat- 
tista, and Walsh hit seven-for- 
eight collectively from the foul 
line during crunch time that 
Dabenigno felt safe. 

John Canning played an 
outstanding second half for 
Newton Catholic, scoring two 
clutch fouls shots in the dying 
minutes and junior Greg Giesleni 
also played a strong game.

Upset string ends for South girls

NORTH ATTLEBORO — In 
her final game for Newton South, 
Katrina Antonellis gave 
everything she had, leading all 
scorers, but it wasn’t enough to 
beat number one seed North At- 
tleboro, which defeated the 
visiting Lions, 65-46, to remain 
undefeated at 22-0. 

The Red Rocketeers put 
together a textbook example of 
team play in knocking the Lions 
from the Division II South Sec- 
tional playoffs. Juniors Steph 
Cooper and Alyssa Gutauskas 
each poured in 18 and senior cap- 
tain Marcy Falcone added 11 to 
lead the balanced Attleboro at- 
tack. Senior Sue Farnell was the 
“one” in the Red Rocketeers’ 
box-and-one defense that limited 
Newton South all-time scoring 
leader and Dual County League 
scoring champ Antonellis to 19 
points. 

North Attleboro dominated the 
first quarter, taking 19 shots, but 
was unable to get the ball to go in 
the hoop, shooting a disastrous 21 
percent from the field. At the end 
of one, the score was 12-10 in 
favor of the Red Rocketeers. 

The second quarter saw North 
Attleboro pick up its shooting to 
the tune of 50 percent (7-0f-14) 
from the field, and a perfect 3- 
for-3 from the line, building a 29- 
20 halftime advantage 

Antonellis kept the game close 


with all 10 of the Lions’ second- 
quarter points, but the box-and- 
one wore her down considerably. 
The entire Newton squad showed 
signs of fatigue in the second 
half, as North Attleboro opened 
up an 11-point lead after three. 
The Lions never gave up, hang- 
ing tough for the entire contest, 
but the Red Rocketeers were just 
too much, 

The Lions got to play North At- 
tleboro by taking a 43-42 win over 
Duxbury in the quarterfinals. 

‘When I go to the line, I think 
about going to California and be- 
ing in Sheila E.'s band,’’ said 
Williams before going to the line 
and hitting two clutch free throws 
to make the difference. 


Following a dismal third 
quarter that saw both teams 
combine to score 14 points, the 
Lions battled back behind a pair 
of jumpshots by Antonellis and 
Wilson to tie the game at 33 early 
in the fourth. 

The forward-guard duo excell- 
ed throughout the contest, pro- 
viding more than half of the 
team’s total offense. ‘‘Katrina 
was unbelievable,”’ lauded Aron- 
son. “She had a typical All- 
Scholastic performance.” 

Wilson was also a key in the 
victory, according to the Newton 
South coach. More important 
than her seven points was her 
press-breaking ability. Before 
the game, Aronson noted that 
throughout their 17-3 South Shore 
Large Division-winning season, 


the Duxbury Green Dragons had 
relied strongly upon their press. 

In the fourth quarter, South 
spread out its offense as Duxbury

With 53 seconds left in the 
game, Aronson called for a 
timeout, Junior guard Jennifer 
Lerman canned a 20-foot jumper 
(her only shot of the game) to 
give Newton a 41-40 lead. Dux- 
bury failed to convert and with 22 
seconds remaining, Antonellis 
forced a jump ball and South re-

Although Antonellis’ 21 points, 
nine rebounds and three assists 
do not qualify her for one of his 
elusive triple doubles, she 
unloaded a three-quarter court 
baseball pass ala Larry Bird to 
Williams, who spun away from 
one defender and was sent to the 
line by Hannan with 15 seconds 
showing. California (and Sheila 
E.) dreaming, she made both 
shots from the charity stripe and 
sealed a Newton victory. 
Williams finished with 10 re- 
bounds and 11 points. 

Hannan’s basket with 10 
seconds to go, followed by a Lion 
five-second violation, gave South 
a seare, An even bigger scare 
was provided when, with no time 
remaining, Antonellis was hit 
with a personal foul, sending 
Olsen to the line for two.

NEW BEDFORD — Not even 
Roadrunner and Coyote could 
have run faster than the two 
teams that squared off in the 
Division I South Sectional basket- 
ball quarterfinal Friday night at 
New Bedford High School. 

Newton South and New Bed- 
ford played a run-and-gun game 
for the entire 32 minutes, but for 
the Lions, it was their last gallop 
in what can only be called a very 
satisfying season. 

The highly-favored Whalers 
(19-1) stormed their way to a 
stunning 91-75 victory behind the 
tremendous shooting of star 
senior forward Roger Lewis, who 
popped in 33 points and had 16 re- 
bounds. Lewis averages 23 points 
a game and is only the second 
player in the school’s history to 
score more than 1,000 career 
points. 

Newton came out with the in- 
tent to dethrone the fourth- 
ranked team in New England.

Senior guard Pillan 
Thirumalaisamy, who led all 
South scorers with 23 points, 
pumped in the first four of the 
game in less than a minute, and 
after the Whalers put their first 
two on the board, South went on a 
six-point run that looked as 
though it might set the tone of the 
game. The Lions were quick, 
finishing off the stint with a nice 
feed from Jim Mercer to Randy 
Collins (13 points, five assists). 

But as South mentor Joe 
Killilea summed up, ‘‘We were 
quick, but they were quicker.” 

No argument there. South en- 
joyed success for much of the 
first quarter, but with 4:30 re- 
maining, the Whalers started a 
15-6 run that ended with Steve 
Wynn (24 points) hitting a 
jumper and giving New Bedford 
a one point lead, 17-16, at the end 
of one.

Ventura puts Tigers in semis

NEWTON — For the second 
Straight time in tournament ac- 
tion, Newton North’s girl cagers 
Tolled out the welcome mat, 
acted as hospitable hosts for a 
short time, then pulled the rug 
out from under the visitors’ feet.

The once lowly and fattening 
potato has been rejuvenated in 
the American diet as of late 
thanks in part to an aggresive 
advertising campaign by the 
Potato Board (Yes there is a 
potato board) 

The most remarkable achiev- 
ment of this this tubular promo- 
tional board is that the ever diet 
conscious public realizes that the 
potato itself is not guilty of caus- 
ing bulge. The spud's caloric con- 
tent is relatively low ... about 110 
calories per medium spud. The 
fattening culprit is the butter and 
sour cream many eaters slather 
on the potato. 

The spud’s status has risen so 
high that February actually 
Potato Lover's Month. Consider- 
ing how many pounds per year 
are used in this cook's kitchen a 
spud salute is certainly in order. 
Each American eats over 120 lbs. 
of potatoes per year according to 
stats but personally that figure 
seems low as as 10-Ib bags disap- 
pear from my kitchen every fort- 
night. 

Of course many Irish cooks 
already know the beauty of the 
potato as it an integral part of the 
Erin heritage. This area may 
never have been so dominated by 
Irish immigrants were it not for 
the Irish dependence on the 
potato in the 1800s which even- 
tually lead to the famine. 

Potatoes can be enjoyed at all 
three meals but it also can be 
savored as a snack. Recipes are 
endless from thirty-two versions 
of potato salad and hash browns 
to specialty recipes like tarragon 
cream potatoes. 

From frying to baking to 
sauteeing to steaming the spud 
takes on all aspects of cooking 
and deliciously so. Nothing is as 
divine as a plain baked potato 
with the aforementioned butter 
and sour cream that but method 
is not the end of the spud’s use. 

Try baking the potato then 
shelling it. Mash the innards with 
butter, sour cream, sauteed 
onions and chives and restuff the 
spud. Reheat. A delightfully dif- 
ferent baked potato. A properly 
stuffed spud can be lunch on its 
own or even a first course. 

Don’t think that you have to go 
out to enjoy potato skins as a 
snack. As is the case with most 
tasty dishes, the made-at-home 
variety is even better than most 
eatery offering. 

Bake potatoes as usual. Shell 
most of the spud out, reserving 
the innards for hash browns. Melt 
butter and coat skin with butter. 
Bake for five minutes. Mean- 
while prepare a cheese sauce, fry 
some bacon and chop some 
scallions. Dish some crumpled 
bacon and scallions into each 
skin and slather the cheese sauce 
over the skins. Add a dollop of 
sour cream and some of the best 
tasting potato skins you‘d ever 
want to eat are ready for con- 
sumption. 

With this year’s crop estimate 
at 40 billion pounds, there’s cer- 
tainly no shortage of the spud.

And although grown in all fifty 
states, it’s nice to support the 
regional leader, Maine. That 40 
billion pounds is an all time high 
up over 9 percent from the tops in 
1978. 

Potatoes should be stored in a 
cool and humid place that’s well 
ventilated. At 45 to 50 F they keep 
for several weeks but warmer 
temperatures encourage 
sprouting and shriveling. Ex- 
posure to light causes a green 
tinge to sprout which can cause a 
bitter flavor. But the greenness 
can be easily peeled away. Never 
refrigerate potatoes as the chill 
causes a sickly, sweet taste. 

The following are some unor- 
thodox way to serve potatoes. 


Acapulco Frittata 


8 eggs 
1 1/2 cups large curd cottage 
cheese 
1/2 cup grated Monterey Jack 
cheese 
1 4-ounce can chopped green 
chiles, drained 
1 4-ounce can sliced black 
olives, drained 
3 medium potatoes (about 1 
pound) 
1 onion, finely chopped 
Salt and pepper 
2 tablespoons minced fresh 
parsley 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. 
Beat eggs until well blended, then 
stir in cheeses, chiles and olives. 
Peel potatoes and shred coarsely. 
Add potatoes and onion to eggs 
along with salt, pepper and 
parsley. Pour egg mixture into 
buttered 9x13-inch baking dish. 
Bake uncovered for 35 to 40 
minutes or until knife inserted in 
center comes out clean.

Marlene Sorosky, who lives 
in California and teaches 
classes all over the country, 
also writes cookbooks. Her 
recipes are never far out, yet 
they are new and interesting. 

Her latest effort is “The 
Dessert Lover’s Cookbook,” a 
handsome volume illustrated 
with color photographs show- 
ing both step-by-step techni- 
ques and the finished dishes. 
The recipes, which have a 
wide range, are written with 
utmost detail. Her book could 
be a lifesaver to many cooks 
who like to entertain at lunch 
or dinner or at early evening 
“‘come-for-dessert” parties. 

One of Marlene’s recipes 
caught my fancy — as it may 
yours. That's because part of 
it is a copycat version of a 
commercial product Trish 
Cream Liqueur 

Irish cream mousse 
2 cups Irish Cream Liqueur, 
see recipe 
1 envelope unflavored 
gelatin 
1/4 cup cold water 
3 large eggs, separated and 
at room temperature 
1/4 cup sugar 
1 cup plus 6 tablespoons 
whipping cream 


Make Irish Cream Liqueur 
at least one day in advane e 


Lightly oil a 5- to 6-cup 
decorative mold. Stir gelatin 
into cold water; set aside to 
soften, 5 minutes. 

Whisk egg yolks in top of 
double boiler off heat until 
blended. Whisk in 1 cup Irish 
Cream Liqueur, Place over 
simmering water and cook, 
stirring constantly, with a 
wooden spoon until mixture 
feels hot to the touch and is 
thick enough to leave a pattern 
when you run your finger 
along the wooden spoon, about 
8 to 10 minutes.

Gently spoon whites 
over top of liqueur mixture; do 
not mix. Beat 1 cup of the 
whipping cream in the empty 
bowl with electric mixer on 
low speed until thickened 
Beat on medium speed until 
soft peaks form; do not beat 
stiff. Fold whites and liqueur 
mixture into whipped cream 


until blended. Pour into mold. 
Cover with plastic wrap and 
refrigerate until set. 

To make sauce stir together 
1 cup Irish Cream Liqueur and 
6 tablespoons whipping cream. 
Mousse and sauce may be 
refrigerated, covered, over- 
night. Before serving, run 
knife around edges of mousse 
and dip mold briefly in warm 
water. Unmold onto serving 
plate, slice and top with sauce,

A loved 
pig is an 
Bromtatte pig

FAIRFIELD, Towa (AP) — It doesn’t 
take much to make Doug Johnson’s pigs 
feel relaxed and loved — just a computer 
voice saying in a Swedish accent: ‘I 
think I’d swoon if you allowed me to kiss 
your limpid umbrella.” 

The coquettish computer came to 
Johnson’s farm Tuesday to spend an 
hour talking to his pigs as a one-time ex- 
perimet. 

“If a happy hog is a healthy hog then, 
in theory, he should gain faster, and 
that’s dollars to me,’’ Johnson said, ex- 
plaining why he agreed to the experi- 
ment set up by Fairfield Software. 

The software company brought its 
“Babble 123” program right to the 
pigpen and then turned the gentle, male 
voice loose to coo sweet nonsense at the 
pigs. 

“My mind and heart are always 
crowded by visions of your coy elbows,”’ 
the voice said to the 55-pound, 13- to 14- 
week-old crossbred pigs. 

“The blood rushes to my head when we 
play bridge at your mother’s every Fri- 
day night,”’ it continued. 

“T like to fondle your sleeveless fur 
coat,” it said. 

The pink and grey pigs reacted by 
scampering around their pen, playfully 
chewing on reporters’ coats and camera 
tripods, and eating as usual. 

“T find this absolutely amazing,”’ said 
Nelda Palmer, a sociologist who was on 
a panel of “hog specialists’ charged 
with gauging the pigs’ reaction. 

“There’s large numbers of people here 
and an obvious intrusion into their ter- 
ritory but you don’t hear those high- 
pitched, squealing sounds, Instead you 
see them coming up to us, being 
playful... Therefore it is possible, we 
must admit, that the sound many have 
had a calming effect,” she said. 

“Of course, we can’t draw a scientific 
conclusion from this,”’ she added. 

The other panelists also were impress- 
ed with the tranquility the 100 pigs 
displayed as platoons of reporters, 
photographers and camera operators in- 
vaded their pen to record the great 
event. 

“They're enjoying it,’ said farmer 
and: auctioneer Dan Webb. “‘The pigs 
aren’t afraid of us at all — normally, 
with all the strangers around they would 
run.” 

Dave Reiff, a feed dealer, said he 

believes the pigs ‘‘were definitely going 
through an emotional episode of some 
type.” Asked what that experience 
might be like, Reiff replied, ‘(Who 
knows? Who knows the things that love 
causes?” 
» Johnson, who raises pigs to market 
weight on his 1,200-acre farm, also was 
impressed with the calming influence of 
the voice. 

“T think it’s a success,”’ he said. ‘‘The 
pigs have been very congenial and 
cooperative with the press. A few of 
them even gave personal interviews.”’ 

But Johnson said he wasn’t about to 
tush out and outfit the pigpen with a 
Sophisticated computer system. 

: ‘Seriously, if I was going to do this on 
a wholesale basis, I would buy a $15 
fadio instead of a $4,000 computer,” he 
Said. 
* In fact, Johnson, like most farmers, 
joes play a radio for his livestock. 
» “But this was a good cause,” he said. 
“One of the real reasons I got involved in 
gus is there’s so much doom and gloom 
agriculture today, I thought this would 
be a different approach, something that 
Would put a smile on people's faces.”

NEWTON — Building Inspec- 
tor Robert Columbus expects to 
release soon the results of his in- 
vestigation into a home owned by 
Newton Chief of Police William 
F. Quinn that allegedly violates 
zoning laws and the state’s 
building code. 

But one charge — that Quinn’s 
1900 Washington Street building 
may not have enough second-and 
third-story stairways — appears 
unfounded, Columbus said. 

The state’s building code re- 
quires at least two egresses per 
dwelling in case of a fire 
emergency. 

The home satisfies that re- 
quirement through internal stair- 
ways, he said, ‘‘It meets today’s 
code,”’ Columbus said. 

Building Commissioner James 
W. Cameron must first examine 
the results of his investigation 
before they can be revealed, Col- 
umbus said. 

He inspected the 1900 
Washington Street building last 
week after Shirley Jaffe in a Feb. 
24 letter told Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann that Quinn’s building may 
have too many dwellings and not 
enough fire egresses. 

Jaffe, who has asked the city to 
investigate more than 235 ap-

Water— sewer charges will 
skyrocket in next 5 years

NEWTON Aldermanic 
outrage over the possibility of a 
greater increase than expected in 
state charges has delayed action 
on setting the city’s sewer and 
water rates. 

According to the latest 
estimate from Stephen Cirillo, 
the city’s chief budget officer, the 
average family will pay $1,000 
annually for sewer-water ser- 
vices by 1991. Figures released 
by the city last month showed a 
family of five in Newton paid 
around $240 for the same services 
last year 

Last month, the aldermanic 
Public Facilities Committee ap- 
proved a 52 percent sewer-water 
rate hike for the next 2 1/2 years. 

The Finance Committee Mon- 
day night was prepared to act on 
the proposed increase, which

Learning life through dance

WEST NEWTON — Deep in the bowels of the 
Newton Community Service Center, the pitter- 
patter of little feet echoes off the stone walls 
and mixes with the melody of fairytale music. 
Scurrying around the studio floor like little 
mice, a group of five-year-olds learns the fun- 
damentals of ballet under the tutelage of 
former professional dancer Joanne Langione. 

“Okay now class, pretend you are a flower 
about to bloom,”’ the Newton native tells the 
pupils who line up in front of her. Not yet 
Mikhail Baryshnikov or Isadora Duncan, the 
youngsters must first learn the basics of move- 
ment and motor coordination. 

It has been nine years since the 32-year-old 
mother of two decided to raise a family and 
live a ‘“‘normal”’ life, backing off a little from 
the hectic world of professional dance. As 
founder and artistic director for Dance Center, 
however, Joanne Langione, who used to dance 
with the Boston Ballet and the Alvin Ailey com- 
pany in New York, is still heavily involved in 
the art she loves so much.

“It takes energy, energy, energy to work 
with these kids,”’ she says in her cramped of- 
fice that along with the adjoining studio has 
served as home to Dance Center since it moved 
from the Pomeroy House four years ago. 

While Langione and six other professional 
dancers, all certified instructors, teach all 
levels of ballet, jazz, tap and aerobics, it is the 
“babies’’, as she calls them, who require the 
most patience.

NEWTON — District Attorney Scott Harshbarger has confirmed a 
League of Women Voters’(LWV) complaint that the School Commit- 
tee has made “‘a continuing practice’’ of violating the Open Meeting 


Law (OML). 


In an October letter to the DA’s 
office, Newton LWV President 
Anne Hayden complained that 
the School Committee failed to 
record adequately and report 
what took place behind closed 
doors, in executive sessions. ‘‘It 
is our understanding that the 
Newton School Committee’s 
minutes of closed sessions are 
simply a listing of general topics, 
which may or may not be com- 
plete,’’ Hayden stated. ‘The 
committee has never released 
any of the minutes of closed ses- 
sions, so it is impossible to ascer- 
tain if this is always the prac- 
tice.” 

The committee’s alleged over- 
sight was discovered, according 
to Hayden, when a Newton LWV 
member researching the open 
meeting law for the state LWV 
discovered ‘‘no record of a closed 
discussion held in February 1982 
on an open meeting law com- 
plaint.”” 

Hayden stated she is concerned 
that ‘‘when records are not pro- 


Teachers’ raises criticized, defended 


Teachers pact unrelated

NEWTON — School Committee Chairman Leonard Gentile says 
the latest teacher’s contract has ‘‘nothing to do with’’ negotiations 


between the city and police and firefighters. 


“It is a convenient excuse to say that the contract awarded to the 
teachers has had a negative impact on the current impasse in 
negotiations between the city and police and firefighters for a new 


wage and benefits package,”’ he says. 


Last week, Mayor Theodore Mann said the teacher’s contract had a 
negative effect on the negotiations. In December, police rank and file 
rejected an offer hammered out by the city and representatives of the 
Newton Police Association (NPA). ‘“‘One of the reasons we're con- 
fronted with the problem is what the teachers have done,’’ Mann said. 

Mann said the city cannot afford to offer police and firefighters 
what the teachers were awarded because the School Committee used 
state education grants as part of the funding.

cases as young as three-and-a- 
half, “I love children and care 
about them as people. Instead of 
just having them dance, I teach 
them life through dance."’ 

The important thing about 
working with the children, she 
says, is “getting them to trust 
me. 

“T like to develop a rapport 
with them,” she says. ‘I want 
them to trust me because dance 
is a spiritual and psychological 
thing as well as a physical 
thing. Later on in life, if they 
ever have any kind of problems 
at any age, dancing is a great 
way to work off tension.” 

While the program culminates 
with an annual recital, which 
this year will take place May 17 


and 18 at Aquinas College, 
Langione is quick to point out 
that her school is not a profes- 
sional troupe or dance factory.

ticipated. The authority’s Board 
of directors will weigh seven rate 
hike options at its March 19 
meeting. 

The options range from a low of 
28.9 percent to a high of 136 per- 
cent, according to Cirillo. 

Under the 74.8 percent propos- 
ed hike, Newton’s MWRA sewer- 
water assessments would rise 
from $2.4 million in this fiscal 
year to $4.1 million next year, ac- 
cording to figures provided by 
Cirillo. 

Created last year to clean up 
Boston harbor and improve 
regional sewer and water ser- 
vices, the MWRA wants to in- 
crease its next budget by 25 per- 
cent. 

Among many projects, the 
authority is preparing to build a 
$2 billion waste-treatment plant 
at Deer Island. 

To finance this and other plans, 
the authority is raising its 
charges for sewer-water services 
to its 51 member communities, 
They, in turn, must hike their 
own sewer-water rates. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Paul Coletti and aldermen 
Richard Bullwinkle and Elaine 
Gentile said the MWRA’s 51 
member communities should 
battle the authority’s proposed 
hikes, 


Bullwinkle and Gentile argued 
that since the entire state would 
benefit from the cleanup of 
Boston harbor, every 
Massachusetts community 
should share in the cost. 

“Just don’t dump this on the 
communities that happen to 
stuck in the MWRA,” said 
Bullwinkle. 

‘People won't be able to afford 
to drink,”’ said Bullwinkle. 

Coletti said officials from the 
authority’s member com- 
munities should pressure Gov. 
Michael S. Dukakis and state 
legislators to have the com- 
monwealth absorb some of the 
impact, 

“The election time is near,” 
Coletti said. “I would say we 
would be in a position to vote out 
any legislator.” 

In part, the authority is con- 
sidering higher charges because 
it has assumed a $36 million debt 
from the Massachusetts District 
Commission, which was respon- 
sible for area sewer-water ser- 
vices until the MWRA was form- 
ed. 

Some aldermen said the state 
should pay that debt, not MWRA 
communities. 

Only Alderman Wendell 
Bauckman seemed willing to ac- 
cept higher MWRA charges. The 
cleanup of Boston Harbor is an 
environmental issue that cannot 
be avoided, he said. 
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Langione does not cast a 
spotlight on them. She says she 
does not want to make anyone 
feel bad and besides, ‘I’ve seen 
little chubbies turn into 
beautiful little Sylphes”’ as they 
grow older. 

Some students do find success. 
Shawn Mahoney, a former 
Dance Center student, is now 
performing with the American 
Ballet Troupe. But, by and 
large, Langione says her real 
success is seeing her students’ 
faces light up as they perform 
for their parents and friends. 

“A lot of these kids are scared 
and say they can't do it,’’ she 
says.

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Official opinions vary widely 
on early dismissal question

NEWTON — The School Com- 
mittee remains undecided about 
whether early dismissals should 
continue at the elementary 
school, and it appears the final 
vote, expected April 14, will not 
be unanimous. 

For the first time since discus- 
sion began in the fall, the School 
Committee Monday night voiced 
its tentative position on the sen- 
sitive item that has pitted 
parents against teachers. 

“It’s an issue I’ve been long 
interested in, and none of the 
arguments have convinced me 
that there is enough instruc- 
tional time at the elementary 
level,’’ School Committee Chair- 
man Leonard Gentile said. ‘‘The 
time is here, and the time for a 
change is now.” 

Superintendent Dr. John 
Strand recommends maintain- 
ing the Tuesday and Thursday 1 
p.m. dismissal to continue pro- 
viding teachers time for profes- 
sional development and cur- 
riculum enrichment. 

“The arguments in this area 
tend to say that the only way we 
can provide professional 
development is to continue with 
the early dismissal schedule,”’ 

entile said. ‘Our budget is fili- 
led with means to provide staff 
‘development, and I think our 
commitment is quite obvious. I 
think direct service to our 
students should take precedence 
over other arguments of staff 
development and morale.”’ 

Gentile recommends the ex- 
tension of at least one of the ear- 
ly dismissal days until 3 p.m., 
translating into 90 additional in- 
structional minutes per week. 

Member Sally Rizzo also 
favors changing the school 
schedule, mostly to help relieve 
the socio-economic pressures 
the early dismissals place on 
single parents and two-career 
families. 

“Although it’s important to 
separate education from day 
care needs, I think we're falling 
short of recognizing the pro- 
found changes our society is fac- 
ing,’’ Rizzo said. ‘‘We must take 
a leadership role to provide day 
care and after-school activities. 
Until the city can come up with 
another arrangement, I feel, 
somehow, there needs to be a 
change in our schedule.” 

Committee members Robert 
Ricles, Jennifer Huntington and 
Gerald Bazer said they support 
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‘I always thought support services 
were supposed to accommodate the 
school system, not dictate to them.’

Suit filed against Green's housing plan 


NEWTON —An attorney for 
two Garden City residents says 
he wants developer Alan Green’s 
special permit and site plan ap- 
proval for a 251-unit housing com- 
pee on Farlow Hill to be ‘“‘annull- 
ed.” 

“The Board of Aldermen, in 
granting (Green) the special per- 
mit, acted arbitrarily and 
capriciously and made a 
mistake,’’ Sheldon Drucker, who 
has filed suit in Middlesex 
Superior Court on behalf of 
Newton residents Frederick Dorr 
and Natalie Friend, says. 
‘‘Number one, they failed to con- 
sider the negative report submit- 
ted by the Land Use Committee, 
which recommended denying the 
petition. They also failed to heed 
the Newton Planning Depart- 
ment’s recommendation that the 
petition be denied.” 

Drucker says both Land Use 
and Planning denied the petition 
because Green’s 251 units would 
result in ‘increased density in a 
residential neighborhood, and 
cause drainage and traffic pro- 
blems.”” 

“We believe the project the 
Green Company proposed is 
much too intense for the 
neighborhood,’ he says. ‘‘The 
board made a big mistake and we 
are going to win.” 

Drucker says the technicality 
he will be using to make his case 
is wording in the Green petition 
board order. 

“The Land Use Committee, on 
Jan, 28, 1986, voted 4-3 to deny the 
petition,’”’ he says. ‘‘In the board 
order dated Feb 3, 1986, the 


special permit and site plan ap- 
proval were granted in ac- 
cordance with recommendations 
of the Land Use Committee. 
Since the committee recom- 
mended denial, we feel we have a 
strong case.” 


City Clerk Edward English, 
who filed the order, points out 
that the board voted to substitute 
approval for denial of the com- 
mittee report, a routine pro- 
cedure for approving items on 
the floor that a committee recom- 
mends denial of. 

“That claim has no legal force 
or effect,’ English says. ‘‘The 
language in the board order is on- 
ly boiler plate language and has 
no effect on the outcome of any 
suit.” 

Dorr, who lives at 282 Kenrick 
St., is a direct abutter of the pro- 
posed development. He says he 
wants the city to protect the 

ingle-family residential quality 
f the neighborhoed. 

“The road is coming right out 
on Kenrick Street,’’ he says of the 
proposed access route. ‘This 
area is zoned for single family. 
Why should it be zoned for apart- 
ments when it is zoned now for 
single families?” 

Dorr says he wants to see the 
Green petition ‘thrown out in 
court.” 

“If they want to build single- 
family homes, that’s fine,’’ he 
says. ‘‘I realize that, the way it is, 
the property is a mess, but the 
owners could clean it up and keep 
security gaurds up their to make 
sure there is no vandalism.” 


High winds affect lodice’s new building 


NEWTONVILLE — No one was 
injured and no serious damage 
was reported when powerful 
wind gusts toppled a small sec- 
tion of scaffolding at a construc- 
tion site on Crafts Street last Fri- 
day. 

The incident occurred before 
workers arrived at the scene of 
Michael Iodice’s nearly com- 
pleted six-story office building 
near the intersection of Crafts 
and Washington streets. 

The winds, which began after

Metal detector installed in courthouse 


WEST NEWTON — In an at- 
tempt to prevent incidents of 
violence, the courthouses in Mid- 
dlesex County will soon have 
metal detectors installed at the 
entrances to prevent people from 
bringing weapons inside. 

Newton and Waltham district 
courts already have equipment 
installed, but they are not fully 
operational yet, Middlesex 
Superintendent of Buildings 
Charles Rinaldo said. 

“We don’t have enough people 
to man the front entrances yet,”’ 
Rinaldo said. ‘‘We will have full- 
time, trained security guards to 
man the detectors by September. 
This measure is an effort to an- 
ticipate problems before they 
happen.”’ 

Rinaldo said the county has 
been planning to install metal 
detectors for five years. Although 
there have not been many violent 
incidents in the county’s courts, 
there have been numerous bomb 
threats. 

“We continually get violent 
threats, and we’re hoping this 
will deter people from carrying 
through with these threats,’’ 
Rinaldo said. ‘‘The appearance 
of a uniform at the entrance will 
also settle people down.”” 

The metal detectors have been 
recently delivered to the courts, 
but most are not turned on or in- 
stalled in the proper place yet. 
Rinaldo said it will be a long pro- 


cess because all other entrances 
to the court houses will have to be 


locked to force people to go % 


through the main entrance where 
the equipment will be. 

“We have to comply with all 
the various building codes and 
meet with all the judges before 
this becomes really official,” 
Rinaldo said. 

More and more people are car- 
rying guns and knives, according 
to Rinaldo, but if they expect to 
go inside the courthouses, they 
will have to turn their weapons 
over to security until they leave 
the building.

Coping with a crisis in 


It is ironic that third party in- 
surance, which proved such a boon for 
community hospitals, has now 
become a kind of noose strangling the 
institutions into fiscal crisis. 

Accelerating charges for the protec- 
tion provided by prepayment plans in- 
duced the extensive cost containment 
plans imposed on the hospitals by 
state and federal regulation, sharply 
reducing bed patient count and 
drastically diminishing the amount of 
revenue available to underwrite 
operations. 

Thus, modern health centers built 
with millions of dollars of government 
subsidy supplemented by the high 
volume of guaranteed patient bills, 
along with local philanthropy, are 
under utilized. Cash flow isn’t mat- 
ching outgo. Drastic retrenchment 
has had to be made. 

Reductions in force being made by 
local hospitals are made no less pain- 
ful by the fact that they are not uni- 
que, The same is taking place in other 
areas of the commonwealth. Long ser- 
vice staff people, devoted to nursing 
and other duties, face the trauma that 
comes when a lifetime’s specializa- 
tion is suddenly snatched away. 

They join a long list of patients’ 
families caught in the web of 
bureaucratic decision making. State 
and medical authorities saw the way 
to harnessing health care costs by ar- 
bitrary judgments on minimal time 
limits for specific inpatient hospital 
stay. One-day release on surgery, two 
or three days in other situations, even 
prompt discharge of terminal patients 
when there was a reluctant belief on 
the medical side nothing more could 
be done in a procedural way ... such 
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a waste of time

They will hoard their two visitors 
permits with the care usually reserv- 
ed for family heirlooms, knowing 
that, once they are lost, they will 
never be replaced. 

Then, excepting days during which 
BC is hosting large crowds and a large 
police “presence” is required, they 
will sit in their homes and watch the 
same people who have been parking 
on their streets for years continue 
their obnoxious, illegal behavior 
without missing a beat. 

They will watch the police, who do 
not care to get out of their warm 
patrol cars on cold nights to read the 
fine print on parking stickers affixed 
to windows covered by snow and ice, 
drive by illegally parked vehicles 
without stopping, maybe without 
slowing down.

has been the cost containment picture 
formulated by government and the 
health insurers. 

Health maintenance organizations 
came into being within the past 
several years to pull down costs. 
Physicians banded together in 
prepayment consortiums to offer 
modest charge office visits as well as 
treatment. Clinics and educational 
programs were pushed. The idea was 
to keep clients with health problems 
out of the hospitals to the fullest possi- 
ble extent. The objective is fine, 
without a doubt, but the consequenge 
has been a drop in the patient census 
in the hospitals. 

On the health insurance side, the 
more sophisticated technology and 
the shift of physician care to greater 
specialization have meant ever higher 
charges, with accompanying 
premium increases. Malpractice suits 
with large jury awards have added to 
cost pressures on fees, all part of the 
crisis situation that has developed. 

Those in the health field have a 
responsibility to put the varied 
elements together to come up with 
solutions. A primary objective should 
be to achieve fuller utilization of the 
community hospital. We strongly 
believe the policy on inpatient care is 
too stringent. Ways to reconcile this 
limitation policy with the bottom line, 
hopefully, can be found. If there were 
administrative excesses in the past, 
which may not be arguable, the cor- 
rective action is taking place under 
current pressure. 

We shouldn't be letting our com- 
munity hospitals become monuments 
to vanished dreams of better health

Mother and daughter try to discuss nuclear war

It never occured to me when 
our child was born, 16 years 
ago, that she and I would one 
one day discuss the possibility of 
life on earth ending before her 
18th birthday. 

Instead, I tried to imagine 
what the world would be like as 
she grew through various 
phases and then went out on her 
own. I trusted that nothing 
would interfere with our ability 
to provide for her basic needs. 
We'll be adequate parents, I 
thought. On some days, she 
might even think we're terrific. 

That's pretty much how it 
went, for the first 12 years. 
When she was tiny, we watched 
her climb a crocus-covered 
mound, trampling all others on 
her way to the lavender one at 
the top. When she reached it, 
she crouched and cupped the 
flower in her hands as if it were 
a soap bubble that might burst, 
her face flooding with delight. 

Years later, she performed in 
plays, drew pictures that opened 
our eyes wide, and wrote stories 
that took us by surprise — our 
faces glowed with delight. 
Throughout the years between, 
there were problems, but none 
we couldn’t handle. Until that 
one day.

Adding that the School Com- 
mittee’s records of closed ses- 
sions ‘‘fall below” the minimum 
requirements of the OML, Har- 
shbarger said, ‘‘When in doubt, 
the committee should err on the 
side of including details rather 
than omitting them, in view of the 
fact that the minutes of an ex- 
ecutive session are the only 
mechanism by which the public 
has the opportunity to scrutinize 
such meetings.’

session minutes, Harshbarger 
also noted that ‘‘the facts here in- 
dicate that the committee ap- 
pears to have adopted a general 
policy against releasing these 
minutes.” 

The DA pointed out that

publication may defeat the lawful 
purpose of the executive session, 
but no longer (DA’s emphasis).”” 

To remedy the sketchiness of 
the closed session records, Har- 
shbarger recommends the com- 
mittee ‘reconstruct all executive 
session minutes from July 1, 1985 
to the present so that the minutes 
conform to the requirements set 


Gentile says raises are 
unrelated to cops, fire 
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“The mayor and I respectfully 
disagree on this issue,” Gentile 
says, “I believe a majority of the 
police union members feel the 
numbers offered to teachers 
were fair and equitable for them. 
When you look at the city’s ability 
to pay, I agree with them. If our 
contract agreement eventually 
helps thera to gain a larger or 
greater economic contract from 
city, I feel good about it because 
they deserve it.”” 


In addition to criticism from 
Mann — who is concerned that 
the city will have to pay for in- 
creases during the last year of 
the teacher contract if the state 
does not renew the funding 
mechanism — Gerard Indelicato, 
special assistant to Gov, Michael 
Dukakis, questioned the School 
Committee’s use of professional 
development grants for salaries. 


“T’ve got to say it walks a fine 
line in terms of fiscal respon- 
sibility,” Indelicato said last 
week, adding that as far as he 
knows, Newton is the only com- 
munity so far to use the state 
funds for contractual increases. 


Gentile says that the state did 
not place a stipulation on the 
money and that other com- 
munities are considering 
allocating the funds for teacher 
raises. 


“If Mr. Indelicato thought it 
was such a bad idea,’’ he says, 
“the adminstration and the 


legislature would have restricted 
those monies from being used in 
that manner, but they did not do 
that. I don’t know how familiar 
Mr. Indelicato is with the entire 
settlement, but I would be sur- 
prised if he is familiar with the 
entire picture to make a judg- 
ment like that.”’ 


Gentile says the teacher’s con- 
tract is a compromise. 


“It would have been 
unreasonable for the teachers to 
be offered the basic settlement of 
5.5 percent, with 3 percent from 
the city and 2.5 percent from the 
state,’ he says. ‘‘The teachers 
are not dumb, they knew the 
money was sitting there. By the 
same token, though, it would 
have been unreasonable for the 
teachers to expect the 5.5 percent 
plus the state funds.”” 


Gentile says the new teacher’s 
contract makes Newton salaries 
competitive with those of 
Brookline, Lexington and 
Wellesley. In addition, he says 
the early settlement will be 
beneficial to the students. 


During negotations for the con- 
tract now in place, teachers in- 
stituted ‘‘work-to-rule’’, which in 
effect curtailed teacher involve- 
ment with extra-curricular ac- 
tivities. The December settle- 
ment will not go into effect until 
the end of the current school 
year. Gentile says by settling 
eight months early, teachers will 
not be distracted by negotiations 
that ‘‘drag on and on like they did 
ayear ago January.”"’

As for the apparent policy of

Funk, saying he still needs to 
talk with School Committee 
members about the matter, com- 
mented that, as far as he could 
tell, the DA’s complaints meant 
only that the committee would 
have to “‘tighten up’’ its pro- 
cedures. 


Mann blames teachers’ 
raises for cop protests 
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Gerard Indelicato, special 
assistant to Gov. Michael S. 
Dukakis for education, said the 
committee did nothing wrong in 
using those state funds for raises. 
But he questioned the wisdom of 
doing so. 

“I’m not saying that it’s not ap- 
propriate,’ he said. ‘‘I am saying 
you have to be clear what the im- 
plications are.” 

The state intended distribution 
of the money to be worked out by 
teachers and school officials, In- 
delicato said. The funds, called 
professional development grants, 
did not have to be distributed 
equally. 

The money as of Feb. 19 had 
been accepted by 194 of the com- 
monwealth’s 351 communities. 
As far as he knows, Newton is the 
only community to use the money 
for contractural raises, In- 
delicato said.

On the same December day 
teachers signed their contract - 
which also included a 6-percent 
salary hike for 1988 -the Newton 
Police Association rejected a 
smaller increase offered by the 
city. 

Police were offered a retroac- 
tive raise of 5 percent for 1984-85, 
6 percent for 1985-86, 5.5 percent 
for 1986-87 and 5 percent for 1987- 
88. 

Pressed by reporters, Mann 
said the city is experiencing

Building Inspector Daniel Gen- 
tile has been quoted as saying the 
Quinn building has a permit for a 
two-family house. 

Quinn said he purchased the 
premises in 1954. ‘‘I lived there a 
couple of years, in the third floor 
of all places,"’ Quinn said. 


Jaffe's letter also stated that 
Quinn’s home has seven oc- 
cupants in the three apartments - 
three unrelated tenants on the 
first floor, two unrelated tenants 
on the third floor and a married 
couple on the first floor. 

Quinn does not feel the Jaffes’ 
allegations are personal. “I don’t 
think she has it in for me,’’ he 
said. “I’m a public official. I’m a 
good target.”’ 
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“If the lady has a beef with the 
city, good luck to her,”’ he said. 

The Newton woman does not 
feel this situation violates zoning 
laws, but she said the city took 
her and husband Leon Jaffe to 
court because they had eight 
unrelated tenants in their 58 Win- 
throp St. home.

Newton is facing more than $80 
million in liabilities, including 
around $55 million in unfunded 
pensions and a $9.1 million sewer- 
rehabilitation project, Mann 
said.

Dukakis has increased aid to 
communities to cover some of the 
loss, but Newton is receiving the 
smallest reimbursement - 10 per- 
cent - of any Massachusetts city, 
Mann said. 

Residents could soon pay in- 
creased taxes and higher fees for 
city services, Mann said. 

Aldermen are now deliberating 
a 52 percent annual increase in 
sewer-water charges, Mann cited 
as an example. 

At the same time, Newton’s 
school systems have a very low 
student-teacher ratios, he said. 

“There’s no question if they 
deserved it,’’ he said of the raises 
given to teachers. But he added: 
“It’s not good business.” 

“Well intentioned individuals 
sometimes err in judgment for a 
quick fix that has long-term im- 
plications,’’ he said. ‘I’m not go- 
ing to use the press to attack 
anybody.” 

Mann’s comments came just 
hours before the third and most 
disruptive police and firefighter 
informational picket protesting 
their 20-month contract dispute. 

The picket, held in Newton Cor- 
ner, snarled Massachusetts 
Turnpike traffic, forcing state 
police to close Exit 17 for a short 
time during the height of the 
evening rush hour.

NEWTON Peter Ueberroth, commis- 
sioner of baseball and the man in large part 
responsible for the 1984 Los Angeles Olympic 
Games’ $250 million surplus, added a new 
credential to his already-impressive resume 
yesterday at Boston College. In addition to 
all his other talents, Time Magazine’s Man 
of the Year in 1984 is now predicting the 
weather. 

“There will be a cloud drifting over 
baseball this year,’’ he told those attending 
BC's 35th Annual Laetare Sunday Obser- 
vance. “It is well-known that this cloud is 
ealled drugs.” 

At any other time, it would be considered 
unusual at the least for some 300 graduates 
of a Jesuit college to listen to a man talk 
about drugs. But this is 1986, a few months 
after many of the game’s brightest starts 
testified, with immunity, at the Pittsburgh 
drug trials last year. Instead of questions 
about whether this guy has a good curveball 
or that guy can hit to the opposite field, fans 
of the national pasttime are now asking 
whether their favorite player prefers co- 
caine or marijauna. 

On the job since autumn of 1985, Ueberroth 
has dealt with strikes by umpires and 
players. Dealing with those who testified in 
Pittsburgh, though, has been his biggest 
challenge as commissioner by far. He 
recently ruled that the offenders, although 
free from punishment by the judicial 
system, must pay a percentage of their 
salaries for 1986, submit to random drug 
tests and in the worst cases spend 100 hours 
over two years in ‘service to the communi- 
ty”’ or face a one-year suspension. 

With New York Mets first baseman Keith 
Hernandez — who alone threatened appeal 
— agreeing to Ueberroth’s terms this 
weekend, whe biggest baseball scandal since 
the “Black Sox’’ fixed the 1919 World Series 
is over for now. Ueberroth, however, 
understands that while that battle may be 
done, the war against drugs is just beginn- 
ing. 

“It is time to say enough is enough 
already,'’ Ueberroth told the cheering 
alums. ‘‘The game of baseball will no longer 
tolerate drugs. More important than the fact 
that baseball players who are using drugs

are ruining their careers and their lives is 
the domino effect drug use by athletes has on 
society. How can a little junior high school 
two miles from here that is riddled by drug 
use do anything to help the students when 
they look up and see professional athletes us- 
ing drugs?” 


While many in the media and elsewhere 
say the players came away from the drug 
trial with only a wrist slap, Ueberroth said 
the real problem, and the real solution, lies 
in what society as a whole does to stop the 
“proliferation’’ of drugs into mainstream 
America. Repeating a stance that has earn- 
ed him praise from some and scorn from 
others, especially in the political and law en- 
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forcement fields, Ueberroth offered a seven- 
point solution. 

“There is no single solution to this pro- 
blem,” he said. “Drugs affect everyone in 
society. They are the commodity of ter- 
rorists and the currency of terrorism." 

The solution, he said, is a combination of 
“tough diplomacy” with drug producing na- 
tions like Columbia, border patrols using 
“military technology,’’ increased law en- 
forcement, acknowledgment by the private 
sector that the problem exists in the 
workplace and parents and teachers ‘‘who 
are aware of drug abuse and care enough to 
do something about it.”” 

Ueberroth, a tall and tan 49-year-old who 
could double as a model for GQ Magazine, 
showed another side before discussing the 
drug problem. 

“I’m not very smart,’’ he said. ‘When I 
graduated from San Jose State, I finished in 
the top 83 percent of my class. When I filled 
out my entrance papers, one of the questions 
asked about my church preference. I said 
‘red brick.’ If I were really smart, I wouldn’t 
have George Steinbrenner, Ted Turner and 
Margie Schott’s dog as bosses.”’ 

Despite the drug problem, Ueberroth said 
1985 was a ‘‘very successful year’ for 
baseball. 


“1985 was a very good year,’’ he said. 
“This is a sport with deep roots. The first 
game was played in 1875 on the very same 
April week where out west, Custer was mak- 
ing his last stand. Baseball is part of the 
history and fabric of this society.” 

As examples, Ueberroth pointed to the 
many milestones reached by players during 
the 1985 season. Tom Seaver and Phil Niekro 
won their 300th game, Rod Carew got his 
3,000th hit and, Pete Rose broke one of the 
greatest records of all times, passing Ty 
Cobb for the most hits in a career. In addi- 
tion, more people came to see a ball game in 
1985 than ever before. 

While it may have some warts, Peter 
Ueberroth is confident that the game of 
baseball will continue to thrive. Unlike most 
weather men, Ueberroth said he has some 
control over which way the wind blows. To 
eliminate drugs from the the game, 
however, he said society must wake up and 
smell the coffee, or in this case, the dope.

HELPFUL HINT 
Opaque ond translucent gems are

WESTON — “Good curling!” 

The greeting echoes heartily 
among women clad in bold, heavy 
sweaters. Scottish tartans and tams 
abound amidst muffled conversation, 
as teams gather in the hallway. 

They step onto the ice, brooms 
firmly in hand, and whisk 
themselves down to the far end of 
the curling house with the step-glide- 
step motion reminiscent of beginning 
skateboarders. 

Soon, the first stone whizzes along 
the ice toward a gold and green 
target. 

“Sweep!”’ bellows one of the 
ladies, pointing to one of the target’s 
rings, and urging her teammates to 
put those brooms to use.

Thus begins the national curling 
tournament recently held at The 
Country Club in Brookline, and spon- 
sored by the United States Women’s 
Curling Association. 

The USWCA’s 38th annual national 
bonspiel (curling match or competi- 
tion), which lasted four days, 
featured 32 teams from 12 states — 
including the Weston Curling Club, 
four women who have curled 
together for the past three years. 

Originally played in Scotland, curl- 
ing is a sport foreign to most 
Americans. But even for the 
uninitiated, curling is entertaining. 
And for the four Weston curlers — 
Mary Kitses of Lincoln, Carol 
Burgess of Duxbury, Kitty Martin of 
Wayland and Wendy Carberry of 
|Wellesley — the whole point is to 
have fun. 

“We had a good time — we always 
do!” said Mary Kitses at the 
weekend’s conclusion. 

Curling gear consists essentially of 
mismatched shoes; the left with a 
sticky sole, the right made of teflon. 
The left shoe is intended to remain 
anchored to the ice and give the 
player balance, while the right is in- 
tended to allow the player to slide 

juickly along the ice’s surface to 

ind from each target. 

The final prop necessary for any 
curling match is a broom. With that 
in hand, the ladies swept the ice free 
of whatever might interrupt or alter 
the intended path of their stone — 42 
pounds of granite with a brightly- 
colored plastic handle — en route to 
its target. 

Each game lasts approximately 
two hours. And this vigorous sweep- 
ing — along with the repeated lifting 
and shooting of stones — warms the 
four-member teams against the chill 
of the 32-degree rink, 

To the outsider, the game appears 
a combination of bowling and shuf- 
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URLING!

madly sweeping to keep the ice tidy.

In fact, they are brushing 
aside tiny ‘pebbles’ of ice created 
before the game by showering the 
surface with water. 


It is a ‘‘gentlemen’s game,” says 
Ben Wellington, member of The 
Country Club and volunteer official 
for the bonspeil, and it requires the 
strategy of a mild game of chess. 
Two hours of curling is as ex- 
hausting as playing two hours of 
robust tennis, Wellington adds.

Although physical strength can help, 
finesse and experience in reading 
the ice surface are essential. 

According to Wellington, the 
sport’s name is derived from the 
curved path a stone takes as it glides 
down the ice. The path is rarely 
straight because of the friction caus- 
ed by ice pebbles. Properly 
delivered stones should rotate three 
to five times en route to the target 
area, Wellington said, producing a 
subtle are not unlike a bowler’s 
hook. 

Each 42-pound stone is made from 
polished granite, concave on the bot- 
tom and perfectly symmetrical in 
shape.

Curling is a sport which originated in 
Scotland in the 1600s. From there, it 
spread to North America, at first in 
Montreal, Canada, and is now the na- 
tional sport of Canada, according to 
Ben Wellington, an official at the 
USWCA's bonspeil. 


There are more curlers over the age 
of eight in Canada than there are 
hockey players, boasts Wellington, a 
member of The Country Club. That 
statistic may seem surprising to New 
Englanders who regularly see Cana- 
dian flags on hockey rinks, while wat- 
ching the Bruins or the Whalers, but he 
claims it's true with almost Canadian 
pride, 


American curling has been gaining 
popularity, although much more in the 
Midwest than on the East Coast. Out 
there, a number of colleges have curl- 
ing teams, and high schools include 
curling as one of their varsity sports. 
Northeastern enthusiasts say curling 
makes winter worthwhile. 


Here in Boston, there are seven curl- 
ing clubs, some which rent ice and 
some which own their own curling 
houses 


One place to find curling ice is The 
Country Club in Brookline. TCC, whose 
curling house was built in the 1920's, 
has the oldest indoor curling house in 
America

, The game consists of 10 ‘‘ends,”’ 
{Wellington explained, comparable to 
innings in baseball. Each player 
‘delivers’ two stones for her team 
per end. When all 16 stones have 
been delivered, the end is complete, 
points are calculated and players 
switch sides. 

A team’s four players are called 
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the lead, the second, the third, and 
the skip. The skip chooses the order 
of play for her teammates before the 
game begins, and during the game 
gives strategy for the placement of 
each stone. The skip is the last team 
member to deliver her pair of 
stones. 


In play, the lead sets her stone 
from one end of the rink, while the 
skip stands near the house. If the 
other two team members deem it 
necessary, they sweep the ice in 
front of the lead’s stone. The lead 
from the opposing team follows with 
her delivery. 


Next, the second and third shoot 
their stones, alternating with the op- 
ponents. The skips from both teams 
then set their stones before 
tabulating points in that particular 
end. 

To score a point, a team must 
have one stone closer to the center of 
the target than the opposing team’s 
nearest stone. Sometimes, a 
“‘measurer”’ enters the rink to deter- 
mine which stone is actually the 
closest, but the players are usually 
the ones who decide on a stone’s pro- 
ximity to the house. 

Opposing teams discuss their 
disagreements and review breaches 
of rules among themselves. Ac- 
cording to Wellington, calling on an 
umpire for clarification of rules 
shows a breakdown in the inter-team 
friendship so closely associated with 
curling. 

And this friendship, even among 
members of teams who had never 
met, was apparent during USWCA’s 
bonspeil. 

The Weston Curling Club competed 
with teams from Nebraska, Wiscon- 
sin, and North Dakota. There were 
iteams there frum as far away as 

Jaska. 


Before getting to the USWCA's na- 
tional competition, Weston had 
played six other Boston-area teams. 
Their usual schedule, however, in- 
volves playing the Brae Burn Curl- 
ing Club and the Wellesley Curling 
Club at Broomstone’s, a Wayland 
curling rink they share with those 
two teams. 


Broomstone’s (notice two vital 
curling props in the name) is a 
typical ‘‘curling house”’ with a 
lounge upstairs above the ice, where 
opponents meet after a bonspeil for 
good cheer and good drink. 

“Thank you; good game!"’ 

Accompanied by more hand- 
shakes, the words echo amidst 
louder conversation and laughter. 
The curlers ascend the stairs, where 
photographs, awards, and old stones 
glimmer in the light cf a roaring 
fire.

Exotic 
finishes for 
the home

Petrified wood, sharkskin, 
crushed pen shells on furniture, 
marble veining on fabrics and 
walls: it’s all part of the current 
decorating scene. Believe-it-or- 
not surfaces that delight the eye 
as they play tricks on the im- 
agination are all the rage these 
days. 

Both real and simulated exotic 
materials and finishes are ap- 
pearing in the well-decorated liv- 
ing rooms of the wealthy and on 
the pages of shelter magazines 
for those with more down-to- 
earth budgets. While exotic 
finishes are far from new, they 
are suddenly fashionable. 
Reasons cited for their rise in- 
clude a trend toward more or- 
namented surfaces and the grow- 
ing popularity of formal and 
traditional styles. 

Painted finishes are also being 
used on walls and furniture by do- 
it-yourselfers. As a result, paint 
manufacturers are beginning to 
produce finishing kits, and 
retailers have begun offering the 
necessary glazes and oil-based 
paints in greater profusion. 

Christopher Adlington, design 
director for Lee Jofa Fabrics, 
noted that the firm's two 
‘‘Marbles’’ fabric collections 
which imitate marble have been 
among its most popular since the 
introduction of the first in 1981. 
Adlington found the hand-made 
originals at a trade fair in 
England in 1979, but it took 
several years to develop the 
necessary technology to 
reproduce them acceptably, he 
added 

The high degree of expensive 
hand-labor needed to produce 
these finishes once priced them 
out of range of almost everybody. 
Today’s improved screen prin- 
ting technology, however, has 
made it possible to replicate the 
look at more modest prices 


Adlington sees the trend 
toward the dramatic finishes as 
lasting for a long time. 

“There has always been a ter- 
rific interest in trompe !’oeil and 
faux effects," he said. ‘After all, 
they are the ultimate illusion and 
are totally intriguing and 
fascinating.” 

Do-it-yourself is an important 
aspect of the new interest in illu- 
sionary effects, Leslie Anne 
Sacks, a textile designer for Lee 
Jofa, recently took up the art of 
faux finishing herself. She learn- 
ed how to imitate marble, bricks 
and the skywith clouds in it in 
paint and special glazes at the 
Finishing School, Great Neck, 
N.Y 

Each faux finish has a different 
set of requirements, she said. She 
plans to use one formula to create 
a console in the foyer of her 
home.

Sex discrimination in insurance coverage tops B’nai B’rith meeting 


The New England Regional Board of B’nai 
B'rith Women recently met at the Newton 
Marriott Hotel. Leadership from the various 
chapters and units in the New England area 
attended a luncheon followed by keynote 
speaker, Norma Shapiro, League of Women 
Voters of Massachusetts, who discussed 
“Discrimination in Insurance Coverage.” 
Ms. Shapiro gave an informative session 
regarding the current status of women 
relative to insurance sex discrimination in 
Massachusetts, She explained that if women 
gain insurance equality with men it will 
mean $4 million per year in increased an- 
nuities paid to retired women; $5 million per 
year in increased life insurance savings paid 
out to older women, equaling what men get 
with the same policies; 450,000 women 
charged tens of hundreds of dollars less per 
year for medical expense insurance, with 
pregnancy covered as fully as any other ex- 
pense; and 150 women charged tens to hun- 
dreds of dollars less per year for disability 
insurance, 

Analysis shows that there is no such thing 
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as ‘‘fair’’ sex discrimination. Insurers use it 
to manipulate prices and inflate profits at 
the expense of women. Sex discrimination in 
insurance is a civil rights abuse, measured 
by the economic harm it inflicts on women. 

The women attending were encouraged to 
contact their state representatives and state 
senators and urge them to support bills in 
favor of unisex insurance rates and benefits 
and to end sex discrimination.

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Residents want Highlands kept intact

NEWTON — Limited parking, 
restrictive zoning and rent con- 
trol could be the tools to maintain 
the intimate, tranquil at- 
mosphere of Newton Highlands. 

Various Highlands residents 
pushed these ideas at a recent 
Village Study meeting as nearly 
everyone agreed their commer- 
cial center at Lincoln and Walnut 
streets is close to ideal right now. 

“Newton Highlands is probably 
the center that functions best as a 
village,’ Thomas Mangione of 
Chester Street told represen- 
tatives of Connery Associates of 
Winchester. 

The Highlands is the 11th 
village center so far visited by 
Connery, hired to perform the ci- 
ty’s $191,000 Village Study. The 
firm hopes to produce a plan for 
the city’s future development by 
June 1987. 

Connery has divided the village 
into two commercial centers, the 
one at Lincoln-Walnut, the other 
at the Purity Supreme shopping 
center south of Route 9. 

Connery consultant Robert 
Catineau said the two commer- 
cial areas have the capacity for 
more than 500,000 square feet of 
new commercial and office space 
under present zoning. That is a 
little less than twice the amount 
already there, according to Con- 
nery’s figures. 

Residents were concerned ex- 
clusively about the future of the 
Lincoln-Walnut area. Their fears 

were not eased even when 
Catineau told them two-thirds of 
the potential development exists 
along Route 9. 

Right now, the Lincoln-Walnut 
section of the Highlands is an 
enclave of Victorian architecture 
that residents appreciate, 
Mangione said. 

The small stores and relaxed 
atmosphere of the center en- 
courage walking, said Frank 
Aguilera of Hartford Street. The 
Highlands business area is a per- 
sonal, “face-to-face” community 
where most residents know cach 
other, he said. 

Large developments and stores 
that would replace such quaint 
architecture with a ‘new and 
modern” look would disturb 
village life, Mangione said. 

“The popularity of the center 
will in fact allow it to grow in that 
fashion,’ Catineau said at one 
point. “Unless, of course, present 
zoning changes.’”” 

Other residents said high rents 
could drive out the center’s small 
shops in favor of larger chain 
stores. Customers from 
throughout the city and the 
region then would be drawn to the 
village, they said. 

“If there are high rents, the 
small people are going to be 
pushed out,’’ said Florence 
Osman of Plymouth Road.

She urged Catineau and city of- 
ficials to look into commercial 
rent control as a way of keeping 
neighborhood-oriented stores. 

The crowd applauded when she 
said, “I came from Brooklyn, 
N.Y., and I just love this little 
town.” 

Osman encouraged citizen ac- 
tivism as a way to block the chain 
stores from taking over. 

In Martha’s Vineyard, people 
banded together around the 
slogan ‘‘Sock the Mac,”’ preven- 
ting a MacDonald’s from opening 
there. 
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But the Lincoln-Walnut Center 
alfeady may be succumbing to 
city- and regionally-oriented 
stores, according to an informal 
analysis performed by Ann Herr- 
nstadt and three other Highlands 
residents. 

Connery’s figures show about 
two-thirds of the village center’s 
stores are oriented to 
neighborhood services. 

Herrnstadt said the informal 
review revealed 13 Lincoln- 
Walnut businesses cater to the 
neighborhood, and from 35 to 40 
appeal to a city-wide market, she 
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said. A dozen of those also draw 
from the metropolitan region, 
she said. 

She and others noted the 
center’s traffic congestion and 
parking shortage actually may 
retard the swing to a more 
regional market. 

“To a certain extent, lack of 
parking is a protection,” one resi- 
dent said. ‘More parking brings 
in more cars. We don’t think we 
should provide lunches for Win- 
chester.” 

“One way to drive down rents 
is to choke off traffic,” said Alan 
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Dolmatch of 50 Hartford St. 

The city could make illegal the 
joining of commercial sites into a 
single development and it could 
limit businesses to the first floor 
of buildings in village centers, 
said Donald Marthei. The city’s 
Zoning Review Committee 
(ZRC) has rejected both ideas, he 
said. 

ZRC member Brian Yates said 
the committee has suggested 
limiting ‘‘as of right’? commer- 
cial development to the first two 
stories in a business district, 
among other restrictions. 
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Another ZRC proposal would 
require a developer to secure a 
special permit to eliminate a 
residence in a commercial 
district, he said. 

The ZRC recommendations are 
now being studied by the alder- 
manic Zoning Amendment Com- 
mittee. 

Alderman Rodney Barker said 
it would take some time for the 
committee to complete its work. 
He suggested residents support 
the proposed moratorium against 
development as a_ stop-gap 
measure until then. 
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Four Corners residents 
want village-like flavor

NEWTON — The heart of Four Corners is an 
asphalt-covered and automobile-oriented commer- 
cial strip towered over by a controversial three- 
story office building. 

Some 75 residents recently told Connery 
Associates of Winchester they want a change. Their 
center should evolve a village-like atmosphere, 
they said. 

The development of residences, green space and 
small neighborhood stores would achieve that goal, 
some said. 

Others said a pedestrian safety hazard at Walnut 
and Beacon streets - the commercial heart of Four 
Corners - and a parking spillover from business 
parking lots onto area streets must be addressed. 

The meeting at St. Paul’s Episcopal Church 
enabled Connery to summarize its study of existing 
conditions in the village center and hear residents 
ideas on the future of Four Corners. 

Hired to do the city’s $191,000 Village Study, Con- 
nery has held meetings in 10 other centers. The firm 
hopes to develop a comprehensive development 
plan for Newton by June 1987. 

As it has at nearly every other stop, Connery 
painted the grim picture of a neighborhood that 
could be overwhelmed by commercial and office 
development. 


Under existing zoning, Four Corners could add 
230,723 square feet of such development, almost 1 
1/2 times the amount already there. Around 12 
million square feet of commercial and office space 
could be built citywide - around 2 1/2 times of what 
exists now - unless zoning is changed. 

“It’s not going to happen tomorrow," the firm’s 
president, John Connery, said. ‘‘At the present rate, 
you’re looking 20 to 30 years down the road.” 

A village atmosphere can be attained by limiting 
new buildings to 2 1/2 stories with stores on the 
street level only and residences above, said Walnut 
Street resident Alex Frisch. 

The top or half-story would have a sloping roof to 
blend with the surrounding residences, said Frisch, 
a member of the city’s Urban Design and 
Beautification Committee. 

He said the city should regulate store signs and 
facades throughout Newton. Most Four Corner 
establishments show little or no concern for 
aesthetics, he said. 

“Unlike (Newton’s) established villages, you 
could probably demolish most of the buildings and 
it would be an improvement,” said Frisch. 


Several residents said developer Jach Antara- 
mian’s three-story office building at Walnut and 
Beacon streets is the type of construction they do 
not want 

The building aroused controversy because it is 
set back only a few feet from the intersection. “It’s 
a disgrace,"’ said Kay DiRusso of Walnut Street. 

Emily Rando of Montvale Road suggested the 
development of a continuous citywide green space 
like the Fenway in Boston. The green belt could 
begin at Cold Spring's Park and run to Cheesecake 
Brook on the Western side of the Massachusetts 
Turnpike, she said. 

Right now, Four Corners is automobile-oriented, 
raising parking and pedestrian concerns. 

Unlike other village centers, there is no legal 
street parking, Connery said. Spaces are all 
privately owned, many of which are in asphalt lots 
servicing mini malls. 

Since many of the businesses draw customers 
from throughout the city, vehicles at times spill 
over onto streets, some residents said. 

Marilyn Graham of Beaconwood Road said the 
Diamond Bakery, the Star Kosher Market and the 
Delitizer draw so many customers on Sunday morn- 
ing that cars block streets. 

“People can’t get in and out because of an inva- 
sion that comes to buy their lox and bagels,” she 
said. 

Traffic at the intersection of Beacon and Walnut 
streets makes pedestrian crossing hazardous, some 
said. Area children would have to use that intersec- 
tion to reach the new library proposed for the junc- 
tion of Homer and Walnut streets. 

“T’ve seen small children come to that intersec- 
tion and there’s no way,” said Valerie Norwood of 
Hyde Street. 

Connery noted the state's traffic policy the last 30 
years has been to get vehicles through an intersec- 
tion as smoothly as possible, rather than to ac- 
commodate pedestrians. 

“To address what you're saying, you have to 
change public image and public policy,” he said. 
“Are intersections for people or cars?” 

The Four Corners business center developed 
because the city put commercial zoning where two 
major roads — Walnut and Beacon streets — meet, 
he said after the meeting. 

What resulted is a commercial strip that conflicts 
with the ideal of an intimate, friendly center most 
residents want, he said. 

People want a village that has ‘‘the butcher, the 
baker and candlestick maker,’ a place where 
everyone knows each other, he said.

NEWTON CENTRE — The business market in 
Newton Centre is changing and many of its 
residents want to reverse that trend. 

Once a haven for small, neighborhood stores, 
the village center now has many businesses that 
attract customers from across the city, residents 
said. 

Not only is this trend harming the center's old 
New England village atmosphere, but it is draw- 
ing cars to an area with a severe parking shor- 
tage and significant traffic congestion, some 
said. 

Their views surfaced at a recent Newton Cen- 
tre Village Study meeting at the First Baptist 
Church. 

“If I were to offer you a purpose, it would be to 
give us more open space and fewer cars, a less 
regional and a more village (type of) center,” 
Elliot Feldman of Chase Street told Connery 
Associates of Winchester. 

Hired by the city to conduct the $191,000 
Village Study, the Winchester firm hopes to 
develop a comprehensive growth plan for 
Newton by June 1987 

Since mid-January, Connery has been holding 
meetings in the city’s various centers to gather 
residents ideas on the future of their villages and 
to summarize its study of existing conditions. 

John Connery, the firm’s president, told the 
audience of around 120 residents that 1 million 
square feet of commercial and office space could 
be built in Newton Centre under present zoning. 
That figure is almost 1 1/2 times the existing 
amount. 

Development prospects in Newton Centre are 
actually less than in the average village center. 
According to Connery's figures, the city’s 
villages could add 12 million square feet of com- 
mercial and office construction, 2 1/2 times what 
is already there. 

“The feeling is this is a proposition 2 1/2 none 
of us ever voted for,”’ said Emily Rando of Mont- 
vale Road. 

“Zero growth is a possibility,’ Barbara A. 
Levy of Oxford Road said, drawing applause. 
“Consider that Newton Centre should not grow in 
the near future,”” 





Centre locals seek reversal 
of business market changes 


Connery explained the 12 million square feet of 
new development is only a potential long-range 
figure under existing zoning. Actual develop- 
ment would be limited by market forces as well 
as any zoning changes, he said. 

“Although it’s a theoretical number we feel 
comfortable with, it'll probably never happen,"’ 
he said. 

Feldman said the center is gradually being 
taken over by stores with a citywide market, 
Such as banks, expensive clothing 
establishments, even hair salons. 

According to Connery's figures, 43 percent of 
the village center’s stores are oriented to a 
neighborhood market, while 57 percent cater to 
customers from across the city 

The center has many buildings of historical 
significance that could be endangered by new 
development, said Levy. She noted that the old 
Holden Taxi establishment, which once was a 
baggage storage building at the MBTA station on 
Union Street, is being torn down. 

She recommended Connery and the city con- 
sider anti-demolition ordinances and legislation 
that would make Newton Centre a protected 
historic district. 

To ease the area’s parking shortage and 
preserve its village atmosphere, Feldman sug- 
gested converting the parking lot in the heart of 
the center to green space and constructing park- 
ing underneath. 

He and other residents said employees and 
commuters take up existing parking, which 
spills over to surrounding neighborhoods. 

Connery said Newton Centre has a parking 
supply deficit of 579 spaces, the most of any 
Newton village. Extensive meter feeding makes 
it difficult for shoppers to find convenient park- 
ing, he said. 

Barbara Levy of Nahanton Street, who owns 
Chandler/Levy Hardware in Newton Centre, 
said the lack of public parking is helping to drive 
small businesses out of the center. She said she 
pays $200 a week for her 12 employees to feed the 
meters. 

But some residents said more parking could in- 
crease traffic in the center, which already 
becomes congested at the intersections of 
Beacon and Centre streets and Beacon Street 
and Langley Road.

Author immortalizes 
exiled White Russians 
living in Maine town

RICHMOND, Maine (AP) — Since mov- 
ing to Maine 20 years ago Willis Johnson 
has been captivated by the colony of 
White Russian exiles who settled in this 

faded town on the Kennebec River. 

Many residents had lived through the 
upheavals of the Bolshevik Revolution 
and had survived the rigors that follow- 
ed: Stalin’s gulag; post-World II 
Displaced Persons camps; life as 
political refugees in such places as New 
York, South America and China. 

Still nurturing dreams of czarist 
restoration, the refugees came to Rich- 
mond in the 1950s, built three churches 
and transformed the town into an out- 
post of Russian culture. At its height, the 
colony had as many as 500 families but 
death has reduced the settlement’s 
population to perhaps 200 people in all. 

Although the Russian presence in 
Richmond seems destined to become lit- 
tle more than a memory, Johnson has 
immortalized both the place and its peo- 
ple in his critically-acclaimed first book 
of fiction, ‘‘The Girl Who Would Be Rus- 
sian and Other Stories (Harcourt Brace 
Jovanovich, $15.95). 

Johnson, a former Associated Press 
reporter, acknowledges that like the girl 
in the title story, he was attracted to the 
Russians and fascinated by them. 

“It’s the attraction to the exotic,’ he 
explained. ‘It’s exaggerated in her, but 
her attraction was to some degree my at- 
traction.” 

His characters make unlikely heroes 
— most are old and poor — but Johnson 
recognized the momentos events they 
had witnessed and the suffering they had 
endured. Uprooted from their beloved 
motherland, they were destined to die on 
foreign soil unassimilated into an alien 
culture. 

“The lives they had lived were pro- 
bably beyond the imagination of most of 
the Maine people living there,’’ he said. 
“And finally, drifting into this little 
riverside town in Maine. And here, this 
is the end, this is the last spot,’’ said 
Johnson, who still marvels at the im- 
probabilities of history that brought the 
Russians here. 

Johnson drove to Richmond each 
weekend, eating stroganoff or pirozhki 
























tually made friends with some of the 
refugees and exchanged visits to their 
homes. 

He became a charter member of 
Maine’s Slavophile Society, holding 
dances and bringing in eastern Euro- 
pean musicians from out-of-state. Like 
two of the non-Russian characters in his 
stories, he leaned to play the balalaika, 
the stringed instrument whose melan- 
choly tones evoke rural Russia. 


“T wasn’t thinking of writing a book. I 
was just having a good time being 
among these people,” he recalled. 

As a journalist, Johnson had written 
several news features about Richmond’s 
Russians. He observed that his 
newspaper and magazine pieces never 
seemed to capture the essential truths 
that made the expatriates’ lives so 
fascinating to him. 

“The way to really tell about their 
lives was in fiction,” he concluded. He 
began to write short stories in which he 
created his own characters. This enabl- 
ed him to capture the Russians’ pre- 
judices and suspicions while imbuing 
them with a nobility of spirit. He chang- 
ed the village name from Richmond to 
the fictitious Plankton, but retained 
local landmarks and geography. 


Johnson's compassion and understan- 
ding are evident in his gentle, often 
humorous treatment of the book’s most 
memorable characters. Among them 
are Father Vladimir, the priest who 
dreams of making the town rich by net- 
ting roe-laden sturgeon in the Kennebec 
to sell as caviar; the ballerina Valen- 
tinova, whose mind spins with visions of 
the London or St. Petersburg stage as 
she performs her annual Christmas 
recital in a wood-stove heated Methodist 
hall; and Gregor Smolnov, who is still 
haunted by memories of the Bolshevik 
goons who murdered his family. 

The head of the colony, Maxim Max- 
imovich, is the conniving real estate 
operator whose newspaper ads lure the 
Russians to Plankton with promises of 
green forests and snowy winters just like 
those in the old country. But even half a 
world from their native land, the 
characters remain prisoners of their 
past, nursing their grievances and 
wallowing in their sorrows.

Fighting back

NEWTON — This Canadian immigrant is an example of the 
American Dream come true. But Acacia Avenue resident Shirley 
Jaffe also finds herself living an American nightmare. 


To Jaffe, the nightmare is 
the city’s bureaucracy that 
prosecuted her and husband 
Leon for allegedly operating a 
two-family house in a single- 
family zone and the courts that 
fined her $12,000. 

True to the American spirit, 
this feisty, self-made woman 
— who estimates her personal 
worth at between $1 and $2 
million — is fighting back. 

The Jaffes have appealed 
their conviction for criminal 
zoning violations, and the 
state’s Supreme Judicial 
Court (SJC) is now reviewing 
the case. 

In addition, Shirley Jaffe 
has swamped the city’s 
Building Department with 
more than 310 complaints of 
alleged illegal apartments and 
building code complaints. 

Jaffe has become something 
of a zoning sleuth. By compar- 
ing Assessing Department to 
Building Department records, 
she discovers homes that have

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Building ban approved

NEWTON There will be a temporary 
ban on commercial and industrial construc- 
tion in the Garden City. Monday night, near- 
ly 100 residents cheered loudly as the Board 
of Aldermen voted 20 to 3 to pass the 
moratorium petition. 


The vote came after more than one year of 
debate and wrangling over whether or not 
the city needed a building ban and if so, how 
it would affect the city’s tax base. A non- 
binding public opinion question on the 
November ballot showed that residents 
favored a ban by more than 2-1, It was ap- 
parent from the margin of victory, which 
surprised many moratorium proponents, 
that the aldermen were more concerned 
about increased development than decreas- 
ed tax revenues. 

As of today, no building permits will be 
issued in Newton for any commercial, in- 


dustrial or business construction that could 
be built without aldermanic review . The ban 
will last a maximum of one year, or until 
changes in the zoning laws now being 
debated by the aldermanic Zoning Amend- 
ment Committee (ZAC) are enacted. 

Moratorium proponents pointed to an of- 
fice building being constructed at 29 Crafts 
St. by developer Michael Iodice of Chatham 
Realty as one example of why Newton needs 
more control over as-of-right construction. 
The Iodice building is being constructed in 
an industrial zone. Under city zoning laws 
prior to Monday night’s decision, Iodice was 
allowed to build up to six stories of any type 
construction without aldermanic approval. 
Many area residents complained that the 
building was too intense for their residential 
neighborhood. Several attempts to block 
construction of the building failed because it 
was an as-of-right construction, something 
the new law temporarily prohibits. 


“Some communities in this city have 
already been lost to commercial develop- 
ment,’’ Alderman Bruce Carmichael said 
“We have to do something to save the rest of 
the city from what has happened in Newton 
Corner and Newtonville.” 

Proponents on the board added the 
moratorium is needed because Newton is an 
attractive city to build in due to its proximity 
to Boston and mass transportation. 

“This is one of the most important votes 
this board will ever take,’ Alderman 
Rodney Barker said. ‘‘Newton is a very 
desirable location and we must do something 
to protect the residential character that the 
people who live here want.”” 

As proof of their argument, Barker and 
others spoke of the Village Study, where 
preliminary reports have been showing that 
increased development is likely throughout 
the city.

“I’m not on a vendetta to hurt 
people,’ Jaffe says. “‘What I’m 
after is to have an equalization of 
the laws.” 

But like the ink used to take her 
fingerprints when criminal 
charges were brought, the case 
has left its dark stain on Jaffe. 

“I’m a criminal whether I like 
it or not. I’ve been arraigned. 
I've been sentenced,” says Jaffe 
“It's degrading.” 

She steadfastly denies ever 
converting 58 Winthrop St. froma 
single-family to a two-family 
home and she professes to be 
unaware of why the city pressed 
criminal charges against her if so 
many other dwellings violate zon- 
ing laws. 

The dispute over 58 Winthrop 
St. began in the late summer of 
1984 when West Newton 
neighbors claimed she was runn- 
ing a ‘‘boarding house."’ 

One resident recently describ- 
ed the backyard there as ‘‘an ab- 
solute disgrace’ where a half- 
dozen cars, a canoe and two 
doghouses are ‘squeezed onto a 
postage-stamp piece of proper- 
ty.0 





Jaffe disputes those charges. 
Each of her tenants has signed a 
lease, none are transients, she 
says. 

Only three of the cars park in 
the yard, where they take up 
roughly 30 percent of the space, 
she estimates. ‘‘It’s not any kind 
of a postage-stamp lot,’’ Jaffe 
says. ‘‘It's a good-sized 
backyard.”’ 

A key issue to her conflict with 
the city and residents is her 
policy of renting homes to single, 
unrelated people, she says. They 
form communal groups that 
share chores, the cost of utilties 
and occasionally meals, she says. 

In all of her singles groups, 
there has never been more than 
one person per bedroom, Jaffe 
says. 

Most singles would have dif- 
ficulty finding a home if it were 
not for the kind of arrangement 
she offers, Jaffe says. 

Her average rent is $300 a 
month, she says. Realty agents 
have told her studio apartments 
average about $550 and one- 
bedroom apartments average 
about $700 each month, she says. 

Rather than close down the il- 
legal apartments she has 
discovered, Jaffe says it is time 
for the city to accept them as one 
solution to the housing shortage 
facing singles. 

With its current $5 million 
budget surplus, the city could of- 
fer low-interest loans to landlords 
for upgrading apartments to 
satisfy code requirements, she 
says.

Jaffe’s crusade also has touch 
ed the Board of Aldermen and

Born Shirley Mailman on a 
Nova Scotia farin, Jaffe and her 
first husband, Andrew Snooks,

After finding work, the couple 
“saved pennies” for the $3,000 
down payment on a $15,000 home 
in Billerica, ‘‘the only place we 
could afford.”’ said Jaffe. 


She personally refurbished the 
attic, laying down floors, putting 
up a ceiling. Six months later, the 
couple sold the home for $20,500, 
Jaffe says. ‘‘That was a lot of 
money in those days,”’ she says. 


The couple moved to a worn- 
down, two-family Victorian home 
in Bedford, which she refurbish- 
ed. She purchased two more 
homes there after selling the first 
for a $10,000 profit, she says. 


She formed her first singles 
group of five tenants in Bedford. 
When her marriage broke up, she 
took part in a group of seven so 
she could afford the mortgage on 


her first Arlington property, 
Jaffe says. 
Through remortgaging, she 


gradually purchased six more 
Arlington homes in the early 
1970s, Jaffe says. In between, she 
began working for Leon Jaffe, 
owner of Northeastern Com- 
munications Corp. in Waltham, 
and would later marry him. 


In 1983, the Jaffes moved to 
Newton and Shirley Jaffe sold 
her Arlington properties at an 
estimated $200,000 profit so she 
could purchase some of Newton’s 
old, stately Victorian homes. 


But profit is not her only or 
even her prime motive, she pro- 
fesses. 


The houses she owned in Arl- 
ington lacked ‘architectural 
charm,”’ she says. ‘‘Newton has 
charming houses. It’s the Vic- 
torian I go for.”” 


Jaffe says she has spent large 
sums of money refurbishing her 
Newton properties — $75,000 on 
337 Central St. and $50,000 on 
Winthrop Street, for example.

NEWTON — Mayor Theodore 
D. Mann met behind closed doors 
Monday for more than two and a 
half hours with six people who 
urged him to settle the contract 
impasse with the city’s police and 
firefighters by giving them the 
raises they are asking for.

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Unfair labor practice charged in schools 


NEWTON — Teachers of learn- 
ing disabled (LD) students have 
filed an unfair labor practice 
charge against the Newton 
Teachers’ Association (NTA) 
with the state Labor Relations 
Commission. 

LD teachers claim NTA, their 
bargaining agent, did not repre- 
sent them fairly during the re- 
cent contract negotiations. 

The LD teachers were exclud- 
ed from sharing in the profes- 
sional development grants pro- 
vided by the state. LD teacher 
representative Charlotte Mason 
said, ‘‘This will cause us substan- 
tial economic loss.” 

They charge that during con- 
tract negotiations, represen- 
tatives of NTA were informed in- 
correctly that LD teachers were 
not eligible to receive the state 
money for salary increases. 

According to Mason, NTA 
President Tony Croce responded 
to the charge, “indicating he 
would withhold any information 


he obtains regarding our eligibili- 
ty to share in the grant money. 
LD teachers have been re- 
questing this information since 
they first learned of the terms of 
the contract at the end of 
November.” 

Judy Rosenthal, team leader of 
the LD program at Newton 
North, said the teachers are will- 
ing to settle the matter, if possi- 
ble, without involving the com- 
mission. 

“We're hoping to settle this in- 
house, but if that’s not possible, 
we will seek legal recourse,” 
Rosenthal said. 

Croce said the association has 
no choice but to resolve the com- 
plaint through labor mediation. 

“We would prefer to treat it in- 
ternally, as a family difference,” 
Croce said. ‘Since that is not 
possible, let me say that the 
association and its represen- 
tatives received and relied upon 
information in this matter on the 
state law in good faith.” 


Legislature rejects private school aid bill 


NEWTON — A proposed con- 
stitutional amendment allowing 
direct public aid to private 
schools in Massachusetts was 
defeated by a single vote last 
week in the state Legislature. 

Opponents of the measure, 
Rep. David Cohen (D-Newton) 
and Rep. Susan Schur (D- 
Newton) said the amendment 
would have allowed private 
academies and parochial schools 
to pressure cities and towns for 
funding, draining resources from 
public schools. 

Cohen said the law would be us- 
ed to ‘“‘coerce local communities 
into using their scarce local tax 
dollars to support and fund 
private education against their 
will.” 


Schur said the government has 
no obligation to support private 
education. 

“The first obligation of govern- 
ment is to provide for public 
education,’ she said. ‘‘As long as 
there are problems getting 
resources for public education, 
the money shouldn’t be drained.”’ 

A further concern is the stength 
of public education and making 
sure there is equal opportunity in 
it, she added. 


Newton School Committee 
members Lynne Sullivan, Sally 
Rizzo and Jennifer Huntington 
said their concerns are similar. 

“As a representative of a 
public school system, I’m ter- 
ribly concerned about the drain 
of resources a law like this would 
have on public schools,’’ Sullivan 
said. ‘We are given tax money to 
provide education and related 
services to 9,500 students, but 
we're not given that money to 
provide the same for all the 
children in our city.” 

It is a complex issue with ‘‘pros 
and cons on both sides,’’ she add- 
ed. 


With limited resources allotted 
to public education, Rizzo said 
the public school system has to 
use as much money as possible 
on public schools. 


Huntington said public money 
should be allocated only to public 
schools. 

The Legislature voted, 100-88, 
in favor of the proposed school 
aid amendment, but state law re- 
quires 101 of 200 lawmakers to ap- 
prove any constitutional change. 
Final approval by voters would 
be required. 


Boston College unveils dormitory plans 


NEWTON — Plans for two six- 
level dormitories that would 
house 384 students along Com- 
monwealth Avenue were unveil- 
ed recently by Boston College. 

The school is asking the Board 
of Aldermen for a site plan ap- 
proval for the petition, which 
calls for razing both 
Philomathiea and Alumni Halls 
in favor of student living 
quarters. 

Under the so-called Dover Law 
which shields educational institu- 
tions from local zoning or- 
dinances, the city cannot deny 
the petition. Site plan approval 
only allows the board to revise a 
developer’s design plans. 

Attorney Jane Pitt, represen- 
ting BC, told the Land Use Com- 
mittee public hearing that the 
plan will enhance the 
neighborhood by creating on- 
campus housing for students who 
would otherwise seek available 
low-and moderate-income hous- 
ing in the city. 

“There is a great need for hous- 
ing on the campus,”’ she said. 
“This plan would address that 
need. By converting the halls into 
housing units, BC would also be 
able to reduce the amount of traf- 
fic because it would reduce the 
number of commuting students.” 

In addition, Pitt said traffic 
flow on Commonwealth Avenue 
would be improved because ac- 
cess to and from the buildings 
slated for demolition would be 
denied under the BC proposal. 

BC Director of Communica- 
tions Laurence Barton said the 
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new dormitories are needed to 
comply with the school’s develop- 
ment forecasts for the next 
decade. 

“We were one of the first 
schools to develop a 10-year 
plan," he said. ‘‘This is part of 
our program to control growth in 
the next decade. 94 percent of 
students applying to BC request 
on-campus housing, but we only 
have the capacity to house 67 per- 
cent. Right now, students are liv- 
ing in Allston, Brighton and 
Newton and taking up low- and 
moderate-income housing. Since 
1976, we have frozen the number 
of applications we accept every 
year, but the 10-year plan calls 
for 1,100 new housing units. This 
plan is a step in that direction.” 

Sasaki Associates architect 
Roy Viklund said the new 
buildings will conform to the 
English Gothic style of the 
neighborhood, He added that all 
sewer and water requirements 
for the dorms would use the ex- 
isting infrastructure of both 
Newton and Boston. 

There was mixed reaction by 
BC neighbors who attended the 
hearing. 

“Tf it were up to me,’ Ambrose 
R. Page of 789 Boylston St. said, 
“there would be a law that every 
college student would have to live 
on campus. I know that I’m old, 
and that sometimes us old folk 
tend to forget what it is like to be 
young. But putting these kids ina 
residential neighborhood is a 
disaster because they get rowdy 
and keep us up all night.” 
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Garden City to share 


NEWTON — The Garden City, 
along with seven other com- 
munities, will receive a share of 
the profits from this year’s 
Boston Marathon. 

The city will receive $20,000 
from the Boston Althetic Associa- 
tion (BAA) to be used for recrea- 
tional programs that involve run- 
ning. According to Mayor 
Theodore Mann, the BAA money 
represents a ‘‘break in the wall.” 

“Tt’s been a long struggle since 
we first introduced it,’’ Mann 
said of his pitch to have the BAA 
reimburse the communities 
along the route for race-related 
expenses. ‘The principle has 
been recognized by the BAA that 
this is the most important race in 
the world.” 

Last autumn, Mann and Boston 
Mayor Raymond Flynn began 
work on a reimbursement pro- 
gram because the BAA voted to 
offer prize money for com- 
petitors. Under the BAA’s 
charter, if the marathon earns a 
profit it must donate funds to the 
race communities. Mann, poin-

ting to the $35,000 he said Newton 
spends annually for ‘‘out-of- 
pocket” race-related expenses, 
had argued prior to the an- 
nouncement that the BAA should 
reimburse the communities for 
those expenses. 


The BAA, however, balked at 
that. The share of the profits they 
will distribute will go for recrea- 
tional programs. Mann accepted 
that, adding if the BAA should 
win its law suit against Marshall 
Medoff the communities should 
get a proportion of any settle- 
ment. 


“We would expect to be 
recompensed for any additional 
monies that would come from the 
Marshall Medoff case,’ Mann 
said. ‘Any funds that do come to 
us are on the condition that the 
race makes a profit. If there is no 
profit, then the city will not be 
eligible for any reimbursement. 
But, now that it is a commercial 
race, our position has been to be 
reimbursed for out-of-pocket 
expenses.“ 


Carnival raises $10,000 for education 


NEWTON — A recent citywide 
Winter Carnival raised over 
$10,000 for the recently reac- 
tivated Newton School’s Founda- 
tion (NSF). 

The fund raiser was the first of 
many in an effort to raise money 
for innovative educational grants 
not included in the normal cur- 
riculum budget. 

“What was nice about the car- 
nival was the fact that it brought 
the whole city together to have a 
good time, while at the same time 
contributing to a wonderful 
cause,”’ NSF President Richard 
Hamermesh said. “I was thrilled 
with the support, and it’s a start 
as far as community awareness 
of the foundation.” 

NSF Director Marilynne 


Belangi said there are still dona- 
tion checks coming in from 
citizens who could not attend the 
carnival, but were interested in 
the foundation’s goals. 


“People had a phenomenal 
time, and the money we raised 
will help us underwrite the 
enrichment programs we have 
planned,” Belangi said. 

It is not clear exactly what sort 
of grants will be financed yet, but 
it will soon be determined by the 
NSF Grant Committee, ac- 
cording to Hamermesh. 


“We will return the money and 
have it spent in the schools,’ 
Hamermesh said. ‘‘This is just 
the beginning, and it has allowed 
us to go ahead in full swing.” 


Housing to replace Auburndale eyesore 


NEWTON — Aldermen have 
taken steps to replace a7 1/2 acre 
Auburndale eyesore with single- 


family homes and elderly apart- |; 


ments. 

The Auburndale Avenue/Pine 
Street site used to be a Depart- 
ment of Public Works (DPW) 
yard. All that remains is a 
dilapidated and rodent-infested 
stable that once housed the city’s 
horses. 

Only Alderman Matthew Jef- 
ferson expressed less than en- 
thusiastic support as the board 
recently voted unanimously for 
zoning changes so the land can be 
purchased by a Dedham develop- 
ment company. 

The project calls for Auburn- 
dale Development Associates of 
Dedham to build 30 apartments 
for the elderly and 20 single- 
family homes. 

Auburndale Development on 
Dec. 31 agreed to purchase the 
property for $750,000 and Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann released 
details of the proposed sale last 
month. 

Attorney Howard Levine, who 
represents the company, said 
construction could begin this 
June and may be completed in 
six months. 

Since the city owns the proper- 
ty, the site had no zoning. 
Aldermen had to zone part of the 
land for the proposed wood- 
framed garden apartment 
building and the rest for the pro- 
posed single-family homes, as 
well as grant special permits. 

Two of the homes will be deed- 
ed to the Newton Housing 
Authority and six of the apart- 
ments will be reserved for low 
and moderate income elderly 
residents. 

Jefferson said he would have 
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preferred the apartments be for 
low- and moderate-income 
families rather than for the elder- 


ly. 

“Just about any place you can 
put elderly housing in this city. 
The community accepts it far 
more readily,’ Jefferson ex- 
plained after the vote. 

Neighborhoods have a much 
harder time accepting low in- 
come housing, he said. Low and 
moderate income dwellings at- 
tract families, which increase 
school enrollment and can cause 
social problems, among other 
factors, Jefferson said. 

While he praised the city for ac- 
quiring two homes out of the pro- 
ject, Jefferson estimated the 
other 18 single-family houses will 
sell for around $200,000 by the 
time they reach the market. 

“T do not call that affordable 
housing,” said Jefferson.

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Hope is at hand for police and fire 


The vehicle needed to drive Newton 
police and firefighters’ contract talks 
out of the blind alley they have been in 
for almost two years is stalled on 
Beacon Hill. 

House Bill 863, ‘‘an act relative to 
dispute resolution,’ promises to 
reinstate binding arbitration, which 
was dropped from the collective 
bargaining process when Proposition 
2% was approved. It was logical 
enough at the time. Legislators were 
concerned that a mediator might ask 
the city to pay more than it could af- 
ford, given revenues newly restricted 
by the tax cap. 

Since then, the chairman of the 
Joint Labor-Management Committee 
(JLMC), Prof. John T. Dunlop, has 
reported to the governor that the 
agency responsible for nurturing 
labor disputes to a satisfactory con- 
clusion is ‘‘a toothless tiger.”” The lack 
of any closure mechanism, by which 
mediators could order the resolution 
of a dispute, made his committee 
unable to move beyond an impasse. 

Prof. Dunlop also noted, in 1984, 
that ‘low public safety morale and 
the increasing threat of job actions or 
strikes as an alternative to good faith 
bargaining’”’ were the result of his 
committee’s having ‘‘no teeth.” 

Anybody who sat in traffic in 
Newtonville Square, Newton Centre, 
West Newton or Newton Corner, while 
frustrated police and firefighters 
blocked traffic knows we have come a 
long way since 1984. Public safety 
morale is at a dismal low, and job ac- 
tions are around the corner. The pro- 
spect of our police disrupting the up- 
coming Boston Marathon is talked of 
in real terms in some circles. News of 
Newton’s dispute with public safety 
personnel could make _ headlines 
throughout ‘‘the global village.” 

The official job description of House 
Bill 863 makes it sound ideally suited 
for the present situation in Newton: 
“In situations where the process of 
collective bargaining ... has been ex- 
hausted, and where a continuing 
police or fire dispute threatens the 
public welfare, H863 would empower 
the JLMC to make a final determina- 
tion, binding on the union and the 
municipal employer, but subject to 
approval or rejection by the local 
legislative body.” 

The JLMC would weigh all the 
facts, make a decision and ask the 
Board of Aldermen to ratify it. If the 
board refused, the JLMC’s decision 
would cease to be binding, and the 
parties would return for further 
bargaining. The board’s approval, on 


the other hand, would mean the 
JLMC’s decision was backed by the 
superior court. 

The city’s objections to this means 
for bring binding arbitration back to 
the bargaining process are echoes 
from the first days of Prop. 24%, when 
they feared a mediator might strap 
them with expenses for which they 
had no revenues. But, in fact, 
municipal bargaining teams enjoy 
ample protection under House Bill 
863 


Representatives of the 
municipalities, selected from the 
Local Government Advisory Council, 
supposedly advocates for cities and 
towns, enjoy a healthy majority on the 
JLMC when it comes time to vote. 
They would betray their constituents 
if they did not make fiscal respon- 
sibility their chief concern. 

Further, arbitration would be 
limited to wages, hours and conditions 
of employment, leaving management 
its usual perogatives. Moreover, the 
bill places a _ three-year ‘sunset 
clause’ on any binding arbitration, 
during which the JLMC monitor the 
situation to see if things turned out the 
way they thought they would. 

Concern for the fiscal health of 
cities and towns is evident in the list of 
factors to be weighed by the JLMC in 
arriving at a decision. At the top of the 
list: ‘‘The award (is) to be consistent 
with the local taxes assessed in a town 
and appropriation for local aid in that 
fiscal year.’”’ 

Listed as the second most important 
factor for the JLMC to weigh: ‘‘The 
financial amility of the municipality 
to meet costs.” 

The third most important con- 
sideration, according to the bill: ‘“The 
interest and welfare of the public.” 

The Newton Graphic agrees with 
Kevin P. Blanchette, chairman of the 
House Committee on Public Service, 
that ‘“‘House 863 represents a signifi- 
cant step forward in labor relations 
while keeping intact local fiscal 
autonomy ... It provides a workable, 
limited means for overcoming the 
most difficult hurdles in municipal 
collective bargaining.” 

Even more important, in our eyes, 
is the promise that, “If enacted, 
House 863 will restore a sense of pur- 
pose and meaning to the local public 
safety bargaining process.” 

We urge all those involved in the 
passage of House 863 to act with deter- 
mination to hasten its implementation 
and insure that the Garden City will 
continue to enjoy the highest level of 
public safety services. 


There are parking spaces in Newton Centre 


The concerns most often voiced at 
the recent Village Study meeting in 
Newton Centre were predictable 
enough: Traffic is a nightmare and 
parking is impossible. 

No doubt Connery Associates, the 
firm conducting the citywide study 
will attempt to address these pro- 
blems. Their task is not an enviable 
one. Sweeping solutions have been put 
forth in the past, and nothing has been 
done. 

We will leave the sweeping solutions 
to the experts. For the here and now, a 
more modest proposal might be ap- 
propriate. 

Many, many of the available park- 
ing spaces in the commercially inten- 
sive section of Newton Centre are 
never available to the shopping 
public. They are already occupied 
early in the morning, taken by 
employees of the businesses there 
who ‘‘feed the meter”’ until they leave 
work at the end of the day. 

It is our understanding that this is 
an illegal practice. Given the city’s 
parking ordinances, these cars that 
sit at a meter all day can be ticketed 
every hour ... all day long. If this is the 
case, it seems difficult to believe that 
our meter maids, who seem to pounce 


on parking offenders in other parts of 
the city with a vengeance, have ig- 
nored the prospect of writing reams in 
Newton Centre. 

To be more specific, let’s send the 
ladies who so strictly patrol the West 
Newton Square municipal lot over to 
Newton Centre for a couple of weeks. 
If they can survive writer’s cramp 
that long, employees of businesses in 
that area might start taking ad- 
vantage of the plan suggested to them 
more than two years ago as a way out 
of their daily dilemma. 

They can park in the Woodland 
MBTA lot for $1, take the T to work for 
$1.50 and ride back to their cars at the 
end of the day for free. $2.50 does not 
seem to be that outrageous a price for 
a day’s parking, but as long as so- 
meone can monopolize a much- 
needed space all day for $2 in quarters 
no one will take advantage of the pro- 
posal. 

Meanwhile, shoppers who can not 
stand the aggravation will stay away 
from the Centre in droves, and the 
Same business owners whose 
employees duck out regularly to ‘‘feed 
the meter’’ will complain that 
“something must be done”’ about the 
parking situation there. 
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State census may be history

House Republicans have filed a bill for the 1986 
legislative session that would abolish the state cen- 
sus. 

Currently, both the federal and the state conduct 
a decennial, or ten year, census; the federal count 
occurs at the start of each decade and the state 
counterpart at the midway point. The U.S. Census 
Bureau uses professionals trained in conducting 
such population counts. Massachusets, on the other 
hand, relies on city and town clerks and local cen- 
sus supervisors who compile the statistics in dif- 
ferent ways, ranging from mail and phone surveys 
to door-to-door counts. Computerized forms used by 
the Secretary of State’s office are also not compati- 
ble with the computer systems of the few 
municipalities that have them. 

The cost of a state census is $6 - $10 million and 
will continue to grow as local officials demand pro- 
per funding to avoid the administrative problems 
that surfaced during the 1985 statewide count. 

At a recent legislative committee hearing, even 
the Secretary of State’s office, which directs the 
state census, sent a representative to testify in 


favor of abolishing the state census since it is 
“redundant, an administrative nightmare and very 
costly for the Commonwealth.” 

A degree of politics even enters into the census, 
since the state uses its own population figures to 
determine local aid distributions to cities and towns 
and to redraw House and Senate districts based on 
population shifts. All the more reason, for verifica- 
tion purposes, to put this task in the hands of a 
neutral body like the U.S. Census Bureau. Current- 
ly, an audit is being conducted of Boston’s census in 
an attempt to verify figures that appear high. 





The need for uniformity, verification and con- _ 


sistency weigh heavily in favor of eliminating the 
state census and instead relying on the federal cen- 
sus. To do so, however, would require an amend- 
ment to the state constitution. According to the 
secretary of state, if the 1990 federal census is to be 
used for the 1995 redistricting effort, an amendment 
should go to the voters in November of 1988. 

I urge the state legislature to vote in favor of such 
an amendment and allow the voters of 
Massachusetts to eliminate a redundant and expen- 
sive practice.

1991 could bring $1,000 sewer bills

NEWTON — Mayor Theodore 
D. Mann does not believe a 
household should have to pay 
$1,000 a year to flush its toilets 
and turn on its water faucets. 


But that is what the 
Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority (MWRA) reportedly 
has predicted the average family 
may have to pay annually for 
sewer-water services by 1991. 


The city has never figured 
what the average sewer-water 
costs per household are, but in re- 
cent discussions about raising 
municipal charges for those ser- 
vices, local officials used as an 
example a family of five that 
paid $240 in 1985. 


At his weekly press conference, 
Mann said he and officials from 
other communities will meet with 
Governor Michael S. Dukakis 
some time before May 15 to 
discuss reducing residents’ 
future sewer-water costs. 


At the least, Mann wants the 
state to pay $36 million in debts 
the authority inherited from the 
Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion, which was responsible for 
sewer-water services before the 
MWRA was created last year. 


Behind the projected rapid rise 
in rates is the MWRA's respon- 
sibility to clean up Boston Har- 
bor, the cost of which the authori- 
ty’s 5l-member communities will 
likely bear, Mann said. 

The state should help pay for 
the cleanup since the harbor at- 
tracts visitors who pay state 
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governor has recently turned a 
deaf ear to communities such as 
Newton that pleaded for more 
state aid to offset federal cuts. 
“The governor hasn’t been too 
sympathetic lately,” said Mann. 


meal and hotel taxes, Mann said. 
And the harbor brings in trade 
for all of Massachusetts, he said. 


“Boston harbor is a regional 
asset that has developed income 
for the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts,” said Mann. 

The cleanup responsibility also 
belongs to the federal govern- 
ment since the harbor generates 
jobs that produce income tax, he 
said. 





Boston itself has responsibility 
for the cleanup because its ‘‘ma- 
jor commercial enterprises’ 
create too much waste for city 
sewers to handle, thereby 
polluting the harbor, he said. 


And like the state, the harbor 
generates income by bringing in 
visitors who pay the recently 
enacted municipal hotel-motel 
tax, Mann said. 


The MWRA prediction that 
sewer-water services could cost 
the average household $1,000 an- 
nually in five years was reported 
to aldermen last week by Stephen 
Cirillo, the city’s chief budget of- 
ficer. 


In addition, he said the authori- 
ty is considering raising its 
charges to member communities 
by 74.8 percent next fiscal year, 
twice what was anticipated. 


Under the MWRA’s present 
funding plans for the harbor 
clean-up, Newton residents 
“would be paying a dispropor- 
tionate share,’ Mann said. ‘‘The 
greatest beneficiaries are the 
federal and state government.” 


While he holds out hope the 
state will help, Mann noted the

NEWTON - The paper is in- 
tricately folded, but it is uncer- 
tain how much thought went into 
the mechanics and angles of the 
creases. The teacher turns her 
back, giving some prankster the 
chance to throw his paper 
airplane across the room. 

For most children, it is the 
thrill of not being caught. It 
might even be more fun if so- 
meone else gets blamed for being 
aclass clown. 

For Newton Advanced 
Challenge elementary school 
students, paper airplanes serve a 
more serious scientific purpose 
mastering the laws of 
aerodynamics. The youngsters 
are concerned more with the pat- 
terns and reasons behind the suc- 
cess or failure of their flights 
than with how far their planes 
fly. 


Science Specialist Bill Radom- 
ski organized the First Newton 
Advanced Challenge Paper 
Airplane Contest for 12 talented 
fifth and sixth graders to 
demonstrate their scientific pro- 
wess Monday. 

Students’ expectations soared 
in the Bigelow Junior High School 
gymnasium before the contest. 
But once it began, an element of 
disappointment was in the air. 
Some experienced the thrill of 
success, while others inevitably 
felt the frustration of defeat. 

All entries had to be made of 
paper, and each contestant was 
given two weeks to prepare air- 
crafts for launch. Scotch tape and 
glue could be used for bonding 
purposes only, not to add weight. 

Taylor Heanue, 12, won both 
the accuracy toss and the 


distance throw. His plane flew 66 
feet before touching ground, and 
he managed to throw his airplane 
twice through a two-foot hula 


hoop from approximately 16 feet 
He and one other student, Justin 
Neisuler, were the only two con- 
testants to fly their planes 
through the hoop. Heanue’s suc- 
cess is attributed to the four- 
winged design of his aircraft 


“Because my plane is dart- 
shaped and heavy in the tip, I had 
better control of it," Heanue said. 
“T also had twice the wing sur- 
face of a two-winged plane, and 
that’s why my plane went so 
far," he said. 


For Justin Neisuler, 12, the real 
reason behind his success was 
blind luck. Neisuler won the 
hang-time category, keeping his 
aircraft aloft for a 5.7 seconds 
class record. 

“T think the reason I won is 
because my plane drifted around 
in circles because the weight of it 
is imbalanced,” he said. ‘I think 
I folded it wrong."” 

Furthermore, the high ceilings 
in the gymnasium were an asset, 
he added. 


“When I practiced flying it in 
my house, it kept hitting the ceil- 
ings because they're so low,” 
Neisuler said. “I knew the only 
chance I had was to throw my 
plane straight up and let it float 
down." 

The contest rules allowed 
students to use a different plane 
design for each category, but 
very few students used more than 
one plane, 


“Some of the kids put all their 
eggs in one design basket and 
found that it wasn’t the way,” 
Radomski said. “Some of them 
had some good ideas, and next 
week we'll discuss why some fail- 
ed and others succeeded.” 

Students are assigned to 
measure the surface areas of the 
wings and bodies of their planes 
for next week's class. 
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“T want them to understand the 
reasons why their aircrafts work- 
ed or didn’t work,’’ Radomski 
said. ‘Overall, the accuracy toss 
was their weakest area, and 
hopefully next week they'll 
discover why.” 

The advanced challenge pro- 
gram is in an experimental stage 
for the city’s most brilliant 
students. Once a week, Radomski 
gets in his van to pick-up his 
students from five participating 
elementary schools for their 90 
minute class. The students are 
pulled out of their regular science 
classes to participate in advanc- 
ed challenge. 

“These are kids who assimilate 
and gobble up information faster 
than others,"’ Radomski said. 
“Even when all things are work- 
ing well in the regular school cur- 
riculum, some of our best kids 
are hard to challenge.”’ 

The pilot program allows these 
students to experiment, explore 
and discuss things among peers 
who are at the same intellectual 
level, he added. 

“The learning in my class oc- 
curs because of the dynamics 
within a group of very bright and 
interested youngsters, rather 
than by my delivering informa- 
tion in a one-to-one or small 
group tutorial situation,’’ 
Radomski said.

fire under review

BOSTON Relief may be on 
the way for police and 
firefighters who complain that 
there is no way to impose wage 
settlements on their municipal 
employers. A bill to reinstate bin- 
ding arbitration on negotiations 
between municipalities and 
police and fire unions is up for 
discussion in the state House of 
Representatives this week. 

Binding arbitration for 
municipal labor disputes was 
repealed with the 1981 passage of 
Proposition 2%. The bill would 
give the Joint Labor Manage- 
ment Committee (JLMC) respon- 
sibility for imposing settlements 
on negotiations ‘‘where media- 
tion and fact finding have been 
exhausted,”’ according to sponsor 
Rep. Kevin Blanchette (D- 
Lawrence). 


JLMC Chairman John Dunlop 
says his committee ‘“‘is a 
toothless tiger’’ because of the 
lack of any closure mechanism 
such as binding arbitration. ‘‘The 
lack of a closure mechanism is 
the chief impediment to the com- 
mittee’s efforts to move beyond 
impasse.” 

According to Blanchette, if 
passed, the JLMC would impose 
binding arbitration in situations 
where the process of collective 
bargaining has been exhausted 


and where prolonged police or 
fire disputes threaten public 
welfare. After meeting with both 
sides, the JLMC would make a 
final determination that would be 
binding on both union and 
employer, subject to the ap- 
proval of the municipal 
legislature. In Newton, any deci- 
sion would require approval of 
the Board of Aldermen. 

The way the bill currently 
reads, the JLMC would consider 
a municipality’s available fiscal 
resources, including state provid- 
ed local aid and real estate taxes. 
According to Blanchette staffer 
Donna Bean, the JLMC would 
take into account Newton's 
reported $8.6 million surplus if 
they were to make a decision in 
the dispute. 

Only wages, hours and condi- 
tion of employment would fall 
under the bill. The JLMC would 
have no jurisdiction over appoint- 
ments, promotions assignments 
or transfers. 

Mayor Theodore Mann _ has 
argued against the bill in the past 
on the grounds that ‘‘it ties a city 
or town’s hands by imposing a 
settlement without taking into ac- 
count future fiscal needs.’’ Blan- 
chette says that this bill would 
allow city officials to point out 
such concerns during bargaining 
sessions without having it con- 
strued as an unfair labor prac- 
tice. 


Firefighters may join 
BAA marathon picket

NEWTON — Firefighters and 
police may picket the April 21 
Boston Marathon if there is no 
progress in contract discussions 
with the city, Newton 
Firefighters Association presi- 
dent Kevin McArdle said last 
week. 


Earlier, Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann announced negotiators for 
the city and firefighters plan to 
meet sometime this week. The 
session will be the first since 15 
hours of bargaining Feb. 4. 


A picket of the Boston 
Marathon would focus public at- 
tention on the plight of 
Hrefighters and police, McArdle 
said. 


“If we have to picket the 
marathon and get worldwide at- 
tention, we will,’”’ said McArdle. 

The marathon winds through 
Newton over Washington Street 
and Commonwealth Avenue. 


“I’m hoping it never happens,”’ 
he said of a marathon picket. But 
if it did, ‘‘Never, ever, ever would 
public safety be jeopardized,” 
said McArdle.

NEWTON — Police Associa- 
tion (NPA) President Lynda 
Glenn has confirmed rumors 
that police and firefighters 
may picket during the April 21 
Boston Marathon after 
another 10 hours of negotia- 
tions with the city failed to pro- 
duce any resolution of the 20- 

month-old labor dispute. 
“Anything is possible at this 
time,’ Glenn said after talks 
broke down for the second con- 
secutive night last week short- 
ly after 12:30 a.m. “The of- 
ficers are angry and 


frustrated that the city has 
refused to budge an inch. I 
have no control over them and 
the city is aware of that. I hope 
we don’t have to come to the 
point where we will protest 
during the marathon but we 
have to do something.” 


The two sides will have to 
wait two weeks before resum- 
ing negotiations because 
mediator Timothy Bornstein 
will not be available until 
March 26, 


Glenn said she “did not want 
to have to go back to the 
membership without a con- 


tract” and that the only reason 
her bargaining team agreed to 
the March 26 meeting was ‘‘a 
lack of alternatives.” 

“TI don’t know what to do,” 
she said, “I am as angry and 
frustrated as the membership 
and I am open to suggestions.” 

While refusing to comment 
on details of the negotiations 
this morning, Glenn has said 
in the past that the NPA 
bargaining team is seeking a 
package of wage increases 
similar to the recently enacted 
teacher's contract. Newton 
teachers in December won 
raises of 7, 7 and 6 percent 





beginning the end of this 
school year, 

City officials have said that 
they are offering a four-year, 
23.4 percent increase. Glenn 
called that figure ‘‘hogwash,”" 


“1 don’t know how (Chief

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Weld backs ‘environmental

NEWTON U.S. Attorney 
William F. Weld last week told 
members of the Charles River 
Watershed Association (CRWA) 
to hold his ‘‘feet in the fire’’ to en- 
sure his office fights environmen- 
tal abuse at every turn 


Mixing wry humor with 
legalisms, Weld told the approx- 
imately 100 persons gathered at 
the CRWA’s 1986 Celebrity Din- 
ner not to be reluctant about ap- 
proaching law enforcement of- 
ficials for help with environmen- 
tal controversies. 

“The greatest source of leads 
that we have noticed is either 
disgruntled employees who just 
couldn’t hack it any more ... or, in 
a surprising number of cases, 
citizen complaints,” said Weld, 
himself a CRWA member and 
self-proclaimed ‘‘environmental 
terrorist.” 


He also left the CRWA with 
some tongue-in-cheek advice on 
“a project’ they might want to 
pursue during the coming year. 

“The one thing that you simply 
must achieve, and I’m sure you 
can if you all work together, is to 
finally, once and for all get Rita 
Barron out of her shell,’’ he said 
in reference to the group's 
firebrand executive director. 

Weld, whose wife, Susan, is a 
former CRWA board member, 
expressed the hope that his office 
can begin to pursue more en- 
vironmental matters through 
criminal litigation.

He said that effort might be 
bolstered by a kind of exchange 
program that has brought an at- 
torney from the Environmental 
Protection Agency's regional of- 
fice into his office for one year to 
work as an assistant U.S. at- 
torney specializing in such 
issues. 

Weld said he has raised to five 
the number of attorneys working 
full-time on environmental mat- 
ters, an issue he described as his 
third-highest priority behind 
public corruption and narcotics. 

There were no full-time at- 
torneys with that focus when he 
took over the U.S. attorney’s slot 
from Edward F. Harrington five 
years ago, he added. 

Most of his address served to 
update CRWA members on the 
pending civil suits the federal 
government is sponsoring in an 
effort to protect or restore har- 
bors, rivers and wetlands. 

The most visible of these is the 
lawsuit seeking to compel state 
and local authorities to stop 
discharging sludge and raw 
sewage into Boston Harbor in 
violation of the Clean Water Act. 

He said the case illustrates a 
longstanding issue: ‘‘Do you go to 
court and compel people to do 


things that they said they were 
going to do anyway?” 

Weld and EPA Regional Ad- 
ministrator Michael Deland 
came under fire from several 
state lawmakers for pressing the 
suit at a time when the 
Legislature seemed close to a 
political solution. 

He said his reason for moun- 
ting an aggressive legal attack 
was the fleeting resolve often 
displayed by political leaders and 
his sense that ‘goodwill’ does 
not always translate into action. 

Gov. Michael S. Dukakis was 
“much more gung-ho”’ about for- 
cing movement on the harbor 
issue than Attorney General 
Francis X. Bellotti, whom Weld 
said had ‘‘procedural dif- 
ficulties” with his approach. 

“There's nothing like a few 
court orders to get their atten- 
tion,’’ Weld said of the 
Legislature’s role in finally 
creating a new authority to han- 
dle the clean-up,.”” 

He also compared the 
Legislature’s operating methods 
to ‘the Baltimore City Council’s 
snow removal plan. 

“It’s called spring,’ Weld said. 

He said the issues of “‘liability 
and responsibility” involved with

“The more difficult problem 
will be determining a remedy,” 
added Weld, who said the suit is 
unique because it seeks compen- 
sation for the damage to the har- 
bor’s lobster and fish population. 

The one area where en- 
vironmentalists are ‘‘losing 
ground daily” is the protection of 
the wetlands that serve as water 
purifiers and flood control buf- 
fers, Weld said. 

He credited the CRWA for help- 
ing to combat the preblem by 
pressuring the government to 
purchase or set aside tracts along 
the Charles River's 80-mile route.

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Schur tobe challenged Building ban approved

NEWTON — John E. Carlucci, 
the Republican opponent of State 
Rep. Susan D. Schur, has promis- 
ed to go door-to-door in the 12th 
Middlesex District to bring his 
“lower taxes’ campaign to the 
voters. 

Carlucci, 30, officially an- 
nounced his candidacy and a 
number of GOP endorsements 
during a Monday afternoon press 
conference at the Pierce House 
on Chestnut Street in West 
Newton. 

A_post-polio quadraplegic, 
Carlucci said the door-to-door 
visits will be one part of an effort 
to raise $20,000 for his campaign. 

Schur’s district, which slices 
through six wards and 12 
precincts, is located primarily 
along the city’s western boun- 
dary. 

Although backed by a number 
of prominent Republican leaders, 
Carlucci made his first gaff of the 
still young political season by 
saying that he ‘anticipates’ an 
endorsement from Ward 5 
Alderman-at-Large Paul EB. Col- 
etti. 

“He has shown himself to be 
leaning toward the more 
moderate wing of his party,’ he 
said of Coletti, the city’s Finance 
Committee chairman and a 
registered Democrat. 

But Coletti, who considered 
running for Schur’s seat before 
she ruled out a bid to succeed 
retiring State Sen. Jack 
Backman, said Monday night he 
has no intention of supporting 
Carlucci’s candidacy.

“I do not even know this 
gentleman. I have never had the 
pleasure of meeting him or even 
speaking to him. It offends me 
greatly to have somebody in- 
dicate I am endorsing them when 
we have never even spoken. 

“T would never endorse a per- 
son for a seat that I had planned 
to run for,” Coletti added. 

Flanked by his wife, Kelly, 
Carlucci said he has been endors- 
ed by Citizens for Limited Taxa- 
tion activist Sam Robbins, 
former aldermanic candidate 
John Amicangioli, the 
Republican State Committee and 
the Republican City Committee. 

He also has the backing of the 
Disabled Rights Union and the 
Disabled Alliance of 
Massachusetts. 

In addition, Carlucci said he 
“tacit endorsements’ from the 
Massachusetts Taxation Com- 
mittee and the Newton Tax- 
payers Association. 

The motivation for his cam- 
paign is the feeling that ‘‘it’s high 
time somebody tackled the issue 
of taxes in this city,”’ he said.

« Quinn can appeal to the Zoning 
Board of Appeals for a variance 
to allow the third unit, Gentile 
said. ‘Whether he’ll get it is 
something else,’’ Gentile said. 
“It's a gamble.” 

Columbus was acting on a com- 
plaint made by Newton landlord 
Shirley Jaffe, who was pro- 
secuted by the city for allegedly 
having a two-family home in a 
single-family zone at 58 Winthrop 
St. 


Cambridge District Court 
Judge Arthur Sherman ruled 
against Jaffe and her husband 
Leon, fining them $12,000. The 
case is now being reviewed by the 
state’s Supreme Judicial Court 
(SJC). 


Jaffe has accused the city of 
selective enforcement of zoning 
ordinances and has lodged over 
300 complaints of alleged zoning 
and building code violations with 
the city. 


Jaffe said she is disappointed 
the city took so long to act on her 
complaint, which she submitted 
more than two weeks ago. 

But the controversy over 
Quinn’s building may aid her ef- 
forts to make the public aware of 
the city’s many unreported zon- 
ing and building code violations, 
she said. 


“Tt's been very good for 
publicity. I can’t deny that,” she 
said. “It’s bringing it to the peo- 
ple. I think they can relate to the 
chief better than other people 
because he is the chief.’’ 


Repeatedly referring to Schur 
as ‘‘this woman,’’ Carlucci 
charged the incumbent with be- 
ing “bound and determined to 
raise taxes higher’’ and said she 
voted against a tax rebate for the 
elderly in 1984. 

“This woman does not have the 
best interests of the taxpayers in 
mind,” he added. 


Carlucci called for no new state 
taxes, no increase in federal 
taxes, an increase in the personal 
exemption limit on state taxes 
and an elimination of the state 
tax on Individual Retirement Ac- 
counts (IRAs). 

He also called for a reduction in 
the size of the state bureaucracy 
through the elimination of per- 
sonnel and cumbersome forms 
and regulations. 

“Your tax money is going to 
keep the bureaucrats in power,” 
Carlucci said. ‘A  15-percent 
reduction in the state 
bureaucracy will result in a $3 
billion tax savings. We’re being 
regulated right out of our pocket- 
books.” 


The Everett native also claim- 
ed to have more political ex- 
perience than Schur, a former 
alderman, by virtue of his 
“grassroots political work’’ over 
the last 15 years. 

Carlucci, a freelance writer 
who moved to the city late in 1984, 
served as a field coordinator for 
John Sears’ 1982 gubernatorial 
campaign and Elliot Richard- 
son’s 1984 run for the U.S. Senate. 

He holds a bachelor’s degree in 
English and history from the 
University of Massachusetts at 
Boston.

She said she is not ‘going 
after’’ Quinn, simply asking he 
be given the same treatment ac- 
corded her. 

Quinn should have known the 
premises could only have two 
units legally, she said. ‘I think he 
should have admitted he had an 
illegal three-family,”’ said Jaffe. 

At 58 Winthrop St., the city 
ordered her to take out pipes 
from the basement to the 
building’s second kitchen, Jaffe 
said. Removing the pipes could 
cause structural damage to the 
building, she said. 

The city also ordered her to 
evict some of her tenants, Jaffe 
said. Those orders are on hold 
pending an SJC ruling, she said. 

Jaffe questioned whether the 
Building Department would de- 
mand that Quinn do the same. 
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“I really didn't want this,” 
Alderman Domenic Taglienti 
said of the moratorium, ‘‘but I 
feel backed into a corner when I 
look at the results of the Village 
Study and see that we can expect 
development in this city to triple 
and quadruple.” 


Another key factor in the vote 
was an amendment by Alderman 
Richard McGrath to exclude 
from the moratorium any 
development that requires board 
approval. Many aldermen who 
had opposed the petition in the 
past said they voted favorably 
Monday night because of that 
amendment. 


“T had opposed it in the past,”’ 
Alderman Louis Irwin said. “I 
thought it was too broad and not 
focused enough, but the McGrath 
amendment changed that by 
limiting a moratorium to only 
those buildings that the board 
cannot deny.” 


Alderman Cynthia Creem 
agreed. 


“With this petition and the 
amendment,”’ she said, ‘“‘this 
board can continue to act as a 
permit-granting body. I had op- 
posed this in the past because I 
did not want to give up the

McGrath amendment, I 
ported it.”’ 


In addition, with the amend- 
ment, the new law excludes the 
construction of multi-family 
buildings from the moratorium 
That swayed some housing ad- 
vocates like Sondra Shick, but 
Matthew Jefferson and Carol 
Robinson still opposed it 


“I recognize that some 7,000 
people voted for it,’’ Jefferson 
said of the moratorium ballot 
question, ‘I take that not as a 
mandate, but as an advisory 
vote. I suspect what we are reac- 
ting to is size and bigness. We 
have to ask, ‘When is Newton go- 
ing to close its doors for good?’ I 
agree that the development on 
Crafts Street is a disgrace, but 
there is not one single thing we 
can do about it now.” 


Jefferson said changing zones 
was a better way of protecting 
the city, adding that a 
moratorium ‘‘will undermine the 
tax base if we shut development 
down.” 


Thomas Paulini, who lead the 
fight to enact a moratorium, was 
estatic. ‘‘We fought a long time 
on this,’ he said, ‘‘and this was a 
long time coming. I was a little 
surprised that we had as many 
votes as we did, but I will gladly 
take them. I think that this ver- 
sion is a good compromise with 
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McGrath's amendment. The 
hardest compromise we made, I 
think, is that one year may not be 
enough time. I held out for 18 
months as the original petition 
read, because it may take a little 
longer for the ZAC recommenda- 
tions to be passed.” 

Alderman Paul Daley, a strong 
moratorium opponent, said he 
did everything he could to defeat 
the petition, adding that “It will 
put pressure on the ZAC and the 
Village Study to finish before the 
moratorim expires."’

Use of the Birkeland and Eyde 
process (named after its creators) 
was widespread in Norway until 
World War II — after which it was 
abandoned when less expensive 
technology using oil or natural gas 
was developed. 

“‘At-the time, the success of the 
Norwegian venture was a sensa- 
tion,’’ Alamaro says. ‘‘It was hailed 
as a solution to the worldwide 
nitrogen crisis.”’ 

Alamaro proposes to revive the 
Norwegian process for international 
business applications by making it 
mobile. By mounting the reactor 
units on flatbed trucks, he hopes to 
create a system which “brings the 
fertilizer to the customer” — 
eliminating transportation and 
storage costs. 

“Not to downgrade myself,’’ he 
says, ‘‘but I’m really only taking a 
proven system and adding four 
wheels.’”’ 

Nontheless, Alamaro has been 
issued patents in Isreal, Germany, 
Britain and the U.S. for modifica- 
tions to increase the efficiency of the 
Birkeland and Eyde process. 

The original Norwegian reactors 
operated at approximately 3- to 4- 
percent efficiency, with the remain- 
ing energy escaping through heat 
loss. Using modern heat recovery 
techniques, Alamaro says he has im- 
proved efficiency to 10 percent. 

But he has his sights on even 
grander schemes. Even greater effi- 
ciency could be achieved, Alamaro 
theorizes, by forcing air through the 
reactor chamber at supersonic 
speeds and recycling the lost kinetic 
and thermal energy. 

“The supersonic reactors current- 
ly is in a very fundemental, basic 
stage,’’ he says. 

By virtually all reports, the need 
for fertilizer is critical in developing 
countries — which use a small frac- 
tion of the 50 pounds-per-acre used 
by industrialized nations. 

Although he envisions systems of 
several sizes, Alamaro is most in- 
terested in manufacturing 10- 
megawatt plasma reactors at an 
estimated cost of $5 million apiece. 
Such a unit would create between 
five and six tons of fertilizer per 
hour — enough to supply 200 acres 
per year. He says such a unit would 
pay for itself within two years, but 
conceeds fluctuating electric costs 
remain the unknown factor in the 
equation. 

Alamaro currently is looking to 
raise a $140,000 in seed money to 
conduct three months of initial 
market research into the proposal. 
After this, he will require several 
million dollars to produce a pro- 
totype and plans to open things up to 
investors. 

The end goal is to create a U.S.- 
based multinational company which 


would manufacture the systems for 
lease or sale. A devotee of pure 
capitalism, Alamaro views this goal 
strictly from a business perspective, 
as a means of exploring a ‘‘vast, un- 
tapped market.”’ 

“T’m interested in big systems and 
purely capitalistic applications,’’ he 
says. “If a charitable group wants to 
buy a reactor and produce fertilizer 
in Ethiopia, fine. But I’m not going 
to work for the U.N.” 

Statements like these have 
endeared Alamaro neither to his 
peers nor potential backers. He ad- 
mits that part of his difficulty in fun- 
draising has resulted from a notable 
lack of university or corporate af- 
filiations. 

“I’m an outlaw in that regard,”’ he 
says. 

This “‘outlaw”’ status is nothing 
new. Back in 1980, Alamaro 
journeyed to Norway to study the 
original Birkeland and Eyde system. 
At that time he tried to interest 
Norwegian industry in reviving the 
process — without success. 

“In Norway they don’t like me 
because I’m going to compete with 
them with their own national inven- 
tion,” he says smugly. 

In some six years of marketing the 
concept, Alamaro has had numerous 
nibbles, but few solid bites. Scien- 
tists at MIT, Harvard, NASA, the 
Tennesee Valley Authority and the 
U.S. Dept. of Agriculture have ex- 
pressed interest in the proposal. 

But in general, the major 
laboratories have been unwilling to 
put their money where their mouth 
is. 

To keep things moving in the in- 
terim, Alamaro has sold his idea to 
minor investors, like Newton resi- 
dent and Brandeis University 
mathematics professor Clint Scoviel. 


“First, I liked his financial idea in 
terms of how this product fits a cer- 
tain market by taking advantage of 
an abundance of power in the Third 
World,’’ said Scoviel, who con- 
tributed $1,000. ‘‘Second, I don’t feel 
he’s the kind of guy who's going to 
give up.” 

Scoviel isn’t alone in his op- 
tomism. Alamaro has made 
believers out of Russell C. Phillips 
and Chester W. Marynowski at the 
Stanford Research Institute — who 
vouched for the system when it 
came under the scrutiny of the U.S. 
Patent Office — and Ray A. 
Goldberg, a professor at Harvard’s 
Graduate School of Business Ad- 
ministration who said the proposal 
Bae “far reaching commercial poten- 
tial.” 

In addition, Alamaro received an 
honorable mention in a recent con- 
test for energy-related inventions 
sponsored by Boston Edison. 

But thusfar no one had been for- 
thcoming with the kinds of big 
money Alamaro needs to launch his 
venture. As a result, he spend a good 
part of his free time operating a tree 
business out of his Tremont Avenue 
home.

“It’s really physical work and it’s 
risky — just look at my hands,” he 
says, spreading his scarred fingers. 
“At the end of the day I’m really ex- 
hausted.” 

Alamaro says he resorted to the 
tree work after realizing his non- 
citizen status prevented him from 
from working on defense projects for 
government contractors. And while 
it is not exactly on the scale of his 
fertilizer project, is more than pay- 
ing Alamaro’s bills — Hurricane 
Gloria ensured that. 

“To tell the truth,’’ he says rather 
self-consciously, ‘I’m making more 
money than I’ve ever made in my 
life.””

DO YOU BELIEVE IN MAGIC? 


For laymen, the Birkeland and Eyde 


nitrogen-fixing process sounds almost like 
magic — creating fertilizer out of thin air. 
It’s not quite that simple. But if Moshe 
Alamaro succeeds with his plans, and despite 
his hard-line-capitalist stance, the results still 
could be miraculous for food-deficient Third 


World countries. 


In the Birkeland and Eyde process, an elec- 
tric are is passed through the air in a reactor 
chamber, The are jumps across a magnetic 
field, which to the naked eye flattens the alter- 
nating currents into a disc shape. 

This process produces nitric oxides, which 
are added to water to produce a weak nitric 
acid solution. When reacted with limestone it 
forms nitrates — the key element in fertilizer 

Alamaro stresses this technology is not pie- 
in-the-sky. It was proven in Norway for more 
than 30 years, until shouldered aside by a Ger- 
man process which uses petroleum to produce 


nitrogen fertilizer 


On a large scale, the petroleum-based 
method remains more efficient than the 
Birkeland and Eyde process. But several! fac 
tors could make a return to this technology at 


tractive — not the least of which is that 
petroleum-fertilizer plants typically take 
decades to construct and bring on-line. 

Alamaro’s units would be constructed in the 
U.S., rolling off assembly lines and rolling into 
areas of need to take advantage of a second 
factor: because of massive irrigation and 
hydroelectric projects, many developing coun- 
tries have more power than they can use. 

This mimics ‘‘the economic and agricultural 
conditions that existed in Norway 70 years 
ago,’’ Alamaro says. ‘‘Power is going unused 
everywhere.” 

Of greater importance is a condition Alamaro 
has identified whereby the capacity to produce 
yer (in this case, electricity) routinely in- 
ses in large increments. Consumer de- 
mand, on the other hand, increases gradually 

and takes a while to catch up — temporarily 
resulting in excess capacity 

This excess capacity means cheaper rates. 
Furthermore, Alamaro’s portable reactors 
could be operated at night, during off-peak 
hours, resulting in even less expensive produc- 
tion of fertilizer.

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Boston is among top five cities in housing costs

WASHINGTON California 
upheld its reputation of having 
the highest housing ¢ in the 
nation last year, with San Fran- 
cisco ranking No. 1, and two 
other West Coast cities rated 
among the top five, according to 
a study by the U.S. league of Sav- 
ings Institutions. 

Homes in the 
metropolitan art 
for a median price of $152,000, 
more than twice the national me- 
dian price of $75,000, the league 
reported. The median is the mid- 
point, with half the homes selling 
for more and half for less. 

After San Francisco, the most 
expensive ¢ for home pur- 
chase: New York City with a 
median s price of $129,700, 
followed by Boston, $126,000; Los 
Angeles, ,000; and Anaheim- 
Santa Ana-Garden Grove, Calif., 
with a median sales price last 
year of $122,000. 

The league based its rankings 
of 46 metropolitan areas on in- 
formation pulled from 16,300 con- 
ventional mortgage loans tnade 
by member associations. 

At the other end of the scale, 
some of the cheapest housing was 
found in the Midwest, where a 
depressed economy has con- 
tributed to holding down home 
costs 

The least expensive city among 
those surveyed was Pittsburgh, 
where the median price of a 
home was $54,152, followed by 
Dayton, Ohio, $54,750; Cincin- 
nati, $55,300, Bloomington- 
Normal, Ill., $55,900, and Akron, 
Ohio, and Reading, Pa., both with 
median home prices last year of 
$56,000. 

The typical American buying a 
median-priced home of $75,000 
last year made a downpayment 
of $14,000, representing just 


Picking 
a laundry 
detergent

Ask a dozen people which laun- 
dry detergent they prefer, and 
you're liable to get 12 different 
answers. Part of the reason may 
be attributed to the barrage of 
advertising for the many pro- 
ducts available. And some people 
may use a particular brand 
because it was the one their 
mother or father used. 

To see if any one detergent ac- 
tually did remove stains better 
than another, Consumer Reports’ 
chemists put 11 major detergents 
with various formulations 
through the ringer — both in the 
laundry and in the lab. 

White polyester-cotton shirts, 
soiled from normal wear, were 
laundered in each detergent. 
While the detergents all cleaned 
lightly soiled areas competently, 
they all proved hit or miss on col- 
lars and cuffs, which stayed soil- 
ed on about 40 percent of the 
shirts, no matter which detergent 
was used, 

For lab tests, Consumer 
Reports used a rigorous pro- 
cedure recently developed in 
association with the American 
Society for Testing and 
Materials. Major differences bet- 
ween detergents emerged 

Measured amounts of 10 hard- 
to-wash stains — blood, chocolate 
syrup, spaghetti sauce, grass, 
mud, grape juice, makeup, tea, 
ballpoint-pen ink and used motor 
oil — were each carefully applied 
to one of 2,000 swatches of 
material, 

After the swatches were wash- 
ed, the stains were examined 
closely. Nearly all of the 
detergents w able to remove 
the blood stains, but some were 
better at it than others. Even the 
least effective products did a 
good job of removing blood from 
polyester-cotton swatches. 

A few products had minor pro- 
blems removing the chocolate 
syrup from the nylon swatches 
tested, but most did a very good 
job. 

Many of the detergents had a 
harder time removing commer- 
cial spaghetti sauce. They left a 
food-oil stain on polyester-cotton 

the kind of greasy spot you 
often find on dark-colored 
polyester blend tablecloths. The 
rest of the test stains proved to be 
even more of a challenge for 
most of the detergents 

Of the products tested, Liquid 
Tide did the best job. It perform- 
ed well in most of the difficult 
Stain tests. The chemists found 
its bottle handy with its broad 
base that doesn't easily tip over 
and its drip-free spout 








under 20 percent of the cost of the 
house, leaving a monthly mor- 
tgage payment of $573. 

To the mortgage payment was 
added $75 for real estate taxes, 
$100 for electric and other utili- 
ty costs and $22 for insurance 
coverage for a total monthly me- 
dian housing expense of $770 last 
year, according to the league 
survey 

At the two extremes, the me- 
dian monthly housing expense in 
San Francisco was $1,370 com- 
pared with $673 in Pittsburgh.

Slo-Flo kit reduces plant watering usage

A plant watering system 
developed in Israel to cope with 
irrigation problems in barren 
stretches of desert is helping 
homeowners take care of their 
plants in the United States. 

Called slow flow, or drip irriga- 
tion, the system can reduce the 
amount of water used by as much 
as 50 percent. 

New do-it-yourself kits from 
several manufacturers make it 
possible for homeowners to adapt 
this technology. True Temper 
Slo-Flo kits, for example, come in 
three different configurations for 
specific applications — landscap- 
ing, patios and vegetable 
gardens. 

The kits snap together and 
hook up to an outside water tap. 
Timers can be added. 

Tools needed for assembly are 
a tape measure for determining 
lengths of tubing, and a pair of 
scissors or a knife for cutting tub- 
ing. No adhesives are required. 

First, a drawing should be 
made showing lawns, gardens 
and plantings with rough 
distances and including an 
outline of your house with 
available faucets. Next, deter- 
mine how best to serve each 
specific area. 

Landscaping that contains 
needled plantings and flowers, 
for example, should be provided 
a very fine, steady spray of 
water. 

For gardens and planters, 
water should be dripped slowly at 
the base of plantings, allowing 
the ground to absorb every drop. 
To meet these needs, some kits 
contain perforated tubing and

been buried or not. Each riser is 
pushed into the poly tubing at the 
point where a spray is desired, 
and threaded into a snug fit. They 
don’t leak. A spray nozzle is then 
screwed into the top of the riser. 

For vegetable gardens, 
straight ‘‘T”’ and elbow conectors 
are provided to lay out the water- 
ing system without kinking the 
‘42-inch poly water supply tubing. 

The ‘‘T” fittings are installed 
at the end of each row of plan- 
tings and an irrigation tape, 
which only allows water to seep 
out, is stretched the length of 
each row. 

Patio kits provide quarter-inch 
poly tubing with ‘“T”’ fittings to 
channel water from the main 
supply to individual plantings or 
pots.

In choosing the shingles, Haney 
advises, the first consideration 
should be the weight, remember- 
ing that the heavier the shingle, 
the longer its life 

The extra weight is mostly 
asphalt, and 280 to 350 pounds 
per-square products can offer up 
to 10 years to the life of a roof, he 
says. 





ur home turns 15...raise the roof! 
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Asphalt shingles usually have 
an approximate weight of 215 to 
350 pounds per square, with a 
square equalling the number of 
shingles that will cover 100 
square feet of roof. 

To determine the number of 
shingles needed, calculate the 
total square footage to be 
covered, add 10 percent for error 
and then divide by 100. This gives 
the number of squares of shingles 
needed. A typical 1,000-square- 
foot roof requires 11 squares. 

Haney points out that shingles 
are packaged in bundles — with 
three, four or five bundles per 
square, depending on shingle 
weight — and if shingles are to be 
transported to a job site, it is im- 
portant to know the number of 
bundles 

Like many specialities, roofing 
has a jargon all its own: 

Hip the inclined external 
angle where two sloping roof 
planes meet. 

Ridge the uppermost, 
horizontal external angle where 
two sloping roof planes meet. 

Valley the internal angle 
re two sloping roofs meet. 
ashing the metal or roll 
roofing used to prevent water 
seepage around any intersection 
or projection in a roof, such as 
vent pipes, chimneys, adjoining 
walls, dormers or valleys. 

Asphalt shingle product lines 
usually include hip and ridge 
shingles designed to fit neatly 
over the triangular points where 
two roof planes intersect.

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Vallely winds up scouting career

Scouting supervisor Jack 
Vallely of Newtonville today an- 
nounced his retirement from the 
Cleveland Indians after 40 years 
in the major leagues. 

Vallely was brought into 
Cleveland in 1972 by owner- 
President Gabe Paul, General 
Manager Phil Seghi and Farm 
Director Bob Quinn, to fill the 
role as scouting supervisor. 

Jack had worked as New 
England scout for the 
Philadelphia Phillies, Cincinnati 
Reds and New York Mets before 
joining Cleveland. He held a 
similar position with the Oakland 
Athletics. 

The former St. Mary’s High of 
Waltham athlete was the 
youngest scout ever signed to a 
major league payroll — a record 
that still stands today. Over the 
years, Jack has sent a number of 
players up to the big leagues. 


Among his latest proteges was 
Rich Thompson, a 6-5, 225-pound 
righthanded pitcher he signed out 
of Huntington Station, Long 
Island. Last year, Thompson led 
all Cleveland pitchers by appear- 
ing in 57 major league games. 

Also, Cory Snyder, ticketed to 
play in the Cleveland outfield this 
year, is a product of Brigham 
Young University who was sign- 
ed out of Harwich in the Cape Cod 
League in 1984, 

On the local season, Waltham 
High outfielder Al Cosgrove (6-5, 
220) was signed by Vallely in 1962 
when he was working for the Cin- 
cinnati Reds. Cosgrove reached 
the major league plateau twice 
but didn’t stick. 

Jack will begin his 39th year as 
head baseball coach at Curry Col- 
lege this spring with his son 
Brian as assistant coach and 
chieft talent scout. He has had 34 


winning seasons and had had on- 
ly four losing years. His Curry 
College teams have won 565 
games, lost 153 and tied 1. Last 
summer, Jack signed Curry cat- 
cher “Buzz’’ Franzen to a 
Cleveland contract 

In announcing his retirement 
Vallely stated: 

“T gave it much thought and 
decided not to go into another 
spring training camp. Baseball 
has been good to me over the 
years. I scouted all over this 
country, plus the Mexican 
League, Dominican Republic and 
Puerto Rico League. I scouted 
major league clubs for trades 
and for World Series reports 
when the clubs I worked for were 
involved in the World Series. I did 
it all. 

It is now time to concentrate on 
continuing the baseball tradition 
at Curry College.” 
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Methuen denies North girls

WALTHAM — They knocked 
on the door for three solid 
quarters, those Methuen 
Rangers, and when they finally 
crossed the threshold into the 
black, the Eastern Mass. Cham- 
pionship was theirs via a 61-53 
victory over Newton North. 


North took the lead eight 
seconds into this Eastern Mass. 
girls’ basketball championship 
thriller Tuesday night at 


Brandeis’ Shapiro Athletic 
Center, and the Tigers would hold 
the edge for three and a half 
quarters before their northern 
opponents made their move. 


When Methuen grabbed the ad- 
vantage four minutes into the 
fourth, there was no stopping the 
towering Rangers. North trailed 
by three with 55 seconds left 
when the intentional fouling 
started and the Ranger followers 
began to chant. 


Newton North bowed out of the 
tournament with a 21-2 record. 


“Determination, courage, 
heart...that’s my starting five,’’ 
said Tiger coach Irene Cucina 
after the loss. ‘They don’t give 
up.”’ 


Methuen showed the same 
amount of character, holding 
close to the quick but smaller 
Tigers, The Rangers trailed by 
eight entering the final frame but 
ran off 10 straight points to start 
the period, thus erasing the 
deficit. 


Darlene Orlando, Methuen’s 6- 
3 giant center, scored six points 
during the table-turning run, in- 
cluding the go-ahead hoop with 
four minutes to play. 


Following a Karen Zraket 
game-tying jumper, Orlando 
pulled down a Newton miss, dish- 
ed it ahead to Zraket, then got the 
pass back and took it inside for a 
47-45 Methuen lead. 


Ann Meng broke the scoring 
run with one free throw, cutting 
the sudden Tiger disadvantage to 
one before the Rangers ran off 
six straight to take a 53-46 edge 
with 2:15 left. 


Despite a_ top-of-the-key 
jumper and a solo free throw 
from Wendy Rogers, Newton 
North could not get back into the 
game. The Rangers had stolen 
the momentum and were not 
about to give it up. 


“Coming into the game, we 
knew they (Newton North) were 
going to press but we weren’t 
playing well against it (in the 
first half),’’ said Methuen coach 
Mimi Hyde-Stott. ‘“‘We buried 
ourselves.”’ 


In the fourth though, Hyde- 
Stott noticed the resurgance of 
Orlando, and Methuen bet the 
book on the Ranger center. 


Orlando scored 19 points, 11 in the 
fourth quarter, and cleared 10 re- 
bounds in the game, most of those 
in the final frame also. 


“Darlene came on in the 
fourth,’ Hyde-Stott said. ‘‘She 
was forcing the ball in the first 
half so I pulled her.” 


Orlando is one of four six- 
footers on the Ranger squad, but 
surprisingly, Methuen did not 
capitalize on the height ad- 
vantage until the second half. 


‘Newton was burning us on the 
boards in the first half,’’ Hyde- 
Stott said. ‘‘Instead of boxing out, 
we were going for position, and 
they were killing us.”” 

Carol Ventura, Newton North’s 


5-10 senior, played the thorn in 
Methuen’s side in the first two 
periods. The senior forward 
outrebounded the towering 
Methuen front line, sometime 
getting two or three offense re- 
bounds in a row. 


Even 5-4 Robin Silver was stan- 
ding up to the oversized Methuen 
forwards. At one point in the first 
quarter, Silver stood her ground 
on a driving Orlando. The senior 
guard took the blocking foul, but 
made sure her Methuen op- 
ponents knew she would not back 
down. 


Meng gave the Tigers the lead 
to start the game, and after 
Methuen tied the score at two-all 
and four-all, Newton North ran 
off nine straight points to grab a 
13-4 edge with 4:12 left in the first 
quarter. 


Meng had six in that run while 
Ventura added a steal and a 
layup. 


Methuen cut the lead to three, 
13-10, but a five-point binge by 
Newton to close out the quarter 
gave the Tigers an 18-10 ad- 
vantage. 


Behind nine points by Richard- 
son off the bench, Methuen crawl- 
ed back into the contest, trailing 
by three at the half, 30-27. 

The teams would trade hoops 
for most of the third quarter, un- 
til the Tigers rattled the Rangers 
with a seven-point run to close 
the period. Leading by one, 38-37 
with 2:40 left, North got a hoop 
from Rogers before the junior 
point guard finished off a three- 
point play with 1:52 left, putting 
the Tigers on top, 43-37. 

Then, with 13 seconds left in the 
third quarter, Silver took a Meng 
steal in on the hoop, heard the 
footsteps of 6-0 Debbie Richard- 
son on her heels, and smartly 
dropped a pass behind her back 
to a rushing Ventura, who layed 
it home for a 45-37 lead.

Lions bid adieu 
to K. Antonellis 


It’s been a long time coming 
but Newton South girls’ basket- 
ball coach Mark Aronson can 
look forward to an experienced 
crew returning for next season. 
But, with every dose of good news 
comes a spoonful of bad news. 

Aronson loses three seniors 
from this season’s tournament 
quarterfinalsts, and one of them 
is the franchise. Senior Katrina 
Antonellis stayed just long 
enough at South High to break 
every conceivable school record, 
but it’s time for the four-time all 
star to move on. 

“It'll be the first time that I 
have experience coming back, 
but when you lose a player like 
Katrina, you never know just how 
important the loss will be,’’ said 
Aronson. ‘‘You never know how 
the girls are going to play without 
her and you wonder who’s going 
to step in and replace her.”’ 

While it’s still early to 
speculate, Aronson has a good 
idea which one of his three retur- 
ning starters will carry the load. 
Junior Cheryl Williams was se- 
cond on the team behind An- 
tonellis in scoring, and right now 
the 5-4 forward-guard is number- 
one on Aronson’s list. 

“The pressure’s on Cheryl,” 
admitted Aronson. “Her role will 
change. I’m going to need 15 to 20 
points a game from her, and oc- 
casionally I’ll need her to have 
those 20-25 point games.” 

This winter, Williams pumped 
home an average of 10 points a 
game in addition to her 10 re- 
bounds and three blocked shots 
an outing, but Aronson said the 
junior will have to shoot more 
next season. 

“She’s a reluctant shooter and 
she’s going to have to change 
that,’’ Aronson said. ‘‘She’s got 
as much talent as any player 
around, but she’s got to go after 
that potential.” 

Williams will share the captain 
honors with seniors-to-be 
Kristann Wilmore and Jen Ler- 
man. 

Wilmore, at 5-7, is one of the 
taller girls on next year’s squad 
and is expected to crash the 
boards as she did this season. 
What Aronson needs from the 
junior forward is more points. 

“Kristann's got some pressure 
on her too, because she'll have to 
score some points,’’ Aronson 
said. “She’s made great im- 
provements though. A year ago, 
she was a non-player.”’ 

Lerman, Aronson's recent 110 
Percent Award winner, can play 
both the point guard and the off 
guard equally well. The coach 
said Lerman should have an 
“‘outstanding”’ senior year and is 
confident the 5-1 guard will be a 
key 

“She'll provide excellent 
leadership for us and she’ll be a 
tough player defensively,’’ he 
said. ‘She's improved she’s 
reworked her shot and she can 
dribble with either hand 
she's a more mature player.”’ 

That maturity, which Aronson 
Sees in several of his returners, 
will be the key next season. The 
coach admitted to being surpris- 
ed that this year’s crop did so 
well, qualifying for the State 
Tournament and winning two 
games, but there is a different 
feeling as he looks ahead to 
winter ‘87-88. 

“Katrina was always the scor- 
ing star, but next year we're go 
ing to have different people com- 
ing up with the 10 and 15 point 
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games,”’ Aronson said. ‘‘We’ll re- 
ly on pressure, defensive tur- 
novers, and pushing the ball up- 
court. If the kids work hard and 
come into preseason hungry, I 
think we'll do all right.” 

Aronson said the Dual County 
League looks as strong as ever 
with Boston Latin losing just one 
starter. 

Junior Dede Hill should be one 
of those players who, in any given 
game, can pour home the 10 to 12 
points. Aronson said she has an 
excellent shot and an aggressive 
style, but she has got to work on 
her game. 

Sophomore ‘‘Pookie’’ Wilson 
had an up-and-down second 
season but came on strong in the 
playoffs. Against Duxbury, the 
diminutive point guard scored 
seven points and handed out 
seven assists. 

‘“‘She’s got to be aggressive on 
offense and she’s got to cause the 
turnovers on defense,’’ Aronson 
said of Wilson. ‘‘Next year is 
make-it or break-it for Pookie. 
She could be one of the best 
players in the league if she 
develops and plays consistent 
ball. She has got an unlimited 
potential.’’ 

Five-foot-10 junior Jen Roser 
came off the bench this season 
and, according to Aronson, 
anything she did was considered 
an extra. 

“Jen had the luxury of being a 
bonus player, anything she did 
was a bonus, but she’s going to be 


expected to contribute next 
year,”’ Aronson said. 
A strong defender and re- 





bounder, Roser has the potential 
to average 12 points and 12 re- 
bounds each time out 

Another big girl, sophomore 
Lucy Ketterer, was the biggest 
surprise this season, emerging as 
a valuable substitute 

“T really didn’t expect her to 
play one minute all season,” the 
coach said. ‘‘She proved to be an 
intelligent player. She’s always 
in position defensivel: he’s ag- 
gressive, and she’s just now 
developing an offensive game. 
We just need more of the same 
from Lucy and she'll become a 
great leader before she’s done.”’ 

Junior Kathy McBride rounds 
out the list of returners. Although 
the 5-4 guard did not see much ac- 
tion with the varsity, she did 
practice each day with them and 
knows the routine. 

Freshman Kim Cohen is ex- 
pected to challenge for a spot on 
the varsity, and Aronson speeks 
highly of the 5-4 ninth grader. 

“She’s got an excellent game 
"he said. ‘‘She’s got good 
instincts, always makes the right 
move, and can stick her 
jumper.” 

Jenny Ketterer, Lucy's older 
sister, was a ‘‘solidifying force’”’ 
on Meg Stewart’s junior varsity 
Squad, and Aronson said the 5-5 
junior has a shot at making the 
varsity 

Aside from Antonellis, Aronson 
loses seniors Sheilla Coleman 
and Tammy Barone 

Coleman, South's defensive ex- 
pert, was the recipient of the 
coach's 1986 Defensive Player of 
the Year Award 

“It’s the first time I gave an 
award like that,’’ Aronson said 

Sheila is a real hard worker. In 
a sense, basketball is not her 
Sport — she was kind of out of ele- 
ment but she worked it out 
with hustle and a desire to 
suceed,’

special South honors

NEWTON The Boosters’ 
Club presents 110 Percent 
Awards at every Newton South 
High sports night, but Tuesday 
the club, fans, coaches and 
athletes had a couple of very 
special citations to applaud. Both 
were rarities, going to senior 
athletes for accomplishments 
way above and beyond the norm. 

One of those trophies capped 
the evening and drew a standing 
ovation for its recipient.

Founded the Cahners Publishing Co. 


BOSTON A funeral service 
was held this morning in Temple 
Israel, Boston, for Norman L. 
Cahners, 71, of Boston’s Back 
Bay, founder, president and 
chairman of Cahners Publishing 
Co. 

Locally he is survived by his 
son, Robert M. Cahners of 
Newton.

In college, he was on the varsity 
football and the track teams. 

During World War II, he was a 
supply lieutenant in the Navy 
Reserve and was assigned to help 
solve delivery problems facing 
the Navy. Placed in charge of the 
Materials Handling Laboratory 
at the Hingham Naval Depot, he 
developed new techniques and 
equipment for rapid handling of 
war material. 

He patented several of these in- 
novations and initiated a publica- 
tion, ‘‘The Palletizer,”’ featuring 
information on materials handl- 
ing. 


In 1946, the Navy gave him per- 
mission to continue the magazine 
as the name of his new civilian 
publication. He later expanded 
its scope and changed the name 
to ‘Modern Materials Handl- 
ing." 

In the years following, his firm 
started additional. magazines or 


acquired others. By 1968, 
Cahners Publishing Co. had 
become the second largest 


publisher of business magazines 
in the country with an estimated 
gross of $47.8 million and some 
1.5 million readers. The firm cur- 
rently has offices in Boston’s 
South End and in Newton Corner, 
where it occupied One Newton 
Place last year. 

Mr. Cahners was a contributor 
to and supporter of the Children’s 
Hospital, Beth Israel Hospital, 
the Boston Chapter of the Na- 
tional Urban League, the Boy

Dear R.G.: 


It’s a good idea to diversify 
your tax free holdings. Some of 
the investments you refer to not 
only provide a higher yield than 
municipal bonds — they also pro- 
vide a greater potential hedge 
against inflation because they 
are equityinvestments. 

Municipal bond interest is tax 
free for a simple reason — the 
federal government levies no tax 
on investments issued by state- 
municipal governments. All 
other investments that provide 
tax-free income do so by offset- 
ting tax benefits against 
revenues. 

Take real estate, for example. 
If you buy a real estate income 
limited partnership, you end up 
being a partner in the ownership 
of a piece of real estate. As an in- 
vestment, it generally has a 
depreciable life of 18 years, and 
this depreciation provides a tax 
writeoff to the owners of the pro- 
erty. At the same time, the tenant 
pays rent, most of which is also 
passed on to the owners. This in- 
come remains partially tax free, 
but only to the extent that it is off- 
set by depreciation. 

The same principal applies in 
equipment leasing partnerships. 
Instead of purchasing real estate 


as in the previous example, these ' 


partnerships buy equipment 
(computers or transportation 
vehicles, for example) which 
they then lease to corporations. 
The equipment, like real estate, 
can be depreciated over a 
number of years, and therefore

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A passion for her Borgward

Add to your list of ‘women who love too 
much,”’ the San Francisco publicist Jinx 
Hone, an otherwise rational person with 
a hopeless passion for her car. 

“Brunhilde” is a white Borgward, an 
Isabella Sports Coupe with what her 
owner calls ‘‘art deco, siren lines,”’ a red 
and white leather interior and a gleam- 
ing, chromium grill, Ms. Hone bought 
her (she never calls Brunhilde ‘‘it”) in 
1961. Since then the car's cost her so 
much money, she could be driving a 
Rolls-Royce Corniche 

The Borgward lives in a_ rent- 
controlled garage in Pacific Heights. 
“She’s always had her own apartment.” 
Once a week, she gets lovingly hand- 
washed and rubbed down: no_car- 
washes. ‘Recycled water on THAT 
FACE?" In the line of duty, she’s carted 
Omar Sharif, Yves Montand, Pierre Sal- 
inger and Gay Talese around town 

Not only did they all fall in love with 
her, Ms. Hone claims, but ‘‘young men 
who’ve never seen one before throw 
their bodies on the hood, screaming that 
they have to have her.”’ The woman in 
the driver's seat smiles sweetly and tells 
them it’s a package deal. Where 
Brunhilde goes, she goes if she could 
arrange it, all the way to a common 
grave. 

Fresh out of school, on ‘‘the grand tour 
of Europe,’ Ms. Hone saw her first 





Borgward parked in front of the Hotel 
Splendide in Brussels. Heart palpita- 
tions and a rush of blood to her girlish 
cheeks. She got on a train next day for 
Bremen, Germany, and ‘‘Herr 
Borgward’s immaculate factory.” 

What won her heart was the car’s 
“sexy, independent, platinum-blonde 
persona,”’ says Ms. Hone, who fits the 
same description minus the ‘‘platinum.”” 
“Jean Harlow would have killed for 
her.’’ Twenty-five years later, she’s still 
Brunhilde’s love slave, the passive part- 
ner in automotive bondage. 

The car went out of production shortly 
after Ms. Hone bought hers. Borgward 
mechanics are as rare as unicorns, 
Midas doesn’t stock mufflers and parts 
have to come from Babylon, Long 
Island, where the last extant supplier 
rebuilds brake cylinders in his home 
garage. ‘‘Sometimes I think they have to 
be shipped from the jungles of the 
Yucatan.” 

Desperate, she ‘‘once bought a fender 
from a man in Las Vegas who hinted that 
he’s a retired Mafia bag man. He men- 
tioned the Bonnano family a lot.’’ David 
Niven was in tow, book touring, when the 
fender arrived, shipped by Greyhound 
bus. Publicist and client picked up the 
coffin-sized crate in a rented stretch 
limo, with Niven and a helpful crew of 
winos doing the loading. 

Another driver had bashed Brunhilde. 
Ms. Hone had hysterics and has yet to 


forgive the cop who did the accident 
report. ‘Do you know what he asked 
me? ‘Where are you going to get parts 
for that Studebaker?’”” 

She can’t understand such soul- 
lessness. How could anyone mistake her 
“timeless design classic’ for a Detroit 
iron? Think of a car as the means of get- 
ting between point A and point B? Drive 
a Honda Civic, like her longtime male 
friend, who was content with a 
Volkswagen until the door on the 
driver's side fell off? 

The man dreads riding with her. ‘‘He 
knows that if anything happens, I'll cry 
my eyes out.’’ He urges her to trade the 
Borgward for more sensible transporta- 
tion. He doesn’t press the point because 
“the knows that he’s No. 2.”’ If Ms. Hone 
had to choose between him and her cur- 
rent mechanic, there’s no doubt how 
she'd jump. “This one’s from Turin, but 
he’s a genius. He understands her Ger- 
man soul.”’ 

So Giovanni Lenci maintains 
Brunhilde, supplanting a mechanic who 
moved to India. Ms. Hone had promised 
this one she'd leave the car to him in her 
will. “I’m so healthy, though, he got 
tired of waiting.’’ Yet another victim of 
the chromium-plated vamp a little 
long in the tires but still breaking hearts 
and her owner's bank account. 

Ms. Hone says there are about 30 
Borgwards left in the United States — or 
rather, ‘30 still running.’’ 


Which compact Car is tops? 


(NEA)— When the Toyota Camry first 
appeared in showrooms, the auto 
engineers at Consumer Reports tested 
and rated it tops among compacts. Since 
then, they’ve found little reason to 
change their opinion and have graded 
the 1986 Camry excellent in performance 
and reliability. 

A four-door Camry LE hatchback was 
tested recently, along with other com- 
pact cars — including the Oldsmobile 
Calais. Standard equipment on the LE 
which lists for $11,808 — includes a 2-liter 
four, overdrive automatic transmission, 
power steering and brakes, stereo radio 
and rear-window defroster. 

Adding air conditioning, power win- 
dows and locks, aluminum wheels, 
cruise control, power sunroof, cassette 
player with equalizer and an anti-theft 
alarm raised the price to $15,261, in- 
cluding destination charge 


The Camry started and ran flawlessly, 
and shifted smoothly. Fuel economy 
averaged 29 miles-per-gallon, best 
among the four cars tested. While the LE 
was somewhat sluggish in emergency 
maneuvers, it was always stable and 
controllable. Braking was excellent. 
Safety and seating comfort received 
generally high marks, and the bumpers 
sustained no damage in the engineers’ 
basher test. 

Although the Camzry is a fine car, the 
engineers suggest that anyone over 5- 
foot-10 stay away from the hatchback, 
especially with sunroof. The sedan has 
more headroom. 

The four-door Calais Supreme tested 
lists for $9,883 with a 2.5 liter four, power 
steering and brakes, and stereo radio, 
all standard. 

Adding automatic transmission, 
power windows, rear-window defroster, 


air conditioning, cruise control and 
aluminum wheels raised the price to 
$12,443 including destination charge. 

The engineers said the Calais tested 
quite well. It performed roughly on a par 
with the imports in acceleration, handl- 
ing and ride, and was quiet for a car its 
size. Fuel economy averaged about 26 
mpg. However, its brakes were worse 
than those on the other tested compacts, 
and rear-seating comfort was judged in- 
ferior. 

In bashing tests, the Calais’ front 
bumper was dented badly and the 
estimate for replacing it came to $205. 
The rear bumper was dented slightly 
and could be repaired for about $112. 

The Calais has been on the market for 
only one year. The repair record for the 
four-cylinder models has generally been 
average, but reliability of the V6s has 
been much-worse-than-average.

An act of faith

NONANTUM — It is so 
modest in appearance that you 
could drive by it every day for 
years and never notice it, but 
the little, square synagogue on 
Adams Street is a monument 
to the faith and determination 
of the city’s very first Jewish 
settlers. 

Begun in 1912, Temple 
Agudas Achim Anshei Sfard, 
better known as Agudas 
Achim and even better known 
as “the Adams Street Shul,” 
was an eloquent announce- 
ment that the city’s small 
aeah contingent had arriv- 
ed, 

Press reports of the laying of 
the temple’s cornerstone in Ju- 
ly, 1912, stated, ‘‘Now, feeling 
stronger and their unity of pur- 
pose being fixed, the Hebrew 
residents of Newton have 
decided to erect a synagogue, 
the first in Newton, where 
their religious life may be

cemented and its future 
assured. 

“In carrying out this pur- 
pose,” the report continued, 
“a great financial hardship is 
being undergone by each in- 
dividual concerned, yet with 
high hopes and implicit trust 
in the community in which 
they reside, complete success 
in this undertaking is 
assured.” 

Previous to the construction 
of the temple, Nonantum’s 
Jews, who mingled freely with 
the original Irish, French- 
Canadian and Italian residents 
of the village, met in each 
others’ homes to worship. 
Recollections of the congrega- 
tion’s older members note that 
it was often difficult to assem- 
ble the minyan, a quorum of 
ten adult males, necessary to 
conduct services. On high holy 
days, the congregation would 
often rent Lafayette Hall on 
Dalby Street, the original

Officials claim he represented self as president 


New Coogan conflict cited

NEWTON - Two NYNEX of- 
ficials say Timothy C. Coogan 
represented himself as the presi- 
dent of a Waltham telecom- 
munications firm while he was a 
municipal employee acting on 
behalf of the Greater Boston 
Police Council (GBPC), head- 
quartered in the Newton Police 
Station. 

The company Coogan said he 
headed - Acticom Inc., of 191 
High St., Waltham - was at the 
time and still is under contract to 
maintain two-way radios for city 
of Newton, a GBPC member and 
its “host community.” 

The possibility that Coogan had 
a financial interest in the Newton 


contract may provide a new twist 
to the conflict of interest allega- 
tions lodged against him by 
lawyers representing the GBPC. 

If Coogan can be corporately 
linked with Acticom or its 
predecessor, Ackerman Com- 
munications of Waltham, during 
the time he worked for the GBPC, 
ethical questions could be raised 
about whether the 38-year-old 
Sudbury resident reaped private 
financial gain from his public 
employment. 

Ackerman had a GBPC con- 
tract to install and maintain 
police radios from 1981 to Sept. 1, 
1984, In addition, since 1981, the 
company has held a series of one- 
year contracts to maintain radio 
equipment for Newton, primarily 


for the city’s public works fleet. 

Assistant City Solicitor Ouida 
Young said Ackerman requested 
the corporate name of his firm be 
changed to Acticom, Inc., effec- 
tive Jan. 1, 1985. The city’s cur- 
rent pact with the company ex- 
pires on June 30. 

The NYNEX officials say 
Coogan, who left the GBPC in 
June 1985, represented himself as 
president of Acticom during the 
first nine months of 1984. 

At the time, a team from 
NYNEX Mobile Communications 
corporate headquarters in New 
York was considering whether to 
make the company an authorized 
agent to market its cellular 
telephone products beginning on 
Jan. 1, 1985. 


“John Ackerman is the owner 
of Acticom now, as far as I 
understand,’’ said Peter Har- 
rigan, area sales manager for 
NYNEX Mobile. ‘‘When we 
brought them on, Tim Coogan 
was the president of the com- 
pany.” 

He said Coogan held the post 
until sometime ‘‘not long before 
October of 1984.‘‘According to 
James Robertiello, general 
manager of public relations for 
NYNEX Mobile, Acticom 
became an authorized NYNEX 
agent in October 1984 in anticipa- 
tion of NYNEX’s official entry in- 
to the Boston cellular telephone 
market at the start of 1985.

in school budget vote

NEWTON — Mayor Theodore 
D. Mann cast the lone dissenting 
vote Monday night as the School 
Committee approved a $46.4 
million budget proposal for fiscal 
1987. 

Mann is scheduled to present 
the city’s budget for next year 
which includes School Depart- 
ment costs to the Board of 
Alderman March 31. 

The mayor said he would com- 
ment on school officials’ ‘‘fiscally 
irresponsible budget’? at that 
time. 

The budget represents a $2.4 
million increase over last year, 
the second-highest hike in 10 
years. School Superintendent 
John Strand termed staff salary 


increases the “‘largest single 
cause of the budgetary in- 
crease.”’ 

Mann criticized the School 


Committee for including one- 
time state funds from the 1985 
Education Reform Bill in the 
most recent teacher salary 
agreement. 


“I think it’s irresponsible to 
vote on wage adjustments based 
on state money,’’ Mann said. 

The city must replace the state 
funds if the Legislature does not 
renew them two years from now. 

School Committee Chairman 
Leonard Gentile said Mann 
usually abstains from voting on 
such issues. But the chairman ad- 
ded he was not surprised by the 
mayor’s action. 

“T guess it was his way of being 
very clear, to indicate to us how 


he feels the budget is higher than 
the city can afford,’’ he said 
According to Gentile, next 
year's budget is an attempt to 
make up for previous years’ cuts 
in building maintenance, equip- 
ment purchases, and other areas. 
Based on the mayor’s vote, the 
chairman said he would not be 
surprised if the school budget 
was cut significantly, creating 
the need for some renegotiations. 


Strand said two cost reductions 
would offset part of next year’s 
budgetary increases, the closing 
of Bigelow Junior High School 
and the reduction of 17.05 
classroom teacher positions, due 
to declining enrollment. 

Combined, those net savings 
amount to almost $1 million, ac- 
cording to the department's 
budget report. 

Furthermore, the department 
expects to save about $100,000 in 
fuel costs, due to falling oil 
prices. 

Despite these savings, Gentile 
said, annual inflation and salary 
increases are factors beyond the 
committee's control. 

“T think every single item on 
the budget can be justified,"’ he 
said. 

Today, the department is ex- 
pected to send the approved 
budget to the mayor for scrutiny 
and possible bottom-line cuts. 
The budget then goes to the alder- 
man for further adjustments. 

According to Gentile, the alder- 
man do not have the power to 
replace money the mayor cuts, 
but they can make further budget 
reductions. The aldermen will 
vote on the school budget May 15. 


NNHS in decathalon finals

NEWTON — Excitement and 
tension builds for the Newton 
North Academic Decathalon 
Team as they prepare for the na- 
tional finals April 3 in Los 
Angeles. 

The team won the state finals 
in February, but there has not 
been as much time to prepare for 
the nationals as there was did for 
the state competition, according 
to Newton North Principal 
Marya Levenson. 

“They were all so prepared for 
the other competition and since 
then, they’ve been concentrating 
on their school work,’’ Levenson 
said. ‘‘Now we’re trying to plan 
how to get back into the momen- 
tum of the competition.” 

Team member Mark Chao said 
the competition would be ‘‘one 
long, miserable day.” 

“T enjoy competing and I don’t 
mind all the work involved,” 
Chao said. “I think it’s fun. It’s 
worth a lot more to me than my 
school work because it’s indepen- 
dent work. We've learned about 
stuff most kids don’t learn until 
college.” 

The team received outside help 
from Brandeis and Harvard 
university professors in areas of 
economics, World War II history, 
and advanced sciences. The 
crash courses gave the team 
direction, but for the most part, 
the subjects were self-taught, 
Levenson said. 

Each team member will take 
six multiple-choice written ex- 
ams in social science, literature, 
mathematics, fine arts, 
economics, and science. 

“They will end up with an in- 
dividual and a team score after 
these written tests,’’ Levenson 


said. ‘‘They can be recognized for 
both their individual and team 
achievement.” 

The team scored 42,000 points 
of a possible 60,000, receiving 
about 80 medals at the state com- 
petition, she said. 


A two-minute impromptu 
speech and a prepared speech on 
immigration will be delivered by 
each team member to a panel of 
judges, who will interview them 
later on an individual basis. Each 
member also will be given a half 
hour to write an essay. 

Finally, the team is pulled 
together to compete in the Super 
Quiz against all the other teams. 
The questions are projected on a 
screen and the teams have five 
seconds to answer them. 


The most unique feature about 
the competition is students from 
every level of scholastic achieve- 
ment can qualify, Levenson said. 

“T like the competition because 
it doesn’t only focus on the super- 
achievers," she said. ‘There are 
three categories of A, B, and C 
students who compete, and two 
from each category are on the 
team. No one is left out.”

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City to pay $25,000 
for drowning death

NEWTON — The city has 
agreed to a $25,000 settlement in 
the case of a 35-year-old Newton 
man, who drowned seven years 
ago while on a Recreation 
Department swimming trip with 
29 youngsters. 

Kenneth Lightman, who suf- 
fered from a mild learning 
disability, died on Aug. 10, 1978 at 
a_ state-supervised swimming 
area in Natick’s Lake Cochituate, 
according to Assistant) City 
Solicitor G. Michael Peirce: 

At the time of his tragic death; 
Lightman was well known 
around the city, especially 
among youngsters from the 
Cabot Park Playground, Recrea- 
tion Department employees and 
the Newton North High School 
football squad. 

On that summer day, 
Lightman had difficulty swimm- 
ing and two youngsters in the 
water near him alerted a 
lifeguard, according to a report 
of the aldermanic Finance Com- 
mittee. 

A Recreation Department 
counselor and lifeguards could 
not locate Lightman, then 
cleared the swimming area about 
20 minutes later, the report says. 

They recovered Lightman, 
could not revive him and he was 
pronounced dead on arrival at a 
hospital, the report says. 

His father, Gabriel Lightman 
of 117 Norwood Ave., sued the the 
city and state for negligence on 
Feb. 13, 1981. 

Since the city sponsored the 
trip and the state provided 
lifeguards and ran the swimming 


area, “‘it was a dual responsibili- 
ty,” Peirce said. 

The Recreation Department 
did not have have a ‘‘formalized 
buddy system” back then and 
there was around one instructor 
per 10 field trip participants, the 
Finance Committee report in- 
dicates. 

“Would a buddy system have 
saved him? It’s one of the things 
you can’t know,” said Peirce. 

Because of Lightman’s 
disability, the city had to receive 
written permission from his 
parents before allowing the man 
to attend the trip, Peirce 
reported last September. 


The Board of Aldermen ap- 
proved Newton’s settlement 
figure last week. The state has 
agreed to settle for $20,000, the 
Finance Committee report says.

The work of Newton 
photographers Steve Rosenthal, 
Georgia Litwack and Brigitta 
Ralston will also be on display. 


The work of the Homestead 
staff will insure that the names of 
the pioneer Jewish families will 
be included in the history of the 
Garden City. The devotion of 
families named Katz, Gilfix, 
Silverman, Swartz, Fox, 
Perlmutter, Hoffman, Fried and 
the others, who poured their 
hard-earned savings into the sim- 
ple, little temple on Adams 
Street, will now be etched in the 
city’s memoirs for all to see.

ZBA sued to make house lot buildable 


CAMBRIDGE — The executor 
of a Newton estate and a realty 
trust are suing the Newton Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals (ZBA) in an 
effort to have a lot located at 25 
Rolling Way declared buildable. 

The suit was filed in Middlesex 
County Superior Court by at- 
torneys Peter L. Pusiloski and 
Susan A. Hartnett on behalf of 
Simon Love, executor of the 
estate of Ruth W. Levins, and 


Alexander J. MacKenzie, 
Trustee of A.J. MacKenzie Real- 
ty Trust. 


It names as defendants the 
ZBA, Steven and Harriet 
Buchbinder of 19 Rolling Way, 
and David E. Stein and Wendy 
Shearn of 33 High Rock Terrace. 

According to the suit, MacKen- 
zie and Love entered into a pur- 
chase and sales agreement on 
Oct. 11, 1985 under which 
MacKenzie agreed to buy lot 47a 


at 25 Rolling Way, subject to ob- 
taining a building permit. 


The suit contends that a valid 
building permit was issued to 
MacKenzie Realty Trust and to 
Anthony R. Proia last Nov. 21. 

On Dec. 17, Shearn and 
Buchbinder appealed the gran- 
ting of the building permit to the 
ZBA, which sustained their ap- 
peal on a 4-1 vote, invalidating 
the permit 


The plaintiffs are asking the 
court to overturn the ZBA’s deci- 
sion and to declare the permit 
valid. 

According to a copy of the 
ZBA’s decision, the site, which 
consists of 7,370 square feet, does 
not meet the minimum re- 
quirements of a buildable lot in 
Newton’s residence C district 
because it has less than 7,500 
square feet. 


Joyal retires as Health Dept. head 


NEWTON — Health Commis- 
sioner Bernice Joyal plans to step 
down in August after serving the 
Garden City in that capacity for 
six years. 

Joyal, 62, says she intends to 
retire and settle down in her West 
Newton home. ‘‘I may do 
something part-time in my 
retirement, but it won't be in the 
health field,’’ she says.

Joyal earned her basic nursing 
degree at NewtonWellesley 
Hospital and earned her master’s 
in nursing and education from 
Boston University. 

She says she is looking forward 
to retirement.

Restaurant agrees to pay back taxes 


NEWTON — The Boston Fish 
House restaurant on Needham 
Street paid $17,000 in delinquent 
payroll taxes and agreed to pay 
another $16,000 the next day in 
order to avoid having all the 
money the restaurant takes in 
turned over to the state. 

The state Department of 
Employment Security (DES) 
issued a ‘“‘keeper attachment” 
against the restaurant last week. 
If the restaurant had not agreed 
to pay the back taxes, the depart- 
ment could have stationed at the 
cash register a representative 


from the Middlesex County 
sheriff’s office who could collect 
all the money from customers’ 
bills until the $33,000 debt were 
paid. 

Listo Fisher, a spokesman for 
the DES, said his department has 
worked since 1982 to collect the 
taxes from Peter J. White Inc., 
the corporation that owns the 
Boston Fish House. Despite the 
DES's attempts to set up a volun- 
tary repayment agreement, 
White had paid only $3,000 of the 
amount owed, according to 
Fisher. 
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Runner not worried by 
marathon picket plans

NEWTON — There are people 
in this city who support police 
and firefighters, and there are 
people who support the mayor. 
With public safety officers saying 
they will picket the Boston 
Marathon if the 21-month-old 
labor dispute is not settled, 
Alderman Paul Daley finds 
himself in a sticky situation. His 
brother Edward is a Garden City 
firefighter and he is a marathon 
runner. 

“T don’t think it will add to the 
race-day atmosphere,’ Daley 
says of a possible protest. ‘'I real- 
ly don’t know if detracts from it, 
though. It is very hard for me to 
say. I have to do a lot of soul sear- 
ching because I am _ solidly 
behind the p@lice and 
firefighters, but I am also a big 
racing fan as well.”’ 

Daley, who has raced ‘all over 
the world,’’ says many groups 
and individuals use marathons to 
get their message across. 

“There are so many groups 
that use their own form of 
demonstration to express their 
message,’’ he says. ‘‘During the 
New York Marathon, you have 
the Hari Krishnas trying to get 
their message out. In a sense, 
what the Hari Krishnas did is not 
that out of line with what the 
police and firefighters would do 
during the Boston Marathon.” 

Through discussions with union 
leaders and rank and _ file 
members, including his brother, 
Daley says the safety officers 
would rather not have to protest 
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during the race but will if there is 
no agreement. 

“When the announcement was 
made that the firefighters and 
police would make their presence 
felt, if need be, marthon day, 
naturally I wanted to know what, 
where, when and how, especially 
where Brookline police were in- 
volved in a form of demonstra- 
tion in the past."’ 

Daley says that Brookline 
police blocked traffic and police 
efforts during the race two years 
ago, adding that local officers 
assured him their protest would 
not be as intense. 

“They have told me they have 
respect for the race and would 
not slow down traffic or anything 
like that,’’ he says. ‘All they 
want to do is show up en masse, 
maybe in uniform and make their 
presence known before the 
cameras and to the press. This 
will be a world-wide event with a 
lot of publicity and they want to 
make the most of that opportuni- 
ty. They assured me there would 
be no crossing of roadways and 
that everything will be done in an 
orderly fashion.”” 

From a runner's perspective, 
Daley says he would not notice 
any signs. 

“First of all,’’ he s , “asa 
runner, by the time I got to 
Newton I would be too tired to 
notice the signs. Also, the streets 

are littered with all kinds of signs 
cheering people on and what not. 
The only sign I look for is the 
Citgo sign after crossing the 
bridge because that lets me know 
where Iam." 
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No public interest in school budget 


We are, quite frankly, appalled that 
not one single citizen turned out last 
week for a public hearing on Newton 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. John 
Strand’s latest budget proposal. 

We are a bit taken aback by the 
budget proposal itself. In a time of 
declining enrollment, when the city is 
closing yet another school, it is dif- 
ficult to understand why the School 
Department’s budget keeps growing 
and growing. It is even more difficult 
to understand why, in the midst of 
savings incurred by closing schools, 
the budget keeps going up at such an 
alarming rate. 

Preliminary figures have the latest 
budget pegged at something like $46.4 
million — a 5.5 percent increase over 
last year’s. As astounding as that 
figure appears in the era of Proposi- 
tion 2%, we suspect that the hike over 
last year’s budget is actually con- 
siderably larger. 

We are eagerly anticipating alder- 
manic and mayoral review of the 
latest school budget proposal. 
Hopefully, those reviews will whittle 
down some of the more obvious ex- 
cesses. On the other hand, if there are 
no real excesses, we are looking for- 
ward to a coherent explanation of why 
we need more and more money to 
teach fewer students in fewer 
facilities. 

Hopefully, Dr. Strand and his staff 
will have answers for the questions 


they are bound to field from the 
aldermen and the mayor. A lot 
tougher question deals with citizen in- 
put into the workings of the depart- 
ment that gets the largest single 
chunk of the city’s $100 million-plus 
annual budget. 

When it comes time to close a 
school, the meeting rooms are pack- 
ed, the blood is hot, the rhetoric is 
rampant and frustrated parents give 
their children an excellent example of 
how adults are not supposed to 
negotiate their grievances. Later, 
when School Department heads pro- 
duce a budget that overlooks the ob- 
vious and misses the spirit of tax cap 
legislation by a mile, you could hear a 
pin drop. 

It would seem more appropriate if 
some of the energy dissipated during 
the school closing debates were 
spread around more evenly 
throughout the year. 


School Committee members were 
recently embarrassed by a notice 
from the District Attorney’s office 
that chided them for repeated viola- 
tions of the Open Meeting Law. If the 
DA had happened to drop in on the 
five-minute public hearing on a $46 
million budget and noticed how little 
Garden City residents care about how 
their tax dollars are spent, he might 
wonder why we bother with an Open 
Meeting Law. 


A license to litigate needs limitations 


Everyone is suit-minded in an in- 
creasingly litigious society. How true 
this is could be seen in a recent finan- 
cial journal advertisement by a 
lawyer seeking new business. He was 
ready, willing and evidently qualified 
to go to court for a citizen with a no- 
tion to claim damages. There were 
eight areas specified where an ag- 
grieved client could undertake due 
process. 

Call these counselors at law latter 
day ambulance chasers, if you will, 
but the big jury awards and generous 
out-of-court settlements in some cases 
apparently are tempting enough to fill 
civil court dockets. 

Ample evidence supports the notion 
that the situation is out of hand. In- 
surance premiums are soaring. In the 
area of medical malpractice, which is 
getting most of the attention, doctors 
in high-risk specialization are 
withdrawing from practice or shifting 
to no risk contacts. But the problem 
goes far beyond the health care prac- 
titioners. 

National firms dealing in all kinds 
of consumer goods are being hit hard 
by suits. Auto accidents, environmen- 
tal hazards, work conditions, state 
and city government situations deal- 
ing with persons or property are all 
part of the total picture. Huge jumps 
in insurance premiums for all 


segments of society are causing a na- 
tional wave of tort law reform actions. 

Before the Massachusetts 
legislature is a whole flock of bills 
dealing with the subject. Malpractice 
suit control is on the front burner. 
Others deal with public employee 
liability. Newton Rep. A. Joseph 
DeNucci introduced H-3757, which 
would establish a special commission 
to come up with recommendations for 
changes to prevent or diminish suits 
against police and municipalities. The 
DeNucci bill has merit. Much more 
can be done, reaching beyond the 
public sector. 


Limits on settlements are a prin- 
cipal focus, aimed at putting a handle 
on premium charges. A further goal 
should be to establish guidelines that 
zero in on suits that are frivolous, bas- 
ed more on greed than fact. While the 
risk factor is an intangible in health 
care, notably in surgery, there, too, it 
could be possible to establish criteria 
making the medical profession less 
vulnerable while protecting the pa- 
tient’s interests.

The Newton Taxpayers 
Association has called for a tax 
cut of six percent in real estate 
taxes in 1986. ‘Six percent in ‘86 
is our theme,’’ stated Dr. Ronald 
Nuttall, president. ‘‘Newton this 
past year had an excess of tax 
collections of between eight and 
nine million with the current tax 
rate.” 

“Since real estate taxes alone 
provide about $80 million, our six 
percent cut would amount to 
about $4.8 million, or less than 57 
percent of the $8.5 million excess 
of taxes over expenses,’’ Nuttall 
said. ‘Per household, a six per- 
cent real estate tax cut would 
reduce the average taxes by 
about $144 a year.” 

“When our board unanimously 
approved this campaign, we had 
hoped our mayor and aldermen 
and alderwomen would join us in 
this effort. To get their answer, 
we wrote each of them asking, 
yes or no, would they support our 
‘Six percent in‘86’’ campaign? 
While so far no one has absolutley 
said, ‘‘no,’’ to our amazement not 
one elected official said “‘yes‘‘. 

“Because not one elected of- 
ficial seems to think that any part 
of the eight and one half million 
excess taxes should be returned 
to the taxpayers, we are taking 
our campaign public,”’ asserted 
Professor Nuttall.

“The Newton Taxpayers 
Association believes the silent 
majority of taxpayers in Newton 
are fed up with elected officials 
who refuse to return excess tax 
funds to the people who paid 
them.

It was around 6:30 p.m. when 
Larkin made radio contact with 
someone from Manchester Air- 
port who had picked up the small 
plane on radar. He was about 
seven miles southwest of Laconia 
and was told to turn back and try 
to land at an airport there. 

“I began to lose altitude fast 
and I couldn’t see out the front or 
side. The only thing I could do is 
try to maintain air speed to keep 
the engine from stalling,” he 
said. 

Larkin was a bomber pilot dur- 
ing World War II and was a 
prisoner of war in Germany. Dur- 
ing his years in the military, he 
had been shot down and once had 
to crash-land a plane in Belgium. 

He said he was too busy trying 
to land his disabled plane to think 
about being scared. He did not 
have the option of bailing out of 
the plane Saturday because he 
did not have any parachutes on 
board. 

“T was just trying to keep the 
plane in an aerodynamic at- 
titude. It was a matter of deter- 
mining my best logics relation- 
ships as to what is available and 
what options we had — plus a lot 
of luck, 

“We were losing altitude too 
fast and we came down through 
some trees,’’ he said. “I had tried 
to slow the plane as much as I 
could. I dropped the landing gear 
to slow it down some more.”” 

When they finally hit the trees, 


able to get out quickly, and then 
help him get out.

He said it was about five 
minutes from the time the trou- 
ble began to when the plane 
crashed about three miles away 
from the Laconia airfield.

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Quinn: no comment on drug test

NEWTON Police Chief 
William Quinn will not comment 
on a reported plan for statewide, 
uniform drug testing of police of- 
ficers being recommended by the 
Massachusetts Police Chiefs 
Association (MPCA), “I think it 
is too early to be talking about 
it,”’ he says of the testing recom- 
mended by his association. 


According to MPCA drug ad- 
visory committee president and 
Wilmington Police Chief Robert 
Stewart, the organization is in the 
process of deciding whether to in- 
troduce a bill in the Statehouse 
that would call for the testing or 
institute it through collective 
bargaining between individual 
forces and municipalities. Either 
way, Stewart says he expects 
MPCA action on the issue 
“around June.” 

Last week, a source on the 
Newton Police Association 
bargaining team disclosed that 
drug testing was a major 
obstacle in the 20-month-old labor 
dispute. The only force with drug 
testing as part of a collective 
bargaining agreement is Lowell.

Lowell Chief Jack Sheehan says 
Newton is not the only force con- 
sidering drug testing as part of a 
contract settlement. 

“We are starting to get a lot of 
requests before the Mass 
Chiefs,’ he says. “Winchester is 
ready to implement it. Auburn, 
Chelmsford and Wilmington have 
requested information about our 
drug testing program. Mass 
Chiefs are endorsing drug testing 
100 percent, it’s just a matter of 
sitting down and coming up with 
the language.” 


Also last week, Boston Police 
Chief Francis Roache ordered his 
department to undergo drug 
testing, a policy Boston police 
union officials say they will 
challenge. Stewart says that 
either by state law, or collective 
bargaining, the remainder of the 
state’s police forces should follow 
Lowell’s lead. Regardless of how 
it is instituted, the emphasis of 
the testing, both Sheehan and 
Stewart say, will be probable 
cause. 


Stewart points to a recent

Mann plots cities’ strategy 
against new federal budget

BEACON HILL Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann led his troops, 
fellow members of the 
Massachusetts Municipal 
Association (MMA), into open 
warfare against President 
Ronald Reagan’s cuts in aid to 
the nation’s cities and towns 
Saturday and came away from 
the fray with the promise of 
future negotiations. 

‘Mann, as the president of the 
MMA, looked very much at home 
on the throne of the speaker of the 
House of Representatives as he 
ahd his colleagues com- 
mandeered the House chambers 
ag a “‘war room”’ in which they 
plotted their strategy against the 
Gramm-Rudman budget 
régimen and other cutbacks in 
federal spending. 

“After a half day of strong 
rHetoric, the bottom line turned 
oyt to be that the lines of com- 
munication between the com- 
monwealth’s cities and towns and 
those who could give them relief, 
heads of the state’s legislative 
and executive branches, would 
remain open. 

Governor Michael Dukakis and 
Senate President William Bulger 
both promised Mann and his col- 
leagues, representatives of the 
state’s 351 municipalities, a 
“climate of discussion’’ and a 
“rare opportunity for dialogue”’ 
regarding the state’s picking up 
the slack left by President 
Ronald Reagan’s economic 
policies, 


Both Dukakis and Bulger 
pointed out that Massachusetts is 
the only state in the nation even 
to address the injuries cities and 
towns have suffered at the hands 
of budget-cutters in Washington. 
Dukakis broke the news that, 
after three years in which. he 
thought the state’s aid to cities 
and towns was “‘most generous,”’ 
he was setting up a ‘‘stabilization 
fund’’ with $179 million seed 
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money as a buffer against further 
cuts in federal aid. 

At the same time, the governor 
made it clear that anyone who 
thought the state could cover 
federal cuts ‘‘dollar for dollar’ 
was ‘“‘not realistic.” 

The definition of what was 
“realistic’’ and what was not 
came into question after Senator 
John F. Kerry followed several 
speakers who excoriated 
Gramm-Rudman_ budget-cutting 
measures and defined the billina 
way few would recognize. After 
explaining how cities and towns 
would suffer more without the 
strictures advocated by Gramm- 
Rudman, Kerry urged MMA of- 
ficials who anticipate hardships 
under the new regime, ‘‘Don’t get 
mad at the symptom of what’s 
wrong, get mad at those who 
created the problem. Get mad at 
those who made the choices." 
The Gramm-Rudman_ cost- 
cutting measures, he explained, 
would force congress to ‘‘get 
responsible,” he said. 

Kerry pointed out that, while 
President Ronald Reagan had 
assumed a large deficit when he 
took office, he had managed to 
double it in five short years. 
Reagan’s penchant for a strong 


defense, he said, was responsible 
for tradeoffs that resulted in 
large cutbacks in aid to the na- 
tion’s cities and towns. 


Kerry’s speech followed close- 
ly on the heels of an address by 
Frank Shafroth, speaking for the 
National League of Cities, in 
which he warned municipal of- 
ficials that the ‘‘dark cloud” they 
saw coming toward them from 
Washington was about to become 
a “radioactive” one if Reagan 
got a chance to execute his game 
plan. Given the systematic 
tradeoffs between defense spen- 
ding, foreign aid and federal aid 
for cities and towns, Shafroth 
predicted the coming year would 
be the toughest yet for municipal 
officials. 


“It seems to be the rule in 
Washington that we have 
revenue to share with the Philip- 
pines and Egypt ... but not with 
the nation’s cities and towns,” 
Shafroth said. Adding that the 
latest Reagan budget has twice 
as much money allotted to 
foreign aid as it does to municipal 
aid, he told the crowd, “This 
year, you're better off in Cairo, 
Egypt, than you are in Cairo, II- 
linois.”” 


Fr. Moore revives tradition 


WEST NEWTON — Fr. An- 
thony Moore of St. Bernard's 
Church will once again revive an 
ancient Catholic lenten tradition 
when he leads a ‘‘penitential 
walk” to seven of the city’s 
Catholic churches on Good Fri- 
day afternoon. 

Leaving from St. Bernard’s at 1 
p.m., the tour will lead between 
50 and 100 participants to St. 
Jean’s in Nonantum, Our Lady’s, 
the Sacred Heart Chapel on Cen- 
tre Street, Sacred Heart Church 
in Newton Centre, St. Phillip’s in 
Waban and Corpus Christi in 
Auburndale.

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Thompsonville expresses traffic woes

THOMPSONVILLE — The tiny 
village named for a hermit who 
lived in Hammond Woods is be- 
ing engulfed daily by traffic from 
Newton Centre and massive 
Chestnut Hill shopping malls. 

Thompsonville residents said 
traffic from the two larger 
villages backs up at the junction 
of Langley Road and Route 9 
also called Boylston Street — in 
the heart of their village center. 

Shoppers from the Chestnut 
Hill Mall can use the Jackson 
Street ‘jug handle" to reach that 
intersection, make a U-turn on 
Route 9 and head back to Boston 
and Brookline, some residents 
said. 

At the same time drivers from 
Newton Centre — one of the city's 
most heavily trafficked villages 
— travel Langley Road to reach 
Route 9 and exit Newton, they 
said. 


About 30 Thompsonville 
residents met recently at the 
Bowen Elementary School, many 
of them asking Connery 
Associates of Winchester to find 
solutions to their traffic woes. 
Connery is performing the city’s 
$191,000 Village Study. 

The planning firm, which has 
listened to residents’ comments 


and concerns at village centers 
throughout the city, hopes to pro- 
vide a comprehensive develop- 
ment plan for the city’s future by 
June 1987. 

“I think you need to consider 
Thompsonville in conjunction 
with Newton Centre,’’ said 
James Sullivan of Boylston 
Street, who is chairman of the 
Bowen/Thompsonville 
Neighborhood Association. 

“We can’t even come up our 
own street now,’’ Langley Road 
resident Simon Laskey said. 
“How are we going to solve this 
problem?”’ 

Louise Taglienti, wife of Alder- 
man Dominic Taglienti, said 
vehicle congestion could be eased 
by putting a traffic light and a 
break in the Route 9 median strip 
at Chestnut Hill Mall. 

Shoppers would then be able to 
head eastbound toward Boston 
without going up Route 9 to 
Thompsonville, she said. 

The city never followed her 
suggestion, said Taglienti, a 
Newton Centre resident who was 
born in Thompsonville and has 
maintained a lifelong interest in 
the village. It was she who told 
the press the village was named 
after an 18th century hermit 
named Thompson. 

Like their counterparts in other 
villages, Thompsonville 


residents said they fear potential 
business development in their 
own village center. 

But they are worried just as 
much about future commercial 
development in other villages, 
which could increase Thompson- 
ville’s traffic problems. 

A short distance down Route 9 
in Chestnut Hill, for example, a 
300,000 square foot commercial 
building at the old Valle’s Steak 
House will have 1,100 parking 
spaces in a five-story 
underground garage. 

Connery’s figures show 
Thompsonville — one of the 
smallest of the city’s 15 villages 
— faces less potential commer- 
cial development than the rest of 
Newton. Under present zoning, 
the entire city could increase its 
retail and office space by two and 
a half times the existing amount. 


Thompsonville, in comparison, 
could add roughly 95 percent — 
about 66,000 square feet — to its 
present business space, Con- 
nery’s figures show. 


Connery consultant Robert 
Catineau said this potential com- 
mercial space is roughly half the 
size of 1 Newton Place, but he 
would not downplay its 
significance. 

“That could have a substantial 
effect on a center the size of 


Firm says auto dominates village 


NEWTON — Thompsonville is 
a little village center with small 
scale stores designed for 
pedestrian traffic. But its loca- 
tion along Route 9 means it is 
dominated by the automobile. 


This was the assessment of 
Thompsonville provided last 
night by Connery Associates of 
Winchester, the planning firm 
performing the city’s $191,000 
Village Study. 


Veteran’s Park, a small ‘green 
space’ that touches Route 9, 
serves only as a “modest buffer’’ 
for Jackson Street stores from 
the Route 9 traffic, Connery 
stated in its written summary of 
existing conditions in the village 
center. 


The center itself has a mix of 
businesses, some designed to at- 
tract a neighborhood market, 
others to draw customers from 
across the city, the firm said.

Under present zoning, the 
center could add little retail store 
space, 1,457 square feet or 3.5 
percent of what already exists, 
the Winchester firm said. 


But future development of of- 
fice space and residences is 
potentially considerable, Con- 
nery stated. 


Just short of 66,000 square feet 
of new office space could be built, 
about two and a half times what 
the center now has, Connery said. 


And 73 residences could be add- 
ed to the 124 already in the 
center, an increase of 58.9 per- 
cent, Connery said. 


Newton’s zoning would permit 
most of the business development 
to occur on Langley Road north 
of Jackson Street, the firm said. 


Most of the new dwelling units 
could be built south of Route 9 on 
parcels not fully developed under 
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the city’s present zoning, Con- 
nery stated. 

The planned construction of 
300,000 square feet of retail and 
office space on the site of the old 
Valle’s Steak House is likely to 
encourage that development 
south of Route 9, the firm said.

Thompsonville,” he said. 

Residents said development in 
other villages, future construc- 
tion along Route 9 and any new 
commercial space around 
Langley Road could intensify the 
Thompsonville traffic problem. 

The village center should not 
be considered as a_ separate 
island, but as a part of the entire 
development picture in Newton, 
some said. 

“Thompsonville is a small 
residential neighborhood,”’ said 
Sullivan. ‘‘We’d really be reluc- 
tant to see it turn into something 
like Route 9 in Natick.” 

Michael Moskow of Dudley 
Road said residents across 
Newton want commercial 
development in the Garden City 
halted. 

“T have a feeling if there was a 
gut reaction in the city, they 
would vote for no more commer- 
cial development,” he said. 

When Connery makes its final 
recommendations for the city’s 
future, ‘‘I don’t think you'll see a 
lot of grand schemes for great 
development,” Catineau said. 

At the same time, Connery 
would have to show the possible 
side effects — such as a reduced 
tax base — if the city wished to 
aim for no business growth, 
Catineau said. 

John Connery, the firm’s presi- 
dent, said it may not be possible 
to restore to each center the 
village atmosphere of decades 
ago. 


But the qualities of village life 
can be revived, he said. What is 
needed is different recommenda- 
tions for each village, he said. 


“You can’t turn back the clock, 
but you can bring back 
pedestrian safety, convenience 
shopping and more public 
amenities,’’ he said. 








Oak Hill village center 
escapes development

OAK HILL Intensive 
development in the village 
center of Oak Hill is not likely 
because it is an_ isolated 
residential area with traffic 
access from only two roads off 
Dedham Street, Connery 
Associates consultant Robert 
Catineau says. 


Vee ka Le) RUS h a) Vel Ray, 
neighborhood-oriented village, 
and it is extremely hard to get 
to, as far as market ex- 
posure,” Catineau says. “It’s 
not the kind of place someone 
would want to build a shopping 
center because it is so out of 
the way.” 


Representatives from Con- 
nery Associates solicited opi- 
nions from Oak Hill residents 
for the Newton Village Study. 
About 50 residents attended 
the meeting to hear what the 
consultants predict is in store 
for the future of the village, 
but only a few residents asked 
questions and voiced their opi- 
nions. 


Although Catineau said 
future development would not 
threaten the village center, 
one resident said 25 years ago 
no one could conceive of the 
center being developed as it is 
today. 


“Sure, it is possible, with 
present zoning, to perhaps 
make the convenience store 
center building all three 
stories tall. Anything is possi- 
ble, but it just doesn’t seem 
likely,’’ Catineau said. 

Resident Florence Baker 
said she would rather see the 


zoning laws changed to allow 
only two-story buildings 

“T, myself, would not care to 
see a large three-story 
building in our village center,”’ 
Baker said. ‘It would be very 
unattractive and it would in- 
vite more business into the 
neighborhood, which would in- 
evitably reduce the values of 
our homes.” 

Traffic on Dedham Street is 
an area with which some 
residents said they are con- 
cerned, but the study primari- 
ly concentrates on the 
neighborhood commercial 
centers. 

“Dedham Street is really 
hazardous when we try getting 
in and out of our neighborhood, 
especially in the morning and 
rush hour,’’ resident Philip 
Dorfman said. 

According to Catineau, 
Dedham Street traffic is not 
within the scope of Oak Hill’s 
village center study. 

“T don’t mean to put you off, 
because you have a very 
legitimate point, and it is 
something you should direct at 
your Board of Aldermen,” 
Catineau said. ‘‘Unfortunate- 
ly, this study doesn’t include 
that potential problem.’”’ 

Traffic in the village center 
is not heavy and poses no 
future problem, although the 
city, as a whole, has serious 
traffic problems, Catineau 
said. 

Connery Associates plans to 
incorporate residents’ com- 
ments into the alternative pro- 
posals, to be presented to each 
village concerning potential 
development of the village 
centers.

Village Study consultant says 


Malls, college to affect Chestnut Hill

NEWTON — Some Chestnut Hill residents 
worry the city’s Village Study is ignoring 
them by focusing on the Route 9 retail 
district and Boston College, rather than 
where they live. 

But Robert Catineau, consultant for Con- 
nery Associates of Winchester, said what 
happens at area shopping malls and the 
uhiversity would affect vitally the residen- 
tial life in Chestnut Hill 

“‘We feel we're going to get a good handle 
on the problems in the area,’ Catineau said 
to about 25 residents at a recent Chestnut 
Hill Village Study meeting. 

After Catineau presented figures for 
potential commercial development in 
Chestnut Hill along Route 9, several 
residents questioned whether the purpose of 
the study was to promote development or to 
preserve the neighborhood. 

“Tt almost seems as if you've left us out,”” 
said one resident. 

Catineau said the purpose of the study is 
not to promote development. ‘It was to ex- 
amine growth to see if it can work and if not, 
to suggest some alternatives,’ Catineau 
said. 

Hired to conduct the city’s $191,000 Village 
Study, the consulting firm was presenting its 
assessment of existing village conditions and 
listening to comment. 

The session, held at the Church of the 
Redeemer, was the last of 15 at village 
centers throughout the city. 

Connery plans to visit each center again to 
discuss alternatives for Newton’s future. 

Catineau told Chestnut Hill residents they 
face more potential commercial, retail and 
office development — about 4 million square 
feet — than any village in Newton under pre- 
sent zoning. 

That figure is one-third of the business 
development potential in all of Newton and 
more than three and a half times what is in 
Chestnut Hill now. 

Chestnut Hill already has 30 percent of the 
total retail space in Newton, according to 
Connery’s figures. 

Much of development potential exists at 
parking lots of area malls, according to Con- 


nery. Commercial buildings could be con- 
structed there and parking could be provided 
underground, according to Connery. 

Already in Chestnut Hill, for example, a 
300,000-square-foot office and retail building 
is being constructed on the site of the former 
Valle’s Steak House on Route 9, Catineau 
said, About 1,100 parking spaces are to be 
provided in a five-story underground 
garage 

“When you look at that you can see some of 
these numbers are realistic,’’ said Catineau 

Many of the residents at the meeting live 
on or near Hammond Street, which connects 
Route 9 to Boston College on Beacon Street 

Hammond Street already handles too 
much traffic in both directions, a situation 
that could only worsen with new commercial 
development, residents said 

Drivers use the roadway as access to 
Beacon Street and shoppers and mall 
employees use Hammond Street to travel to 
and from the commercial district 

“As it is now, the existing traffic on 
Beacon Street can’t be handled,” said one 
woman. ‘I don’t see how much more we can 
expect in this area.””

Connery plans to compile estimates of how 
much traffic further development along 
Route 9 would generate and add that amount 
to figures in BC’s 1985 traffic and parking 
study, Catineau said. 

Performed by the firm of Tippetts-Abbett- 
McCarthy-Stratton, the study says traffic on 
Hammond and Beacon streets has increased 
significantly the last few years, but BC 
vehicles compose less than 2 percent of the 
total volume. 

Many residents said the study should con- 
centrate less on Route 9 and BC and more on 
the problems of residential areas in between 
the two. 

“The study is really a study of Route 9,” 
said Lisle Baker, a former alderman. ‘We 
don’t view that as Chestnut Hill. We view 
that as a regional shopping center.” 

Doris J. Keating of Brookline, who is presi- 
dent of the Chestnut Hill Garden Club, urged 
residents and Connery to protect the area's 
wetlands, gardens, and trees. The 
neighborhood’s many historic homes also 
should be preserved, she said. 

In comparison, Brookline has few green 
spots, she said. ‘We are trying very hard in 
Brookline to find an acre, anything,’’ she 
said after the meeting. ‘It seems to me you 
have a unique jewel in Chestnut Hill."”

It needn’t be this way, says Dr. 
Parviz Darviche, 54, long-time 
Waltham dentist and instructor at 
the prestigious Tufts Dental School. 
Darviche says a reassuring ‘‘chair- 
side manner” is the key to easing a 
patient's apprehension — even more 
than anesthetics. 

“You have to tell them truthfully if 
it’s going to hurt,’’ he says. 

Dr. Jerome Haber, 38, a periodon- 
tist practicing in Weston, agrees. 
Fear is due primarily to a lack of in- 
formation, he says, promoted in 
large part by dentists who lay guilt 
trips on their patients. 

“T’d say 90 percent of all patients 
feel guilty when they come to the 
dentist, and they shouldn’t,”” Haber 
says. ‘‘Gum disease is an infection. 
You wouldn’t feel guilty about get- 
ting a head cold.” 

Darviche frowns on the use of 
nitrous oxide or “laughing gas,”’ 
preferring to keep anesthesia as 
local as possible. Xylocaine (as op- 
posed to Novacaine) is his painkiller 
of choice, administered in the time- 
honored method of hypodermic 
needle-to-gum. 

In this, Darviche remains a purist. 
He eschews the use of technical in- 
novations such as Dr. Herbert 
Yolin’s ‘Comfort Machine,’ which 
uses electrical pulsations to deaden 
nerves. 

But this same technology has 
spawned a whole new era in preven- 
tative dentistry — an era in which 
tooth decay may join polio as just 
another unpleasant memory. 

Dr. Stanley Cohen, president of the 
Mass, Dental Society, says new 
treatments may make ours the last 
cavity-prone generation — hardly 
the most impressive legacy by which 
to be remembered. 

Some of these treatments, such as 
flouridated water, anti-cavity rinses 
and the application of sealants, are 
preventative measures. Others, like 
bonding, have been touted as cure- 
alls for virtually any type of dental 
restoration, 

According to Darviche, bonding in- 
volves etching the surface of the 
tooth enamel and applying a plastic 

filling material which penetrates the 
etched area. This material can be 
matched to the color of the existing 
teeth. 

Bonding is not perfect, cautions 


Darviche, a specialist in prosthodon- 
tics — the replacement of missing or 
disfigured teeth. It doesn’t cure 
everything. Bonding material can 
break, and over time discolor. 
Moreover, it is not cheap. 

“If somebody comes up with 
something good they're not going to 
give it to you for nothing,”’ he says 
pragmatically. 

But for an individual saddled with 
less-than-perfect teeth it can bring 
miraculous results, 











































New advances 
put some teeth 
into dentistry

Few sounds, save perhaps the whistle of incoming 
mortar shells just before impact, evoke the kind of 
stomach-churning, palm-sweating fear brought on by 
the high-speed whine of a dentist’s drill. 

It’s no secret that fearing the dentist is probably the 
closest most people come to exhibiting a true phobia. 
Even those who resignedly accept the twice-yearly 
visits usually eye the family dentist with a lugubrious 


Despite the rapid advances in den- 
tal technology, Darviche says it is 
unlikely traditional restorative den- 
tists will become obsolete. He points 
to statistics which show the Nor- 
theast sporting a higher rate of tooth 
decay than the rest of the county. 

Part of this is hereditary, he says, 
part is due to better floridation prac- 
tices in western states. 

“Even though we have some of the 
the best facilities in the world the de- 
mand for dental care is much 
greater here than in the West,” Dar- 
viche says. ‘Maybe we have a sweet 
tooth in this part of the country.” 


For his or her trouble, the average 
dentist can expect to make in excess 
of $61,200 this year. The picture isn’t 
as rosy for recent graduates, 
however. A 1984 survey conducted by 
the American Dental Association 
showed dentists under 30 making an 
average of $34,000. 

With the exception of the material 
used in fillings, the road to private 
practice is hardly paved with silver 
and gold. The ADA estimates it costs 
from $60,000 to $120,000 — exclusive 
of leasing space — to set up and fur- 
nish a two-room office with a 
“moderately-sized” lab. This makes 
opening a private practice virtually 
out of the question for many recent 
dental school grads. 


Based on a 1983 survey, the ADA 
found dentists paid an average an- 
nual rent of $9,300, spent $12,000 each 
year on dental supplies, $18,000 on 
commercial dental lab charges and 
$38,000 on salaries for receptionists, 
assistants and hygenists. 

Total annual expenditure: $122,000. 

Maintaining and replacing state-of- 
the-art equipment is no bargain 
either. According to Darviche, den- 
tists are ‘‘suckers” for buying new 
equipment — such as a recently- 
purchased fiber optics unit which 
provides direct lighting for a tooth 
being drilled. 


“It's very expensive,” he said, 
“and yet it is a very nice innova- 
tion.” 


Even such seemingly insignificant 
items as rubber gloves and surgical 
masks can add up. Darviche spends 
more than $3,000 annually on gloves 
alone at his five-person office on 
Moody Street. 


“There's no question there are 
some overhead costs grads have to 
face,|t says ADA spokesman Richard 

sa. 

Young dentists also carry with 
them a lot of fiscal baggage. Tuition 
at Tufts is currently $15,000 — books, 
room and board pushes annual costs 
over $22,000. In the Northeast, where 
aspiring dentists flock to the ‘‘big 
three” of Harvard, BU and Tufts, 
the average student is $40,000 in debt

by the time he or she graduates. The 
national figure is lower — approx- 
snately $28,000 — but still substan- 
tial. 

“That in itself keeps many people 
from applying to dental school,”’ 
Darviche says. ‘‘Not many can af- 
ford that kind of money.” 

One outgrowth of this financial pic- 
ture is the appearance of ‘‘mall den- 
tistry”’ — a catch-all term which in- 
cludes both retail store and fran- 
chise dentistry. 

Retail dentistry typically refers to 
dental services offered within a 
retail department drug store (Sears 
is probably the most visible). The 
space usually is leased to a separate 
administrative group which will then 
sublease to a dentist. 

Franchise dentistry refers as 
much to a method of marketing den- 
tal services under a trade name. In 
return for a financial investment, 
the participating dentist or dentists 
are allowed to use a well-marketed 
trade name. 


Under such arrangeimenis, fur- 
nishings and office arrangements 
are typically the responsibility of the 
participating dentists. 

The ADA acknowledges the ex- 
istance of retail and franchise den- 
tistry, but stops short of calling them 
a trend. 

“Our most current statistsics are 
that 95 to 98 percent of all dental ser- 
vices are still provided by traditional 
private practices,'’ Asa says, adding 
that 75 percent of private practi- 
tioners operate solo. ‘That remains 
the backbone of private practice.” 

Similarly, the ADA thus far has 
refrained from adopting an official 
position on either retail or franchise 
dentistry. 

“We do feel it’s still in its trial 
stages of providing dental care,”

NEWTON — I remember being a 
youngster and going to the dentist to 
get my cavities drilled and filled. My 
dentist always gave me Novacaine, 
so the drilling never caused me 
much pain. 

However, I hated needles. Dr. 
Chupinksy, my family dentist back 
in Washington, Pa., always tried to 
hide that Novacaine needle by 
holding it behind his hip, like a 
quarterback doing his best hip fake 
He would then use one hand to shield 
my eyes as the hand holding the nee- 
dle moved toward my mouth. 

But Dr. Chupinsky wore 
eyeglasses and at the last second, I 
could always see in the reflection 
from his glasses the shiny, silver 
needle enter my mouth, Then it 
came — The Jab. 

Had I been born about 20 years 
later, I might have never experienc- 
ed The Jab. A new drugless, 
needleless method of anesthesia is 
now being offered a Newton dentist 

The electrical anesthesia device is 
called ‘The Comfort Machine" and 
it uses tingling electrical pulsations 
to stimulate nerves and numb the 
area of the gum around the tooth in 
question, 

Dr. Herbert Yolin has been using 
the machine in his Newton Centre 
practice since fall. He calls it a “mar 
jor milestone in dentistry’’ and said, 
“it’s fantastic for getting people who 
are terrified of needles to the den- 
tist.’” 


Manufactured by Pain Prevention 
Inc. in Deerfield, [l., the machine 
runs on a rechargeable battery and 
is about the size of a car battery. A 
conductive jelly is applied to the 
gum near the tooth to be worked on 
Two electrodes wrapped by srnall, 
cylindrical sponges are then placed 
on the gum and held there with a 
plastic clamp. 

The patient holds a control box in 
his hands and can adjust the intensi 
ty of the electrica! pulsations. 


Technology tempers 
dentist-office dread 










Boston area earn from $15,000 to 
$20,000. A high school diploma is all 
that is required. Dental hygenists, 
which require two years of training, 
typically earn $26,000 annually. 

Even so, Darviche has found it ex- 
tremely difficult to recruit dental 
assistants and hygenists, a condition 
he attributes to the high employment 
rate in Massachusetts. 

“T spent over $1,000 advertising for 
a hygenist and I didn’t get anyone,” 
he says. 
























One of Dr. Yolin’s assistants hook- 
ed me up to ‘‘The Comfort Machine"’ 
so I could experience it firsthand. 
The tingling sensation it produced in 
my mouth was similar to feeling 
your foot fall asleep, except the feel- 
ing can be increased or eliminated 
completely with a spin of the control 
box dial. Unlike Novacaine, the 
numbness ends immediately after 
the the machine is turned down 

Although I had no drilling done, 
Dr. Yolin used a probe to scrape 
some tartar off one of my teeth 
First he poked around my gums 
without the m ne turned up, caus- 
ing a bit pain on he told me to 
turn the machine up, and once again 



































































he poked around my gums. I could 
hardly feel the probe in my mouth, 
Dr. Yolin said he lets patients 
know when he is going to be drilling 
their teeth, or doing something 








that might cause some pain, so they 
can ‘dial up” and block the pain 
with a more intense electrical buzz 

He said he has always been in 
terested in using novel methods of 
relieving pain, and perviously has 
used hypnosis on some patients. The 
machine had been adv din den- 
tal journals, and Yolin travelled to a 
seminar in Chicago lo see a 
demonstration of the machine. He 
was impressed 

After checking with other dentists 
using the machine, he pure! d one 
for $3,500. Yolin said approximately 
700 have been sold around the coun- 
try 

He said he also has used the 
machine to treat patients with head 
and neck pain associated with tem 
poral mandibular jaw bone trouble 
This occurs when a person's bite is 
not quite right, causing tension on 
the joint connecting the jawbone to 
the rest of the skull. Some persons 
with this condition suffer severe 
migraines 

Yolin said he uses ‘The Comfort 
Machine’ to help patients relax their 
jaw completely, thereby allowing 
him to form a more natural bite for 
the patient

Remember Archimedes’ famous 
statement “Give me a place to 
stand, and I will move the 
world’? Archimedes’ point was 
that a well-placed lever makes 
one capable of great feats of 
strength. 

Leverage, in the economic 
sense, means the borrowing of 
money for investment, and it 
works the same way. In physics 
you have the mechanical ad- 
vantage of the well-placed lever 
enabling you to do more than you 
otherwise can; in business you 
have the economic advantage of 
well-placed leverage enabling 
you to profit more than you other- 
wise might. 

When you invest with borrowed 
money in addition to your own 
resources, well placed invest- 
ment dollars will reap financial 
rewards which are dispropor- 
tionately greater than you would 
have received investing with just 
your own money. Borrowing is 
the lever that allows your own 
dollars to do more work. In other 
words, leverage allows you to 
create a larger investment. 

Of course, this stresses the ad- 
vantages of a ‘‘well-placed” 
lever. If instead, your leveraged 
investment fails, the same dollar 





dynamics that caused you to win 
more in a relatively good invest- 
ment will work in reverse, and 
you will lose that much more. 

Leverage is used for investing 
in all kinds of business activities. 
If you have a mortgage on your 
home, you have made your in- 
vestment in your home with 
leveraged money. Leverage is 
the key to the tax advantages in 
many tax shelters — equipment 
leasing, cattle feeding, movies, 
and especially real estate — and 
is therefore a crucial concept. 

Borrowing is fundamental to 
tax shelter investing. It is the 
leverage that increases the size 
of your investment which, in 
turn, snowballs into amplified 
profits, depreciation and interest 
deductions, and all of the other 
benefits that, when a deal goes 
well, make tax sheltering attrac- 
tive. 

It is also important to unders- 
tand the liability which leverage 
implies when a deal goes sour. 
Even if you are one of the rare in- 
vestors who bothers to read the 
tax shelter offering memoran- 
dum and gets to the passage 
where the extent of liability is 
disclosed, you must understand 
that liability. When you leverage, 
you multiply not only the poten- 
tial profit, but the potential loss 
as well. 

As has been said repeatedly, 
only consider tax shelters that 
appear to make economic sense. 
This rule applies doubly when 
you are involved in an invest- 
ment that is leveraged, be it real 
estate or a bet on a horse. Only if 
the investment looks like a win- 
ner will leverage make sense.

How you can clean | 
carpet spills fast 


Emergency calls to carpet-care hot lines pick up during the 
holidays when seasonal revelry often leads to inadvertent spills 
that can ruin a good carpet. While you might not be able to prevent 
such accidents, your carpet may survive them better if you follow 
these tips on carpet care from Consumer Reports’ textile experts: 

First, and perhaps most important, when you spot a spill, clean 
it up fast. With some spilled substances (such as children’s fruit 
drinks), you have only minutes before the stain sets permanently. 

Prepare for spills before they happen. A carpet first-aid kit 
should include a dry-cleaning solvent from your supermarket or 
hardware store for greasy, oily spills. For water-soluble stains, 
make up a detergent solution (one teaspoon dishwashing liquid per 
cup of water). ’ 

Some spills can contain both oily and water-soluble substances. 
For them, use the dry-cleaning solvent first and then the detergent 
solution. Follow the same procedure for unidentified spills. 

To clean up the spill, first blot or scrape up as much as possible. 
Then cover the soiled carpet with a pad of several paper towels 
and stand on the towels for a minute or so. Then apply the cleaning 
solution. 

Pour some of the dry-cleaning solvent onto a rag or paper towel 
first, and then use the solvent-soaked cleaning cloth to clean the 
carpet. The detergent solution can be applied directly on the 
carpet. Don’t over-wet the carpet. Remember to blot, not rub, the 
spill. 

Repeat those steps until the spill is cleaned up.

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How you can build a stereo on a lim 


It's easy to spend a lot for a 
stereo system. But if your budget 
is limited, Consumer Reports’ 
electronics engineers say that 
you can still assemble a basic 
stereo component system that 
will deliver good quality sound 
for less than $500. 

If this will be a starter system, 
all you really need is a receiver, 
speakers, either a compact disc 
player or a turntable and phono 
cartridge, and possibly a cassette 
deck. Any one component is com- 
patible with any of the other 
recommended components for 
the engineers’ recommended 
low-priced stereo system. 

The receiver is the control 
center for the stereo system. It 
contains the AM/FM radio as 
well as knobs and switches to ad- 
just volume, tone and stereo 
balance. Four highly rated 
receivers to consider for the 
system, listed in alphabetical 
order, are the Pioneer SXV200, 
Realistic STA115, Sony 
STRAV260 and Ultrx R35, 
They're priced at $210 or less; 
sizable discounts are common. 

Loudspeakers are also essen- 
tial for a stereo system. More 
than any other component, the 
speakers are responsible for the 
quality of sound that your system 
delivers.

Q. Can you tell me how to in- 
stall a doorbell system activated 
by one doorbell button that 
causes two chimes to operate at 
the same time? The chimes are 
located in separate parts of the 
house. I understand how to install 
multiple door buttons for one 
door chime, but that’s not my 
problem, 


A. If you can install a door-bell 
system with a single chime 
operated by a single button, then 
adding another chime is relative- 
ly simple. The chimes are con- 
nected in parallel with two wires 
from the door button to the first 
chime’s two terminals and then 
two wires from those terminals to 
the terminals on the second set of 
chimes. If one chime is already in 
place, all you have to do is run 18- 
gauge bell wire from its ter- 
minals to the terminals of the 
new chime. 

Most chimes have three ter- 
minals which enable them to be 
activated by two separate but- 
tons — one at the front door and 
one at the rear door. The center 
terminal is usually for the 
transformer connection, and the 
right and left terminals are for 
the front and rear push button 
connections. 

When wiring the chimes, make 
sure that you connect the wires to 
the same terminals on each set. 
It’s also important that you use a 
transformer of adequate size. A 
10-volt transformer works with a 
single set of chimes, but for a 
two-chime system, you'll need a 
16-volt transformer to do the job. 
In most systems, the transformer 
is in the basement with a direct 
connection to a 115-volt junction 
box and bell wire making the 
longer runs to the bell pushes and 
the chimes. 


Q. What causes a section of 
concrete driveway to fail after 
only eight years? The apron — 
between the street and sidewalk 
— remains strong without any 
pitting at all. However, the sec- 
tion between the sidewalk and 
house is crumbling to stone, sand 
and powder. Both sections were 
poured the same day, but from 
different truckloads. Both are ex- 
posed to the same salt from city 
Streets, but I applied no salt to 
either section myself. 


A. It is possible that the con- 
crete mix in the trucks was dif- 
ferent even though the mix came 
from the same supplier. Concrete 
with too much water and/or not 
enough cement is likely to be too 
weak to withstand an automobile 
load. You didn’t mention whether 
or not the deteriorating driveway 
section collects water run-off 
from a side yard or downspouts 
Water that puddles, and then 
freezes and thaws, can shorten 
the lifespan of concrete 


If you park your car on this sec- 
tion, it's also possible that the de- 
icing salts from the city streets 
that accumulate on the undercar- 
riage drip off onto the driveway, 
causing surface deterioration 


Since the deteriorated section 
is beyond rehabilitation, it will 
have to be replaced. This time, 
make sure the concrete mix con- 
tains an air-entraining admix- 
ture, which is required if the con- 
crete is exposed to freezing and 
thawing 





recommended by the electronics 
engineers, listed alphabetically, 
are the Boston Acoustics A40 and 
A60, the EPI T/E70, JBL J216A 
and Pioneer CSG201WA. (The 
Boston Acoustics A60 and the 
Pioneer speakers did a better job 
of reproducing loud, deep bass 
than the others.) The recom- 
mended speakers list for $200 or 
less, before discounts. 

CD players deliver superb 
audio quality. The quality of their 
discs is also very good and 
they’re becoming more readily 
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The engineers’ choices for 
compact disc players include the 
Emerson CD150, discounted at 
less than $200, and the Sony D5, at 
around $220, discounted. Besides 
using the Sony player as part of a 
hi-fi system, it can also be used 
independently with earphones, or 
portably with its $50 battery pack 
and carrying case. 

If want to play LPs, you'll still 
need a traditional turntable and 
phono cartridge, since you can t 
play ordinary records on a CD 








player. Turntables recommend- 
ed for the system include the 
Pioneer PL660BLK, Sony 
PSLX240, Sony PSLX340 and the 
Technics SLBD35. All four have a 
tone arm that takes a convenient, 
plug-in phono cartridge. The 
Technics, at $150, list, was the 
most expensive of the four, but 
you should pay considerably less 
after discounts. 

Phono cartridges recommend- 
ed for the system include the 
Audio-Technica AT112EP, Or- 
tofon TM7 and Shure M99E. The 





Audio-Technica emphasizes the 
extreme treble more than the 
others, making recordings sound 
a bit brighter. The phono car- 
tridges retail for $75 or less, and 
may be discounted substantially 
A cassette deck is also a handy 
component for a stereo system. It 
can be used to play back com- 
mercially recorded music, 
record programs from the radio, 
or to copy an LP for safekeeping. 
Six decks were recommended for 
the low-priced system 
Three use the Do]by 
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reduction method. (You get less 
background noise with Dolby B.) 
They are, in alphabetical order, 
the Akai HXA101M, Sony TCFX 
220 and Teac V316. The rest use 
both Dolby B and Dolby C 
(Dolby C is preferable for taping 
live music or compact discs.) 
re the Akai HXA201, Sony 
20 and Teac V416. Most 
are priced at or below $200. But 
discounts of 50 percent or more 
from the list price for the decks 
are not uncommon. (C)1986, 
Newspaper Enterprise Assn.

Tigers’ Lockwood an All-Star

Sometimes the vote for a league's Most 
Valuable Player is just a formality. The 
choice was clear in the American League in 
1967, as no one came close to Carl Yastrzem- 
ski’s performance. A year later, when Denny 
McClain won 31 games for the Tigers, the 
pick wasn’t too tough either. 

This year’s selection for the top basketball 
player in the Suburban League probably 
wasn’t even as close as those votes.

break, often being down at the 
other end in time to finish it off.
